HEN  the  Propofah  for  print* 
ing  by  Subfcription  Mr.  R  a  p  i  n  's 
Hi/lory  of  England  were  firfi  of-- 
fered  to  the  World  by  Mr.  Rogif- 
fart  at  the  Hague,  at  the  fame 
T^tme  was  publtjhed  a  jhort  Flan 
of  the  principal  Matters  contained 
in  each  Volume.  Ai  that  Fart  of  it  which  relates 
to  the  Seventh  Volume  of  the  Original^  gives  an 
Account  of  the  Method  the  Author  took  in  writing 
the  Reigns  of  King  James  I,  and  King  Charles  I ; 
the  T^ranflator  has  thought  Jit  to  infert  it  here  for 
the  Reader's  SatisfaBion. 

It  is  eafy  to  perceive  what  great  Difficulties 
an  Hiftorian^  who  has  no  other  View  than  to  Ipeak 
the  T'ruth^  mufi  encounter  in  writing  the  Reigns 
of  James  I.  and  Charles  I.  IV hie h  way  foever  he 
goes  to  work^  it  will  not  be  pojjibte  for  him  to

25.  CHARLES  I. 

HARLES  I,  Son  and  Succeflbr 
of  James  I,  was  tinftured  from  his 
Infancy  with  the  Principles  concern- 
ing the  Regal  Jutborit'j  and  Prero- 
gative- Royal  ^  which  the  deceafcd 
King  had  fo  much  countenanced  and 
advanced  in  his  Life-time*  He  had 
the  fame  Favourite,  the  fame  Council,  the  fame 
Minifters,  and  all  the  Places  at  Court  and  in  the 
Country,  continued  in  the  Hands  of  the  Duke  of 
Buckingham's  Creatures.  So  there  was  nothing  new 
but  the  King's  Perfon.  Charles's  Journey  to  Spain 
had  To  indeared  the  Duke  of  Buckingham  to  him, 
that  King  James's  AfFcftion-  for  that  Favourite  was 
nothing,  as  I  may  fay,  in  comparifon  of  the  new

.  Phyficians.     Indeed  the  Duke  could  not  be  accufed    i 
diredly  of  haftening  the  King  his  Benefaftor's  Deadi    | 
by  the  Remedies  he  made  him  uke.    But  when  one 
confidered  together  the  Time  and  Circumftances  of 
this  unexpeftcd  Death,  caufed  by  a  I'ertian  Ague,  a 
Diftemper  not  ufually  very  dangerous  in  the  Springs 
the  Perplexities  it  freed  the  Favourite  from,  and  the    I 
Advantages  it  procured  him,  one  could  hardly  help     ' 
fufpe^Ung  him.    And  yet  on  the  other  Hand,  whoi    | 
the  new  Kfaig  was  feen  to  have  an  entire  Afie&ioii 
for  the  Duke,  it  could  not  be  imagined  that  he  bad 
thcleaft  Doubt  of  his  Innocence  in  thatrefpeffc.  How- 
ever this  be,  the  Duke  of  Buckingbiun  was' the  Son's 
Favourite,  as  he  had  been  the  Father's,  with  ftiU 

{greater  Power  and  Credit  than  he  had  enjoyed  in  the 
oregoingRctgn. 
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Gbsrles  L  vhcn  he  mounced  the  Throne  formed  ^^fS; 
two  Pit^cfts  equally  difficult  to  be  brought  about.  J^-]^/ 
The  Firti:  mn  to  wreft  from  the  Emperour  Md  the  tomcirawg 
B«ke  of  Bdfvaria^  both  tba^Palaiimtes  which  haiibMn  Arbitrnty 
taken   from  his  Brother-in-law  the  Eleftor  Pdative.  ^^Y/u 
The  Second,  to  carry  the  Regal   Authority  much  pia/iwte. 
higher  than  the  King  his  Father  or  any  of  his  Prede- 
oeflbri  had  done.    Thefe  two  Projed^s,  each  whereoft 
^part  by  it  felf,  would  in  all  Appearance  meet  with 
^reat  Obftacles,  became  almoft  impradicable  when 
joined  together.    Nevcrthelefs  Char  la  verily  believed 
cfiey  were  mutual  Supports  to  each  other  :  That  un- 
der Colour  of  the  Palatinate-^ zr^  he  fhould  manage 
it  ib,  that  the  Parlianient  would  not  be  able  to  refufe 
him  any  Thing :  That  in  Time  he  (hould  have  both 
Hatifes  at  Command,  and  after  rendering  himfelf  In- 
dependent, ihould  difpofe  as  he  pleafed  oi  the  Riches 
of  the  Kingdom,  in  order  to  execute  the  Defigns  he 
had  formed  in  Favour  of  the  King  of  Bohemia.    As 
thefe  two  Proje&s  are  the  Subjed  of  the  firft  Fifteen 
Years  of  this  Reign,  to  which  I  fhall  confine  my  fcJf 
at  prefent,  it  will  be  neceflary  to  fct  them  in  a  dear 
Light,  that  the  Sequel  may  be  the  better  under- 
ftood. 

As  to  the  firft,  I  mean  that  of  wrcfting  the  two  ?'"T^' 
Paiaiinates  out  of  the  Hands  of  the  Emperour  and  the  hiSnsitc.  * 
Dokc  of  Bavaria^  I  think  it  needlefs  to  repeat  here 
what  has  been  faid  in  the  Reign  of  James  L  It  will 
be  fufficient  to  put  the  Reader  in  Mind,  that  it  was 
bf  the  Intrigues  of  the  Prince  and  the  Duke  ofBuch^ 
ingbam^  and  by  the  Duke's  wrong  Information  iX 
what  pafied  in  Spain^  that  the  Parliament  was  induced 
to  advife  the  King  to  break  off  the  Treaties  which 
were  in  eflreft  broken  ofi^  already,  and  to  promife  to  . 
Gipport  the  War  which  this  Breach  would  probably 
bf^et.  This  was  the  Prince's  and  the  Duke's  real 
Aira  m  diignifing  tKe  Truth.  Afterward^  the  Prince, 
when  King,  omitted  no  Opportunitjr  to  take  Advan- 
tage of  the  Parliamenti's  hafty  Advice  and  Promife, 
as  if  the  Fiarliamcnt  had  really  been  the  fole  Author 
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1615.     of  the  Breach,  and  the  prime  Caufe  of  the  War  for 
the  Recovery  of  the  Palatinate.    King  James  was  the 
firft  SacriBce   of  thefe  Artifices.     They  made  him 
break  a  Treaty  which  for  feven  Years  he  had  been 
labouring  to  accomplifti.    They  caufed  him  to  lofc 
the  Portion  he  had  reafon  to  cxpeft  on  account  of  * 
the  Prince's  Marriage  with  the  Itffanta.     They  en- 
gaged him,  againft  his  Will  and   Inclination^  in  a 
War  with  the  Houfe  of  Aujiria^  and  what  he  looked 
upon  as  the  greateft  Misfortune,  they  compelled  him 
to  have  recourfe  to  a  Parliament,  he  that  was  fo  dif- 
fatisfied.  with  the  former    ones,    that  probably    he 
would  never  have  called  another  had  it  not  been  for 
this  BreaC^.     The  Duke  of  Buckingham  was  the  fe- 
cond  Vidlim.    As  foon  as  the  Truth  was  known,  he 
became  the  Objcft  of  the  Publick  Hatred,  though 
before  his  Contrivances  were  difcovcred,  he  had  been 
cohfidered  as^  Guardian  Angel  for  breaking  the  in- 
tended  Match;  •  ^Finally,  the  Prince  having  afccnded 
the  Throne,  wa^  refolved  to  fupport  the  War  which 
the  Parliament  had  unadvifedly  engaged  in.     But  be- 
caufe  he  found  not  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons  that  Rea- 
diiief$  to  aflift  him  which  he  expected,  he  diflblved 
feverai  Parliaments   merely  for  that  very  Reafon. 
This  bred  in  the  Minds  of  his  SubjeiSs  Jealoufies  and 
Difcontents,  which  being  inflamed  by  other  Caufes^ 
brought  him  in  the  End  to  the  greateft  Misfortune 
that  can  befall  a   King.     Hitherto  the  Prince's  and 
Duke's  real  Motive  in  breaking  off  the  Treaty   with 
^pain  is  unknown.     It  is  not  conceived  how,  after 
the  Lofs  of  the  Palatinate^  they  could  imagine  it 
would  be  more  eafy  to  recover  that  Country   from 
the  Emperour  and  Duke  of  Bavaria  by  Force  of 
Arms,  than  by  managing  the  King  of  Spain^s  Friend- 
Ihip,  by  means  of  the  Marriage  which  was  already 
concluded.    But  pone  can  be  ignorant  of  the  Ufe  the 
Prince,  now  become  King,  intended  to  make  of  this 
War,  advifed  by  the  Parliament.    His  Defign  was 
to  accuftom  the  Houfe  of  Commons^  under  Pretence  of 
the  urgent  Neceffity  of  the  War,  to  fupply  him  in  a 

few 
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few  Days,  with  the  Money  he  demanded,  without  go-     «<52j. 
iDg  upon  any  other  BuHnefs.     This  will  evidently 
appear  in  the  Sequel.     But  before  I  enter  upon  the 
Particulars  of  this  fecond  Projeft,  it  is  neccffary  to 
premife  fome  Remarks  on  this  Subjeft. 

I  have  fhown  in  the  Reign  of  James  I,  that  this  rt»  ^'•"^ 
firft  Monarch  of  Great-Britain  laboured,  as  long  as  J^>i^,. 
his  Monarchy  lafted,  that  is,  all  the  while  he  wasy>«^f# 
KiDg  of  England^  to  extend  the  Prerogative^  Royal.  Arhiimry 
This  he  did  not  only  in  fome  Points  and  on  certain  ''^''* 
Occafions ;  but  by  general  Principles,  which  once  ad- 
mitted would  by  neceflary  Confequences  cloath  the 
Sovereign  with  an  unlimited  Authority.  All  that 
has  been  faid  by  the  moft  zealous  Sticklers  for  the 
abiblute  Power  of  Sovereigns,  he  readily  applied  to 
the  Kings  of  England^  without  ever  examining  whe- 
ther the  Power  of  a  King  admitted  of  Degrees,  ac- 
cording to  the  feveral  Dominions  or  the  Conftitution 
j6£  the  Government,  whereof  he  was  Head,  And 
yet  this  was  the  Point  in  Queftion.  Otherwife  it  fol- 
lowed from  his  Principles,  That  the  Regal  Power  was 
one  and  the  fame  every  where,  and  a  King  of  Poland^ 
for  Infiance,  ought  to  be  as  abfolute  as  a  King  of 
Perfia.  This  was  in  effcd  what  he  all  along  took 
for  granted  in  the  Affair  of  Bohemia^  and  what  hin- 
dered him  to  efpoufe  his  Son-in-Iaw*s  Quarrel.  So 
long  as  he  was  fatisfieci  with  infinuating  fuch  Maxims 
in  ceruin  Paflages  which  he  took  Care  to  infert  in 
his  publick  Speeches,  the  People,  and  even  the  Par- 
liament ttfelr,  took  no  great  Notice  of  them.  But 
when  he  would  have  put  in  Practice  the  Confequen- 
ces  which  might  naturally  be  drawn  from  thence,  he 
met  with  ftrong  Oppofition,  which  induced  him  to 
diflblve  feveral  Parliaments,  becaufe  they  were  not 
fo  apt  as  he  wiflied  to  imbibe  his  Inftru&ions.  This 
Oppofition  provoked  him.  Nay,  he  began  to  fpeak 
plamer,  and  aflert.  That  Parliaments  owed  their  Be- 
ing to  the  Royal  Concejfton^  and  that  this  fame  Con- 
ceffion  might  be  revoked  when  they  became  un- 
worthy of  it>  juft  as  a  Charter  granted  to  a  Cor^ 

A  3  pratiom 
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i€i5.    poration  on  certain  exprefs  Terms,  nnight  be  taken  a- 
way,  in  Cafe  the  Ternis  were  not  complied  With.   Boc 
the  Parliament  would  never  allow  of  fuch  a  Princi- 
ple.    It  was  readily  agreed  that  the  King  had  Power 
to  call,  prorogue,  and  diflblvc  the  Parliament :  Nay, 
that  he  might  forbear  fummoning  it  for  fome  Time. 
But  that  England  might,  or  ought  to  be  governed 
without  Parliaments,   if  the  King  thought  proper, 
was  what  could  never  be  made  current,  much  lefs 
that  the  King  could  difpenfe  with,  or  aft  contrary  to 
the  Laws.     And  yet  to  this  Height  would  James  1, 
have  carried  hts  Prerogative^  an  ambiguous  Term,  by 
which  he  meant  an  abfolute  Power,  or  fomechingvery 
like  it.    But  the  Englifh  for  the  moft  Part,  underftood 
by  that  Word,  only  a  Power  in  the  Perfon  of  the  So- 
vereign, to  command  or  a£l  in  Matters  which  were 
not  repugnant  to  the  Law,  or  for  which  the  Law  had 
not  provided,  and  certain  jlSls  of  Grace  and  Favour 
which  the  King  might  do  for  fome  private  Perfons, 
provided  thefe  Alls  were  not  very  detrimental  to  the 
Reft  of  the  Nation.     This  was  the  conftant  Occafion 
of  the  Quarrels  between  James  I,  and  the  Parliament. 
It  could  not  be  faid  exaftly  wherein  conflfted   the 
King's  Prerogatives,  and  the  People's  Privileges,  be- 
caufe  there  had  never  been  an  exprefs  Determination 
on  that  Subjeft.    Thofe  Kings,  who  were  reckoned 
the  wifeft  and  moft  prudent,  ihunned  as  Rocks  fuch 
Sort  of  Difputes  which  could  only  breed  Hatred  and 
Animofity  between  the  King  and  People.     On  the  o- 
ther  Hand,  the  foregoing  Parliaments  chofe  rather  to 
fee  the  Prerogative-Royal  ftretched  fometimes  beyond 
its  due  Bounds,    than  debate  fuch   difficult  Points, 
which  in  Cafe  both  Sides  were  obftinate,  muft  have  been 
decided  by  Arms,  fincc  there  was  no  higher  Tribunal 
to  appeal  to.     Bcfides,  fincc  Richard  II,  whofe  At- 
tempt coft  him  his  Crown  and  Life,  there  had  been 
no  King  who  had  endeavoured  to  carry  the  Preroga^ 
five- Royal  (o  far  as  to  claim  a  Power  to  aft  direftly 
contrary  to  the  Law.  If  there  were  any  who  on  fome 
Ocscafions  attempted  to  go  beyond  Bounds,  the  Par* 

liaments 
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liaiDeots.werc.  Vpder  na  Concern^  for  one  of  thefe  16x5. 
Tliree  Reasons  ;  i.  Becaufe  icwasin  Maccers  offmall 
Importance,  a.  ^ccaufe,  having  a  perfeft  Truft  in 
their  Sovereign^  they  believed  he  would  not  make  an 
ill  Ufc  of  their  Compliance.  3*  Becaufe  they  faw 
the  King'3  Aim  and  Motive  were  for  the  Benefit  of  his 
Subjedsj  or  ai  leaft  were  not  very  prejudicial  to 
tbiem* 

l&M  James  I^  was  no  fooner  on  the  Throne  of  Eng- 
land^ but  Queftions  about  the  Prerogative  Royal  be- 
came frequent  aud  abfolutely  necefiary.  That  Mo- 
narch was  continually  endeavouring  to  eftablifh  Prin- 
ciples»  the  Confequences  whereof  cended  to  no  lefs 
tmn  to  fubvert  the  Conftitution  of  the  Government. 
I  ihall  relate  fome  that  have  been  already  feen  in  the 
Hiftory  of  his  Reign,  but  which  it  is  fo  much  the 
more  ncccflary  to  repeat  here,  as  Charles  I,  trod  (^Xy 
wStly  in  the  Stej^  of  the  King  his  Father,  and  as  one 
cannot  have  too  clear  a  Notion  of  them,  they  being 
the  chief  Subjeft  of  this  Reign. 

From  the  Principle,  That  the  Parliament  owed  its 
Being  to  the  Conceffion  of  the  Kings,  and  that  this 
Conceflion  might  be  revoked,  it  followed  of  courfe : 
That  the  King  might  govern  without  a  Parliament, 
and  confequently  ux  the  People  as  he  thought  proper^ 
for  the  Support  of  the  Government.  Frooi  the 
Principle,  That  the  King  was  above  the  Laws,  it  ne« 
ceflarily  followed.  That  no  SubjeA  could  be  fafe  ; 
their  Honour,  Fortunes,  Liberty  and  Life  itfelf 
were  at  the  King's  Difpofal.  From  the  Prindple, 
That  the  Parliament  had  no  right  to  meddle  in  Affiiirs 
about  which  the  King  did  not  ask  their  Advice,  it 
muft  have  been  inferred.  That  the  Kin^  was  to  be  faf- 
fered  to  do  what  he  pleafed,  even  Things  moft  de- 
ftrudiye  to  Che  Nation.  From  the  Principle,  That  to 
com|)lain  of  the  Adminiftration,  was  Want  of  Refpedt 
to  the  King,,  it  neceflarily  followed.  That  the  Parlia- 
ment could  take  no  Grievances  into  Confideradon, 
nor  make  any  Cooiplaints,  lince  Grievances  are  ge- 
iicraUy  A&s  of  Injufttce  commitccd  by  the  Kin^  or  his 

A  4  Minifters. 
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^6zr  Minifters.  From  the  Principle,  That  the  Farliamenc 
had  at  moft  but  a  Ri^ht  to  reprefcnt  the  Grievances 
to  the  King,  which  done,  the  Redrcfs  thereof  was 
patiently  to  be  waited  for  at  the  King's  Hands,  it  fol- 
lowed, That  the  King  might  plague  his  Subje^  ac- 
cording to  his  .own  Fancy,  without  being  obliged  to 
redrefs  their  Sufferings  but  fa  far  only  as  he  thought 
convenient.  From  the  Principle,  That  to  difpute  about 
the  Extent  of  his  Prerogative  was  wounding  the  King 
in  the  moft  fcnfible  Part,  the  Confequence  rouft  have 
been.  That  the  Prerogative  was  without  Bounds,  or 
that  it  could  be  limited  only  by  the  King's  own  Wit 
'dom  and  Goodnefs.  All  thele  Principles,  as  it  is 
eafy  to  perceive,  tended  to  eftablifli  a  deipotick 
Power.  Had  the  King  been  fatisficd  with  granting 
now  and  then  fome  Favours,  grounded  upon  fome 
one  of  thefe  Principles,  it  might  have  been  thought 
to  be  attended  with  no  Confequcnces.  But  he  was  fccn, 
upon  all  Occafions,  to  endeavour  to  inftill  thefe  Prin- 
ciples into  the  Minds  of  his  Subjects,  and  toeilablifh 
them  upon  Inftances  taken  here  and  there,  of  the 
Conduft  of  his  Predeceffors.  He  himfelf  was  fccn 
to  draw  from  thence,  by  his  Aftions,  the  moft  ex- 
tenfive  Confequences,  to  fill  the  Kingdom  with  Mo-- 
fiopoliesy  to  compel  his  Subjefts  to  lend  or  give  him 
Money,  to  diffolve  the  Parliaments  for  not  allowing 
his  Principles,  to*  imprifon  fuch  Members  as  ventured 
to  fpeak  freely,  and  even  to  declare  publickly,  he 
would  call  no  more  Parliaments.  There  was  then  no 
middle  Way:  his  Pretenfions  were  either  to  be  yielded 
to  or  oppofed  with  open  Force. 

James  I^  had  the  good  Fortune  to  die  before  thefe 
Matters  were  carried  any  farther.  The  Breach  of 
the  SparAfi  Match  ferved  to  reconcile  the  King  and 
Parliament  to  each  other.  The  King  perceived,  he* 
Ihould  not  be  able  to  go  oh  without  Parliaments,  and 
the  People  iudged,  that  as  long  as  the  King  wagi  en- 
gaged in  a  War  with  the  Houfe  of  Juftria^  he  would 
be  forced  to  have  a  Regard  for  the  Liberties  of  ^he 
Nation)  apd  the  Privileges  of  the  Parliament.  Thus 
,'  '  both 
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I  both  Sides  feemed  inclined  to  a  Reconciliation,  and  to     162$. 
forget  all  Occafions  of  Complaint. 

^ames  being  dead,  Charles  I,  his  Son  and  Succeflbr, 
who  bad  wonderfully   proBted  by    his  Inftrudions, 
xnoanced  the  Throne,   pofleiTed  with  the  fame  Prin- 
ciples I  have  been  (peaking  of.    But  as  )ie  was  young, 
and  as  his  Paflions  were  ftrong  and  lively,  he  could 
put  no  Conftraint  upon  himfelf,  nor  think  of  manag* 
ing  the  Affeftion  oi  the  Parliament.  He  foon  difcove- 
red  by  what  Maxims  he  meant  to  proceed  in  the  Go- 
vernment of  his  Dominions,     He  not  only  refufed  to 
rcdrcfs  fuch    Grievances  as  had  crept  in  during  the 
King  his  Father's  Reign  ;  but  increased  their  Number, 
by  adding  others  more  intolerable.    He  affeAed  tp  lee 
hisSubjcfts  fee,  not  only  that  he  was  not  moved  with 
their  Grievances^   but  that  it  was  an  Offence  to  pray 
him  to  redrefs  them.   In  a  Word,  he  gave  to  under- 
ftand  very  plainly,  both  by  his  Speeches  and  by  his 
Condufb,    that  he  looked  upon  Parliaments  only  as 
Aflemblies    appointed    purely  to    fupply  him  with 
Money,  and  that  in  Cafe  of  Refufal,    he  might  pro- 
ceed without  their  Afliftance.    Accordingly,  he  dif- 
folved  feveral  Parliaments,    becaufe  they  were  not 
fpeedy  enough  to  grant  the  Sums  he  demanded  \  he 
oflfcrcd  Violence  to  feveral   Members^    and  extorted 
from  his  Subjefts  what  Money  he  wanted,    either  by 
forced  Loans  or  by  Taxes  impofed  by  his  own  Auth(v 
rity.    This  ought  not  to  feem  ftrange  ;    fince  over 
apd  above  the  Leflbns  he  had  been  taught  by  the  King 
his  Father,  he  had  the  fame  Favourite,  the  fame  Mi- 
nifters,  the  fame  Council. 

It  is  my  Defign  to  Ihow  all  thefe  Things  clearly  and 
diftindlly  ;  not  by  Reafonings  and  Confequences,  but 
by  undeniable  Fads,  by  authentick  Vouchers  of  what- 
ever I  Ihall  advance  ;  and  laftly,  by  the  King's  own 
Condu6t,  which  his  moft  zealous  Friends  have  no 
otherways  undertaken  to  juftify,  than  by  an  affefted 
Silence,  or  at  leaft,  by  very  (lightly  paffing  over  the 
firft  Fifteen  Years  of  his  Reign.  My  fole  Aim  in  in- 
fitting  thus  largely  upon  thefe  Matters,  is,  to  enable

James's  ^  As  foon  as  the  deceafed  King's  Funeral  was  foleah 
lumraL  ni^cd,  CbarUs  haftened  the  fending  of  Eight  Tb«- 
JrpR.  f*"^  M^"  ^^  Plymoulb  *,  to  be  put  on  board  a  Fleet 
mouth  4t  defigned  for  an  Expedition  againft  Spain':^  As  be  had 
th$ch4rg4  but  little  Money  in  his  Coffers,  the  Charge  of  Coat 
ccMnt'i  ^"^  ConduSI'Moncy  was  ordered  to  be  disburfed  by 
Rufli/l?  ^^^  Country,  and  the  Country  to  be  repaid  out  of  the 
p.  i68.  Exchequer  at  a  more  convenient  Seafon.  This  was 
done  after  the  Precedent  of  former  Times,    though

*  Our  Author  fcems  here  to  confoond  two  diftinA  ThiogS' 
MontMgmo  (in  it  Jnc, )  publithed  a  Book»  which  he  calle4  A  new 
Gag/or  an  old  Goo/o,  ^being  an  Anfwer  to  a  Po^i/h  Book  entitled* 
ji  Gag /or  tin  now  Gofpol ;  and  for  this  Book  it  was  that  he  was 
queilioned  by  the  ParUament,  and  committed  to  the  ArchbiOiopi 
whodifmiffed  him  with  an  Admonition.  Afterwards  theBiflio^sof 
the  Arfmniam  Party  confnlting  the  Propagation  of  the  five  Articles 
condemned  at  the  Synod  of  Dort^  conduded  that  Montmgno  flioidd 
pubiiCh  his  Apponl  to  Cdfdr  at  firft  attefted  by  their  joint  Anthoritiev 
which  they  afterwards  withdrew  by  Subtilty.

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may  judge  by  the  continual  Complaints  of  the  l^ar-     *6»S- 
liamcnts  throughout  this  whole  Reign,   about  theft 
fame  Points,  on  which  the  King  fecms  to  have  given 
entire  Satisfaftion,     we  (hall   cafily  fee  that   King 
Cbarh^s  Promifes  were  no  better  performed  than  the 
King  his  Father's.    The  King  expcftcd  that  his  An-  otcMfim 
fwcrs  to  the  Petition  would  gain  him  the  Love  of  the  ^.^**, 
Commons.      But   thefe  Anfwers,   though  fo  gracious  cimpUi»t 
and  politive,  could  not  engage  them  to  do  what  he  Mgsinfi  tt^ 
dcfircd,  that  is,   to  lay  afide  all  other  Bufinefs,  and  Com- 
think  only  of  granting  him  Money.     He  was  enga- °^°^*' 
ged  in  a  War,  to  which  he  pretended  the  Parliament 
had  induced  his  late  Majefty,   from  whence  he  infer- 
red, it  was  exceeding  wrong  not  to  enable  him  fpce- 
dily  to  fupport  it.    This  was  true  in  one  Senfe.    The 
Parliament  had  advifed  King  James  to  break  oflF  the 
Treaties  with  Spain^    and  promifed  to  affift  him  in 
Cafe  the  Breach  Ihould  occafion  a  War,    as  it  was 
very  likely.

Buckingham's  Narrative ,   a  Narrative  felfe  in   every 
Particular,  though  attcfted  by  the  late  King  and  the 
Prince.    So  the  former  Parliament's  Advice  being 
built  on  a  wrong  Foundation,  and  having,  as  I  may 
fay,  been  extorted  by  mere  Artifice,  the  prefcnt  Par- 
liament did  not  think  themfelves  obliged  to  perform 
very  punftually  a  Promife,  which  the  Court  had  ob- 
tained rather  by  cunning,    than  by  fairly  ftating  the 
Cafe.     Nevcrthelcfs  this  Promife  ftill  fubfifted,  and

It  is  very  vifible,  that  the  Commons  Aim  in  this  De^ 
claration  was  to  let  the  People  fee,  that  it  was  not 
their  Intent  to  deny  the  King  Money  for  his  juft 
Wants  :  but  that  they  thought  they  had  a  Right  to 
demand  firft  the  Redrcfs  of  Grievancesj  as  a  Condi- 
tion, though  they  avoided  calling  it  fo.  This  is  the 
Method  conftantly  obferved  by  the  Parliaments  on  the 
like  Occafions,  and  which  is  fo  necelTary,  that  with- 
out it  they  would  never  be  able  to  be  fure  of  getting 
the  People  any  Satisfaction,  with  R,efpea  to  their 
Grievances.  The  Truth  is,  Grievances  being  properly 
Afts  of  Injuftice  and  Breaches  of  the  Laws  commit- 
ted by  the  King  or  his  Minifters,  the  Defire  of  ob- 
tiuning  Money  from  the  Parliament  is  commonly  the 
only  Thing  that  prevails  with  the  Court  to  give  over 
the  Wrongs  they  do  the  People.  Of  this  there  are 
frequent  Inftances  in  the  Hiftory  of  England.  But 
James  I^  and  Charles  I,  took  a  different  Courfe  from 
that  of  their  Predeceflbrs.  They  chofc  do  difTolvc 
the  Parliaments,  rather  than  yield  to  Redrefs  their 
Grievances.  This  gave  Occafion  to  afcribe  to  them  a 
formal  Defign  to  free  themfelvcs  frpm  (he  Yoke  of  the

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%62$.    Parliaments,    or  confine  the  Ufe  of  them  to  the  gi- 
ving the  King   Money,    and  afleffing  the.  People^ 
They  could  not  underftand,   that  what  flowed  ffoio 
the  Royal  Authority  fhould  be  counted  a  GrievancCk 
7*f  P4r.    This  firft  Parliament  then  was  diflblved  for  this  very

The  King  finding  himfelf  witbooft  Money,  aixi 
confcquently  unable  to  carry  on  the  War,  refohred 
at  length  to  call  a  new  Parliament.  But  to  avoidsthe 
Inconveniencies  of  feeing  in  the  Houje  fuch  Members 
ashadoppofed  himmoft,  and  exclaimed  the  loudeft 
againft  the  Duke  in  the  late  Parliament^  the  Court 
bethought  themfelves  of  tfais^  Stratagem.

As  by  the  Cuftom  of  Engz 
landj  Members  of  Parliament  are  not  privilege^ 
from  Arreft  in  Cafes  of  Treafon  or'  Felony,  the  Kin^ 
pretended  the  H(7f/;&.of  Lords  ou^htiipt  to  take  Ex^ 
ception  at  his  having  committed  one>>ftheir  Members, 
His  Reafon  was,  becaufe  the  Prifoncr  might  poflibly 
be  guilty  of  Felony  or  Treafon,  and  confequently 
the  Houfi  ought  to  wait  till  it  fhould  pleafe  the  King 
to  declare  the  Caufe  of  his  Imprifonment.  But  as 
under  Colour  of  this  Poflibility,  the  King  had  fcnt 
the  Earl  of  Arundel  to  the  Tower^  and  had  not  yet 
declared  the  Caufe,  the  Lords  plainly  faw  that  the 
Poffibility  alledged  by  the  King,  was  but  an  Artifice 
to  elude  their  moft  undoubted  Privileges.

This  was  to  let  the  Publick  fee, 
that  the  King's  Anfwcr  to  the  Petition  of  the  Oxford- 
ParliameDt  contained  only  empty  Promifes  without 
being  followed  by  any  EfTefts.  They  had  a  Mind 
alfo  to  (how  that  the  Duke  of  Buckingbam^s  ill  Ad- 
miiaftmtk>a  was  not  the  only  Grievance  they  wanted 
t»be  rcdrei&4    The  Petition  was  as  follows  :

It  redounded  not  to  the  King's  Honour  to  be 
prefied  fo  often  to  perform  what  be  had  fo  poficively 
promlfed.  But  it  muft  be  confidered  that  it  was  not 
cafy  for  him  to  withftand  the  Soilicitations  and  In* 
trigues  of  the  Queen,  of  the  Duke  of  Buckingham^ 
whofe  Mother  was  a  profefTed  Papift^  of  Sir  Richard 
We^on  his  chief  Councellor,  and  of  the  Lord  Conway 
Secretary  of  State,  both  Papiftsj  fince  thcfe  were  the 
Men  that  were  neareft  his  Perfoh,  and  by  whom  he 
was  in  a  Manner  befct. 

A  few  Days  after,  the  Commons  refolved  to  go  in  a 
Body  and  wait  upon  the  King,  and  prefcnt  to  him, 
bjr  their  Speaker,  a  Declaration  of  their  Conduft, 
ferving  for  Anfwer  to  his  Letter,  and  a  Petition  to 
remove  the  Duke  of  Buckingham  from  his  Perfon. 
The  Audience  they  had  defired  being  granted  them, 
tfce  Speaker,  before  he  prefented  thcle  two  Papers, 
made  the  folfowing  Speech  to  him :

Having  ended  his  Speech,  the  Speaker  put  into 
the  King's  Hands  the  I)eclaration  and  Petition,  which 
his  Majefty  was  fo  difpleafed  with,  that  he  came  to  a 
Refolution  to  diflTolve  the  Parliament.  The  Commons 
having  Intimation  of  it,  refolved  to  prefent  a  Re- 
monftrance  to  him,  of  which  every  Member  was  or- 
dered to  have  a  Copy.  Whilft  this  Remonftrance 
was  preparing,  the  Lords  being  informed  by  the 
King  himfelf  of  his  Refolution,  prefented  a  Petition 
to  him  to  divert  him  from  his  Purpofe.  But  he 
would  hearken  to  nothing,  and  on  the  15th  of  June 
caufed  the  Parliament  to  be  diflblved  by  a  Commiffion 
under  the  Great-Seal. 

No  body  doubted  but  the  Duke  of  Buckingham's 
Intereft  was  the  fole  Caufe  of  this  Diflblution.  The 
Commons  were  fo  perfuaded  of  it,  that  they  chiefly 
infiftcd  upon  the  great  Prejudice  the  Duke's  Credit 
occafioned  to  the  Kingdom,  in  the  Remonftrance 
they  had  prepared,  but  were  hindered  from  prefenting 
by  the  Diflbfution  of  the  Parliament.

'  both  by  your  Majefty's  Command  committed  to

•  their  Lodgings  prefcntly  fearched,  and  their  Papers 

•  there  found,    prefently  taken    away  ;    by  reafon 

•  whereof,  not  only  our  known  Privileges  of  Parlia- 

•  ment  were  infringed,  but  we  our  felves,  that  upon 

•  full  Hope  of  fpccdy  Courfe  of  Juftice  againft  the 

•  faid  Duke,  were  preparing  with  all  dutiful  AfFcc- 

•  tion  to  proceed  to  the  Difpatch  of  the  Supply,  and 

•  other  Services  to  your  Majefty,  were  wholly,  as 

•  the  Courfe  and  Privilege  of  Parliament  binds  us, 

•  diverted  for  divers  Days,  to  the  Taking  only  into 

•  Confideration  fome  Courfes  for  the  Ratifying  and 

•  Prefervation  of  the  Privileges  fo  infringed  •,  and  we 
«  think  it  our  Duties,  moft  gracious  Sovereign,  moft 

•  rightly  to  inform  hereby  your  moft  excellent  Ma- 

•  jefty,  of  the  Courfe  held  in  the  Commitment  of 

•  the  two  Members:  For  whereas  by  your  Majefty's 

•  Warrant  to  your  MefTcngers  for  the  Arrefting  pf 

•  them,  you  were  pleafed  to  command,  that  they 

•  fhould  repair  to  their  Lodgings,  and  there  take 

•  them;    your  Majefty's    principal  Secretary  ,    the 

•  Lord  Conwajy  gave  the  laid  MefTcngers  (  as  they 

•  afHrmed )  an  exprefs  Command,  contrary  to  the 

•  faid  Warrants,  that  they  (hould  not  go  to   their 

•  Lodgings,    but  to  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  and 

•  there  take  them  ;  and  if   they  found   them    not 

•  there,  they  Ihould  ftay  until  they  were  come  into

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the  Houfe,  and  apprehend  them  whtrefoever  tlft     ^62$. 
they  (hould  find  them.    Which  befides  that  it  is 
contrary  to  your  Majefty's  Command,    is  an  ap* 
parent  Teftimony  of  fome  mifchievous  Intention 
there  had  againft  the  whole  Houfe  of  Commons, 
and  agabft  the  Service  intended  to  your  Majefty« 
All  which,  with  the  fevcral  Interruptions  that  prc- 
ceeded  it,  and  the  Mif«information  that  hath  caufed 
all  of  them^    we  cannot  doubt  but  chat  they  were 
wrought  and  procured  by  the  Duke,    to  his  own 
Behoof,  and  for  his  Advantage,   efpeciallv  becaufe 
the  faid  Interruptions  have,    through  Mil-informa-

Purpofe  to  go  on  with  the  Matter  of  Supply,  and 
other  Services  to  your  Majefty,   when  again  thefe 
Hopes  failed  in  us,    by  Reafon  of  fome  new  Ex- 
orbitancies  now   lately  (hewed   in  the  Exercife  of 
his  fo  great  Power  and  Ambition  •,    for  by  fuch 
his  Power  and  Ambition,  notwithftanding  our  De- 
claration againft  him  for  his  fo  great  Plurality  of

*  Thefe  Actions  of  the  faid  Duke  thus  ampng  us»

Griefs  bodi  in  die  Time  of  your  Majefty's  Royal 
Father  of  Ueficd  Memory,  and  of  your  Majefty, 
divers  Officers  of  the  Kingdom,  (o  often  by  him 
difbhiccd  and  altered,  that  whhin  chefe  few  Years 
pafty  iincethe  Begmning  of  his  Greatnefs,  more 
fbch  Difplactngs  and  Alterations  have  by  his 
Means  happened,  than  in  many  Years  before  tnem : 
Netcher  was  there  in  the  Time  of  your  Royal  Fa- 
ther of  blefled  Memory,  any  fuch  Coorfe  held, 
before  it  was  bf  the  Pra£Uce  of  the  faid  Duke,  thus  ' 
induced.

*  In  the  Times  alfo  ( moft  gracious  Sovereign  )  of 
thele  Interruptions  which  .came  amongft  us,  by 
Reafon  of  the  Procurement  of  two  of  our  Mem- 
bers committed,  a  gracious  Mefiage  was  formerly 
received  from  your  Majefty^  wherein  you  had 
been  pkafed  to  let  us  know.  That  if  you  had  not 
a  timely  Supply,  your  Majefty  wouki  betake  your 
felf  to  new  Cbunfcls  }  which  we  cannot  doubt 
were  intended  by  your  moft  excellent  Majefty  to

*  ber  of  us,   who  in  the  fame  Speech  told  us.  He 

*  had  often  thought  of  thofc  Words,  JNfew  Counfels  •

Having  feen  the  Complaints  of  the  Houfe  of  Com^ 
mens  againft  the  Duke  of  Buckingham^  or  rather  a- 
gainft  the  King  himfelf,  who  was  governed  by  his 
Favourite,  and  who  had  feveral  Times  declared  that 
the  Duke  did  nothing  without  his  Orders,  it  is  but 
juft  that  we  Ihould  now  fee  the  King's  Complaints 
agatnft  the  Cofnmtmsy  and  the  Grounds  and  Caufes  of 
his  diffolving  this,  and  the  former  Parliament.

*  When  his  Majcfty,  by  the  Death  of  his  Dear  and 
Royal  Father  of  ever  bleflcd  Memory   firft  came 
to  the  Crown,  he  found  himfelf  engaged  in  a  War 
with  a  potent  Enemy ;  ndjc  undertaken  ra(hly,  nor 
without  juft    and  honourable  Grounds,    but  en- 
forced for  the  ncccilary  Defence  of  himfelf  and  his 
Dooiinioos,  for  the  Support  of  his  Friends  and  Al- 
lies»  for  the  Redeeming  of  the  antient  Honour  of 
this  Nation,  for  the  Recovering  of  the  Patrimony  of 
his  dear  Sifter,  her  Confort>  and  their  Children,  in-* 
jurioollyt  and  under  colour  of  Treaties  and  Friend- 
fliip,  taken  fjrom  them,  and  for  the  Maintenance  of 
the  true  Religion,  and  invited  thereunto,  and  en- 
couraged therein  by  the  humble  Advice  of  both 
the   Houfes   of  Parliament,  and  by   their  large 
Promifes  and  Proteftations  to  his  late  Majefty,  to 
give  him  full  and  real  Afliftance  in  thofe  Enter- 
prizes,  which  were  of  fo  great  Importance  to  thia 
Realm,  and  to  the  general  Peace  and  Safety  of  all 
his  Friends  and  Allies  :  But  when  his  Majefty  en-. 
tcrcd  into  a  View  of  his  Treafure,  he  found  how  i  1 
provided  he  was  to    proceed  effectually  with  fo 
great  an  Adbion,  unlefs  he  might  be  afTured  to  re* 
ceive  fuch  Supplies  from  his  loving  SubjeAs,  as 
might  enable  him  to  manage  the  fame. 
*  Hereupon  his  Majefty ,  being  willing  to  tread  ia 
the  Steps  of  his  Royal  Progenitors,  for  the  Ma- 
king of  good  and  wholfome  Laws  for  the  better  Go- 
vernment of  his  People,  for  the  right  undcrftand- 
ing  of  their  true   Grievances,  and  the  Supply  of 
Moneys  to  be  employed  for  thofe  publick  Services^ 
he  did  refolve  to  fummop  a  Parliament  with  all 
convenient  Speed  he  might  *,  and  finding  a  former 
Parliament  already  called  in  the  Life  of  his  Fa-* 
Cher,  he  was  delirous>  for  the  fpeedier  Difpatch  of 
V»u  X.  G  *  his 
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t6z6,    <  his  weighty  Affairs,  and  gaining  of  Time,  to  have 

*  continued  the  fame  without  any  Alteration  of  the 

*  Members  thereof,   had  he  not  been  advifed  to  the 

*  contrary  by  his  Judges  and  Council  at  Law  ;  -for 
^  that  it  had  been  lubjedt  to  queftion  in  Law,  which 

*  he  defired  to  avoid.    But  as  foon  as  pofflblc  he 

*  could,  he  fummoned  a  new  Parliament,  which 
<  he  did  with  much  Confidence  nnd  AiTurance  of  the 

*  Love  of  hii  People,  that  thofc  (who  had  not  long 

*  before,  with  fome  Importunity,  won  his  Father  to 
«  break  off  his  former  Treaties  with  Spaiw,  and  to 
«  effedt  it,  had  ufed  the  Mediation  of  his  now  Ma- 

*  iefty,  being  then  Prince,  and  a  Menlber  of  the 
^  rarliament,   and  had  promifed  m  Parliament  their 

*  utqioft  Affiftanee,   for  the  enabKng  of  his  laic  Ma- 

*  jcfty  to  undergo  the  War,  which  they  then  fontbiW 

*  might  follow.) 

•  Thb  Parliament  (after  fome  Aci^oumment,  by 

*  Reafonof  his  Majefty*s  unavoidable  Occafions  in- 
^  terpofing )  being  affembled  on  the  Eighteenth  Day 
^  of  June^  it  is  true,  that  his  Commons  in  Farlia- 
^  ment  taking  into  their  due  and  ferious  Confidera- 
^  tion  the  manifold  Occafions,  which  at  hfs  firft  En- 
^  try  did  prefs  his  Majefty,  and  his  mtA  important 

<  Affairs,  which  both  at  Home  and  Abroad  were 
^  then  in  Aftion,  did  with  great  ReadineA  and  Ala- 

*  crity,    as  a  Pledge  of  their  moft  boanden  Duty 

*  and  Thankfulnefs,   and  as  the  Firft-ihiits  of  the 

<  moft  dutiful  AffeAions  of  his  loving  and  loyai  Sub- 

*  jcAs,  devoted  to  his  Service,  preieot  his  Majefty 
«  with  the  free  and  chcarful  Gift  of  two  entire  Sub- 

*  fidies  :  Which  their  Gift,  and  much  more  the  Free- 

*  nefs  and  Heartinefs  cxoreffed  in  the  ^ing  thereof, 

*  his  Majefty  did  thanlcfully  and  lovingly  accept: 

*  But  when  b^*  hid  more  narrowly  entered  into  the 
^  Confideration  of  his  great  Affair*,  wherein  he  was 

*  emharqucd,  and  from  which  he  could  not,  with- 
^  put  much  difhonour  and  difadv^ntage  withdrawn 
^  his  Hand,  he  found  that  this  Sum  of  Money  was 
^  much  ihort  of  that  which  of  Neceffity  muft  be  pre- 

•  fcntJy 
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Viintly  «pp|dqji,  ,fcy^  t{)q'fettirjg  forward  of  thofe     i6a6. 

*  .gn%i:  A^ifips^  wftfch  by  i^dyice  of  his  Council,  he 

*  bad  undcfake^J,  and  verc  ijbat  Summer  to  be  pur- 

*  jljcd,.  This  ii^  i^la^efty  imparled  to  his  Commons 
^  fipufe.pi.  Parliaincqt  -,, but  before  the  lame  could 
Vrcccwxhat  pcbatc  and  due  Confideration  whiqh 

*  w^  fit/tiie  fcarlul  Vifitation  of  the  Plague  in  and 

*  abQUt.thcHfjij^ies.of  i>»</i?»  and  ff^ejiminjler,  where 
\ihe  Lorcis/aod.^^he  principal  Gentlemen  of  Quality 
*^,  of  his  wbol^feingdom  were,  for  the  Time  of  this 
^  dieir  Service,  Jodyged  and  abiding,   did  fo  miich  in- 

*  CFtafcr  .thitJiiV  Majcfly,  without  extreme  Peril  to 
VtheLives^of.hip  good  Subjedls,    which  were  dear 

*  uoto  hip,  could  not  coniiaue  the  Parliament  any 

*  iongcr  jn  that  Place. 

*  His  M^e£ty  therefore  on  the  eleventh  Day  of 

*  July  then  following,     adjourned   the  Parliament 

*  from  ff^ifim^^^  untill  the  firft  Day  of  Juguji  then 

*  followingj  a^  th&  City  of  Oxford.  And  his  High- 
'  nt fs  wa^  iO  ci^eful  to  accommodate  his  Lords  and 
'  Commons  there,    that  as  he  made  choice  of  that 

*  Place,  being  then  the  freeft  of  all  other  from  tic 
'  DaDgor  of  thai  grievous  Sicknefs,  fo  he  there  fitted 

*  the  Parliament-men  with  all  Things  convenient  for 
^  (heir  Eniertainment  :  And  his  Majeftv  himfelf  be- 
^  ir^  10  his  owii .  Heart  fincere  and  free  from  all 

*  Ends  qpop  bis  People,  which  the  Searcher  of  Hearts 

*  bcft  knQwetk,  be  little  expefted  that  any  Mifcoa- 
^  ftru&ioa  of  bis  Anions  would  have  been  made  as  he 
^  there  found.  .  But  when  the  Parliament  had  been  a 

*  while  aifembl^d,   and  h'ls  Majefty's  Affairs  opened 

*  unto  them,  .and  a  further  Supply  defired  as  Necef- 
'  fity  required^  be  found  them  fo  flow,  and  fo  full 

*  of  Delays  and  ptverfions  in  their  Refolutions,  that 

*  before  any  TJhing  could  be  determined,  the  fearful 
'  Conugion  daily  iocreafed,  and  was  difperfed  into 
'  all  Parts  of  this,  Kingdom,  and  came  Home  even  to 

*  their  Doors  where  they  aflembled.    His  Majefty 

*  therefore  rather  preferred  the  Safety  of  his  People 

*  from  that  pc^f<snc  and  vifible  Danger,  than  the  pro-

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1616.     <  vidlngfor  that  which  was  more  remote,  but  no  left 

*  dangerous  to  the  State  of  this  Kingdom,  and  of 
<  the  Affairs  of  that  part  of  Chriftendom  which  then 

*  were,  and  yet  are  in  Friendfhip  and  Alliance  with 

*  his  Majefty.  And  thereupon  nis  Majefty,  not  be* 
«  ing  then  able  to  difccrn  when  it  might  pleafe  God 
'  to  ftay  his  Hand  of  Vifitation ,    nor  what  Place 

*  might  be  more  fecure  than  other^  at  a  Time  con- 
^  venient  for  their  reafiembling,  his  Majefty  diflblved 

*  that  Parliament. 

*  That  Parliament  being  now  ended,  his  Majefty 

*  did  not  therewith  caft  off  his  Royal  Care  of  his 

*  preat  and  important  Affairs ;  but  by  the  Advice  of 

*  his  Privy-Council,  and  of  his  Council  of  War,  he 

*  continued  his  Preparations  and  former  Refoluti- 
^  ons ;  and  therein  not  only  expended  thofe  Moneys 

*  which  by  the  two  Subudies  aforeiaid  were  given 

*  unto  him  for  his  own  private  Ufe,  whereof  he  had 

*  too  much  occaBon,  as  he  found  the  State  of  his 
^  Exchequer  at  his  firft  Entrance,  but  added  much 

*  more  of  his  own,  as  by  his  Credit,  and  the  Credit 

*  of  feme  of  his  Servants,  he  was  able  to  compafs  the 

*  fame.    At  laft  by  much  Difadvantage,  by  the  Rc- 

*  tarding  of  Provifions,  and  Uncertainty  of  the 
'  Means,  his  Navy  was  prepared  and  fct  to  Sea,  and 

*  the  Defigns  unto  which  they  were  fent,  and  efpe- 

*  cially   direfted,    were  fo  probable,   and   fo  well 

*  advifed,  that  had  they  not  mifcarried  in  the  Exc- 

*  cution,  his  Majefty  is  well  affured  they  would  have 

*  given  good  Satisfaftion,  not  only  to  his  own  Pco- 

*  pie,  but  to  all  the  World,  that  they  were  not  light- 
'  ly  or  unadvifedly  undertaken  and  purfued.    But  it 

*  pleafed  God,  who  is  the  Lord  of  Hofts,  and  un- 

*  to  whofe  Providence  ahd  good  Pleafure  his  Ma- 
« jefty  doth,  and  (hall  fubmit  himfelf,  and  all  his 
^  Endeavours,   not  to  give  that  Succds  which  was 

*  deiired :  And  yet  were  thofe  Attempts  not  altogc*- 

*  thcr  fo  fruitlcfs  as  the  Envy  of  the  Times  hath  ap- 

*  prehended,  the  Enemy  receiving  thereby  no  fmall 
^  Lofs,  nor  our  Party  no  little  Advantage.    And  it 

•  would 
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*  would  much  avail  to  further  his  Majefty's  great     ^^26. 

*  Affairs,    and  the  Peace  of  Cbriftendom,    which 

*  ought  to  be  the  true  End  of  all  Hoftility,  were 
'  thefe  6rft  Beginnings,  which  are  moft  fubjedl  to 
^  mifcarry,  feconded  and  purfued,  as  his  Majefty  in- 

*  tended,  and  as  in  the  Judgement  of  all  Men,  con*^ 

*  verfent  in  his  Actions  of  this  Nature,  were  6t  not 
^  to  have  been  neglefted.  , 

^  Thefe  things  being  thus  afted,  and  God  of  his 

*  infinite  Goodnefs,  beyond  Expedation,  aflwaging 

*  the  Rage  of  the  Peftilence,  and,  in  a  Manner,  of  a 

*  fuddcn  reftoring  Health  and  Safety  to  the  Cities  of 

*  London  and  IVefiminfter^  which  are  the  fitteft  Places 

*  for  the  Refortof  his  Majefty,  his  Lords  and  Com- 
^  mons  to  meet  in  Parliament ;  his  Majefty  in  the 

*  Depth  of  Winter,  no  fooner  defcried  the  Probabi- 

*  lity  of  a  fafc  Aflembling  of  his  People,  and  in  his 

*  Princely  .Wifdom  and  Providence  forefaw,  that  if 

*  the  Opportunity  of  Seafon  fhould  be  omitted,  Pre- 

*  paracions  both  DcfenGve  and  Offenfive  could  not 
^be  made  in   fuch   fort  as  was  requifite  for  their 

*  common  Safety,  but  he  advifed  and  rcfolved  on  the 

*  Sammoning  of  a  new  Parliament,  where  he  might 

*  freely  communicate  the  Neceffities  of  the  State, 

*  and  the   Counfel  and  Advice  of  the  Lords  and 

*  Commons  in  Parliament,  who  were  the  Reprefen- 

*  tative  Body  of  the  whole  Kingdom,  and  the  great 

*  Counfel  of  the  Realm,  might  proceed  in  thefe  En- 

*  terprizes,  and  be  enabled  thereunto,  which  con- 
^  cern  the  common  Good,  Safety  and  Honour  both 
*of  Prince   and  Peoples    and  accordingly^ the  6th 

*  of  February  laft:,  a  new  Parliament  was  begun.  At 
^  the  firft  Meeting,  his  Majefty  did  forbear  to  prefs 

*  them  with  any  thing  which  might  have  the  leaft: 
'  Appearance  of  his  own  Intereft,  but  recommended 

*  unto  them  the  Care  of  making  good  Laws,  which 

*  arc  the  ordinary  Subjeft  of  a  Parliament. 

*  His  Majefty  believing  that  they  could  not  have 

*  fuffered  many  Days,  much  lefs  many  Weeks  to 
*.  have  paflcd  by»  before  the  Apprehenfion  and  Care

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t626.    «  of  the  common  iafbtV  oF'chb  Ki|%dom^  and  che 

*  true  Religion  profeffea  ind  mtfintaiwd  therein^  aad

*  by  Letters,  put  the  Houfe  of  Cctomoos  in  Mind 

*  of  that  which  was  maft  neceflary*   the  Defence  of 

*  fhe  Kingdom,  and  due  and  timely  Preparations  for 

*  the  fame.  '     : 

'  The  Commons  Houft  after  this,   iipon  the  ft7th 

*  of  March  laft.    With    one  unanimbus   Confont  at 

*  firft,  agreed  to  give  unto  his  Maj6(ly  three  entire 

*  Subfidics,  and  three  Fifteenths,  for  a  prefenc  Spp- 

*  ply  unto  him  j    and  upon  the  26th  of  4j>nl  after^ 

*  upon  fecond  Cogitations,  they  added  a  fourth  Sub- 

*  fidy,    and  ordered  the  Days  of  Payment  for  them 

*  all,   whereof  the  firft  (hould  have  been  on  the  laft 

*  Day  of  this  prefent  Jun^.    Upon  this,  che  King  of

*  no  Impediment  to  a  final  Conclufion  of  their  Coun- 

*  felSfc  but  wane  of  Money  to  put  Things  into  Adi- 

*  oti.  His^  Majefty  thereupon,  who  had  with  much 
J  Patience  expeded  the  real  Performance  of  that 
^  which  the  Commons  had  promifed,    finding  the 

*  Time 
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Tknt  of  t&fe'Ybn^pbfting  atrty,  and  having  Intel-  1^6. 
l^eiice  aiRMO#y  -freiii  hta  own  Minifters  and  Sub- 
]t6)i  lA^Fcft-eigB/Barta,  bm  from  all  Pares  of  Chri- 
ftdidfifiiy.  and  of  the  grcat.and  powerful  Prepare- 
tiiomof  the  King  of  Spain,  ^nd  that  his  Defign  was 
Upon^  this  Km^om^  or  the  Kingdom  of  Ireland, 
Hyr  both,  (and  it  b  hard  to  determine  which  of 
tbfem  would  be  of  worfe  Confequence )  he  acquaint- 
Hed'the^Houie  of  Commons  therewich,  and  laid  open 
4htO  them  traly  and  clearlVi  how  theState  of  Things 
'Hietfftood,  and  yet  ftand,  and  at  feveral  Times, 
arid  upon  federal  OccaGons  reiterated  the  fame; 
Bdr  fhac  Hoafe  being  abufed  by  the  violent  and  ill- 
advifed  Papons  of  a  few  Members  of  the  Houfe» 
for  privaoe  and  ptrfonal  Ends^  ill  befeeming  pub- 
lick  fferfdni^  trufted  by  their  Country,  as  then  they 
wtre,  noconlv  aqgleaed^  but  wilfully  refufed  to 
hearken  to  all  the  gentle  Admonitions  which  his 
Majefty  could  give  them  1  and  neither  did  nor 
would  inond  any  Thing,  but  the  Profecutioo  of 
one  of  the  PeeM  of  this  Realm,  and  that  in  fuch 
a'dtfonlBred  manner^  as  being  fet  at  their  own  In- 
ftance  into  a  legal  Way,  wherein  the  Proofs  on  ei- 
ther Part  wotoid  have  ruled  the  Caufe,  which  his 
Majefty  allowed,  they  w«re  not  therewith  content, 
but  in  their  ^itemperatd  Paffiom  and  Defires  to 
feek  for  E>ronr»  in  another,  fell  into  a  greater  Er- 
rour  thenA^lves^  and  not  only  negle6bed  to  give  juft 
Sattsfa&ioii  to  has  Majdfty<  in  feveral  Cafes  which 
happened  conoeromg  his  Regality,  but  wholly  for- 
got their  fiifg^getftencs  to  his  Majefty  for  the  pub- 
Itck  Deftncs Of  d^ Realm:  Whereupon  his  Ma- 
jefty wl-oift  the  fordmentioned  letter  to  the  Speaker, 
dated  she  irintb  Daly  of  yi^^  i6a6. 
*  NotWichfbindiog  whidh  Letter  read  in  the 
Houfe,  btilfe  ar  clear  and  grafiiouf  Manifel};  of  his 
Majefty's  Rmitocionsi  they  n^ptfo  muctj  as  ad-> 
mttteid  ode  Readhig  cotiibr  BUl/of  Subfidies,  but 
inflead  tlMrettf,  they  prepfir^d  Mti^  rotpd  a  tie- 
monftraiieii'tf  £)edmti0D^  <  which^  .di^y.  intended 
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1626*  *  to  prefer  to  his  Majefty,  containing  ('though  pal* 
^  liated  with  doffing  Terms)  as  welt  many  dilho- 
^  nouirable  Avotr^om  upon  his  Majefty,  and  upon 
^  the  facred  Memory  of  his  deceafed  Father,  as  alfo 

*  dilatory  Excufes  for  their  not  proceeding  with  the 

*  Sublidies,  adding  thereto  alfo  coloured  Conditions^ 

*  crofling  thereby  his  Majefty's  Direftion  ; ,  which  his 
^  Majefty  underftanding,  and  efteeming  ( as  he  had 
<  caufe  )  to  be  a  ^Denial  of  the  promifed  Supply, 
^  and  finding  that  no  Admonitions  could,  moye,  no 

*  Reafons  or    Perfuafions  could  prevail,  when    the 

*  Time  was  fo  far  fpent,  that  they  had  put  an  Impof- 

*  fibility  upon  themfclves  to  perform  their  Promifes, 
^  which  they  efteemed  all  gracious  Meflages  unto 
^  them  to  be  but  Interruptions  :  His  Majefty,  upon 

*  mature  Adyifemcnt,  difcerning  that  all  further  Pa- 

*  tience  would  prove  frujtlefs,  on  the  Fifteenth  Day 

*  of  this  prefent  Month  he  hach  diflblved  this  unhap* 

*  py  Parliament :  ^the  adling  whereof,  as  it  was  to  his 

*  Majefty    an  unexpreflible  Grief,   fo  the  Memory 

*  thereof  doth  renew  the  hearty  Sorrow,  which  all 

*  his  good  and  well-aSeAed  Subjedls  will  compaflio- 

*  nate  with  him. 

«  Thefe  Paflfages  his  Majefty  hath  at  the  more 
«  Length,  and  with  the  true  Circumftances  thereof, 

*  expreffcd  and  publifhed  to  the  World,  left  that 
^  which  hath  been  unfortunate  in  itfelf,  through  the 
^  Malice  of  the  Author  of  fo  great  a  Mifchief,  and 

*  the  malevolent  Report  of  fuch  as  are  iU-affeded  to 

*  this  State,  or  the  true  Religion  here  profefled,  or 

*  the  Fears  or  Jealoufics  of  Friends  and  dutiful  Sub- 
^  jeAs,  might  be  made  more  unfortunate  in  the  Con- 

*  fcquences  of  it,   which   may  be  of  worfe  EfFeft 

*  than  at  the  firft  can  be  well  apprehended  •,  and  his 

*  Majefty  being  beft  privy  to  the  Integrity  of  his 
^  own  Heart,  for  the  conftant  Maintaining  ot  the  Sin- 

*  ccrity  and  Unity  of  the  true  Religion  profefled  in 
«  the  Church  of  England^  and  to  free  it  from  the

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^  Adions,  he  hath  given  good  Teftimony,  and -with     1626. 
'  a  fingle  Heartt    as  in  the  Prefence  of  God,  who

*  oonftantly  to  proceed    in  the   due   Execution  of. 

*  either  ;  and  obferving  the  Subtilty  of  the  adverfe. 

*  Party,    he  cannot  but  believe  that  the  Hand  of 

*  Joah  hath  been  in  this  Difafter,  that  the  common 

*  Incendiaries  of  Cbrtftindom    have  fubtilly    and  fe- 

*  cretly  infmuated  thofe  Things,   which  unhappily 

*  (and,  as  his  Majefty  hopeth,  beyond  the  Intenti- 
^  ODs  of  the  Adtors)  have  caufed  thefe  Diver fions 
^  and  Diftradlions  :     And  yet  notwithftanding,  his 

*  moft  excellent  Majefty,  for  the  Comfort  of  his 
«  good  and  well-affeAed  SubieAs,  in  whofe  Loves  he.

^  '  SppccheSj  clogged  with  exceeding  long  P<;riods,  ipd 
;  ;  full  of  Parenthefis's,  contained,  under. a  Vaft  hcaji  bf^ 
■  Words,  but  two  Things  to  the  Purpbfe  i  namely,  "^th^ 
two  Reafons  which  obliged  the  King^  to  diflolve  tK^ 
two  laft  Parliaments.  It  is  faid  there,  that  the  Plague 
which  drew  near  Oxford  occafioned  th^BiOblution  o^^ 
the  Firil.  But  this  Reafon,  which  feems  to  be  fome-^ 
thing  plaufible,  proves  at  moft  but  a  Neccflity  to 
dtfcontinue  the  Parliament,  which  might  have  been 
done  by  Prorogation,  as  eafily  as  by  An  entire  Dif^ 
folutiop.  In  the  fccond  Place,  when  this  Declaration 
was  publiflicd,  every  Body  knew  what  tlje  Commons 
had  faid  in  their  Remonftrance,  that  .the  End  of  dif- 
lolving  the  Firft,  was  to  preclude  from  the  following 
Parliament  fuch  Members  as  had  been  againft  the 
Duke  of  Buckingham^  by  caufing  them  to  be  mad^ 
Sheriffs  of  their  feveral  Counties,  As  to  the  Diflb; 
lution  of  the  Second,  it  is  wholly  built  in  the  Decla-^ 
ration,  upon  the  King's  being  pleafed  to  confider  as 
an  abfolute  Denial  the  Commands  Delay  to  fupply  hini 
with  Mfv^ev,  though  they  affirmed  the  contrary.  But 
ndne  wcre/o  blind  as  not  to  f(?e  that  ^Commons  Vk- 
mand  tha^  the  King  would  be  plealed  to  remove  the 
Duke  of  Buckingham  from  his  Prefence,  and  the  Fear 
of  the  ill  Succefs  of  the  Impeachment  againft  the 
Duke,  were  the  true  Caufes  of  this  DiiToluiion.  So, 
the  Declaration  had  no  great  EfFeft  among  the  Peo- 
ple* who  befides  were  not  apprehenfive  at  all  of  the

i^ds^  though  the  Kii^  aid  hfs  ^tmoft  Endea[voar  to 
iii/pire  them  with  fuCh  a  Dread.  It  was  pretty  ftrange, 
that  within  the  Spate  of  a  little  above  a  Year,  the 
War  which  was  undertaken  for  the  Recovery  of  the 
Palatinate^  fhould  be  thanged  into  a  dcfcnfive  War, 
fdr  the  Prefcrvation  of  tw  King's  Dominions,  and 
Maintainance  of  the  Church  of  England^  though  the 
Englijb  had  not  yet  received  any  Defeat. 

A  few  Days  after  the  Declaration  was  publiflied,  ^^^^a^ 
ftro  Pmclamations  were  iflTued  out,    which  afforded  fiMrlrs 
aiiipte  Matter  of  Difcourfe  to  fuch  as  were  not  of  tk§  rs. 
AeCdurt-Party.    By  the  firft,  the  King  commanded  J*»- 
dl  ftrfons  who  had  any  Copies  of  the  Commons  Re-  f[^" 
monlt ranee  to  bum  the  fame,  on  Pain  of  his  higheft  Vol.  I. 
Difpleafure.    But  fuch  Precautions  ferve  generally  p*  41  <• 
only  to  caufe  the  prohibited  Writings  to  be  more  care- 
fully preferved.    The  King's  Injunftion  could  not

The  fecond  Proclamation  contained  very  exprefs  ^»#/A#r 
Commands  not  to  preach  or  difpute  upon  the  contro*  ^f^^^^»^' 
verted  Points  of  Arminiamfm^  either  for  or  againft  2!^JJJVJ* 
them,  under  Colour  that  fuch  fort  of  Difputes  ferved  $rdg4m0 
only  to  breed  Contentions.    But  Abundance  of  Peo-  ^rmmU- 
pie  were  of  Opinion,    that  Laud  Bilhop  of  London^^l^^ 
and  Neii  Bilhop  of  fTtncbefter,  had  procured  this  In-         *'*' 
jandbion,  in  order  to  have  an  Opportunity  to  opprefs 
the  Orthodox  Minifters,  who  (bouid  take  the  Liberty 
tb  break  it,  whilft  the  Difobedierice  of  the  contrary 
Party  fliould  be  winked  ar.    It  is  certain  the  next 
Parliament  complained  to  the  King,  that  the  Ortbo^ 
dox  N^iflrrs  were^  fllenced  for  difobeying  the  Pro- 
clamation,  and  the  Atminiani  tolerated  and  counte- 
nanced.

The  Firft  was  a  Proclamation  forbidding  all  Per-, 
fons  [for  two  Years]  to  prefcnt  or  folUcite  any  Suit 
for  any  Thing  tending  to  the  Diminution  of  the  King's 
Revenues. 

The  Second  was  a  Commiflion,  ifiued  out  to  the 
Archbilhop  of  Tork  and  others,  to  compound  with 
the  Popijh  Recufants^  not  only  for  all  Forfeitures  • 
due  fince  the  Tenth  Year  of  King  James^  but  alfo  for 
fuch  as  (hould  become  due  hereafter.  This  Commif- 
lion  was  direftly  contrary  to  the  Promifc  he  made  to 
the  Parliament  at  Oxford.  However,  as  he  could 
not  get  any  Money  of  the  late  Parliament  but  on 
fuch  Conditions  as  he  did  not  think  fit  to  comply 
with,  he  thought  himfelf  authorized  to  fupply  his 
Wants  fome  other  way. 

The  Third  was  a  Proclamation,  declaring  that  the 
King  was  refolved  to  make  his  Revenue  certain,  by 
granting  his  Lands,  as  well  holden  in  Copj  as  other- 
wife,  to  be  holden  in  Fee-farm  *i.

tain  Sum  for  the  Defence  of  the  Kingdom.    But  his 
Attempt  to  borrow  a  Hundred  Thoufand  Pounds  of 
the  City  of  London  failed,  the  City  deliring  to  be  ex« 
cofed. 

The  Fifth  was  an  Impofuion  upon  the  feveral  Ports 
and  Maritime  Counties,  to  furni(h  and  fet  out  a  cer- 
tain Number  of  Ships  to  proieft  the  Trade.  The 
City  of  London  having  refufed  to.  lend  the  King  Mo- 
ney, was  appointed  to  equip  Twenty  Ships^  or  a€ 
leaft  to  find  a  Sum  fuificienc  to  do  it  wichal.  As  this 
Tax  was  peculiar  to  the  maritime  Towns,  many  of 
the  Inhabitants  of  fuch  Places  withdrew  elfewhcre  \ 
But  they  were  commanded  by  Proclamation  to  return 
to  their  rcfpcftive  Towns. 

Laftiy,  the  Council  ordered  very  ftridly  that  the 
Payment  of  tonnage  and  Poundage  (hould  be  conti- 
nued, chough  the  King  had  yet  no  Grant  from  the 
Parliament,  though  he  had  never  demanded  any  fuch 
Thing,  and  though  the  Commons  had  complained  of 
the  levying  thefe  Impofts  as  a  Grievance^  in  the  Re- 
monft ranee  they  had  prepared. 

But  to  let  the  People  fee  that  it  was  purely  out  of  jijdfiim* 
Neceffity  that  the  King  made  ufc  of  thefe  extraordi-  -^*""^* 
nary  Methods  to  raife  Money,  his  Majefty  ordered  a 
general  Fall  [to  be  held  on  the  5th  of  July^  ]  to  di- 
vert the  Judgements  of  God  ready  to  fall  on  the  King- 
dom, by  the  pretended  Invafion  it  was  threatned  with. 
This   aflPorded   him  alfo  a  Pretence  to  require  the  commif- 
Lords-Lieutenants  of  the  feveral  Counties  to  mufter  A'»'  '^ 
and  arm  the  Militia^   and  put  them  in  Condition  to  7rw^7*«*^ 
withftand  the  Invafions  of  Enemies  from  Abroad,  and  mIUm.

They  ex-  '^l^^^fng 
prefied  not  their  real  Thoughts,  when  they  fpoke  to  ^nd  Com 
each  other,  and  yet  they  underftood  one  another  per-  mon,. 
fcftly,  though  they  made  as  if  they  did  not.  ^  The 
Commons  knew  very  well  that  the  Reafons  to  juftify 
the  Delay  of  Supply,  alledged  in  their  Reprefentation, 
were  not  good,  and  that  the  King  was  perfuaded  of 
the  fame.    But  they  thought  be  woula  fcem  to  be

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i6i%.  fatisfied  with  them,  that  he  might  not  oblige  them, 
to  tell  him  to  his  Face  that  they  could  not  truft  to 
his  Promifes,  and  that  they  looked  upon  this  De]a7

The  King  feigned  to  be  ignorant  of  this  Reafon,  and 
took  Advantage  of  the  Commons  ufing  dark  Hints> 
and  going  about  the  Bulb,  inftead  of  fpeakbg  their 
Minds  plaihly.  On  the  other  Hand,  though  the 
King  had  no  Defign  to  rcdt-cfs  Grievances,  be  would 
fain  however  have  it  thought  that  he  intended  it  aa 
foon  as  the  Bufinefs  of  Supply  was  difpatched.  The 
Commons  on  their  Part,  feigning  not  to  know  his 
Thoughts,  had  a  Mind  to  make  believe  that  the  De- 
lay of  Supply  came  from  quJte  another  Caufe,  though 
they  werefure  the  King  tould  not  be  miftaken.  But 
as  the  Kin^  did  not  thifik  hifhlelf  obliged  to  ufe  the 
lame  Ceremony  with  the  Commons^  as  they  ought  to 
dp  with  htm,  he  talked  to  them  in  a  hieher  Strain, 
wcll-icnowing  that  they  would  not,  unlefs  Things 
ihouW  come  to  Extl-emitics,  be  induced  to,  fpeak 
more  plainly.  To  their  Reprcfentation  therefore  he 
made  this  Reply.

I  have  already  faid,  that  the  Commons  meant  to  reap  Tw^Si  pf 
fome  Advantage  by  the  five  Subfidies  which  they  were  *^P«jtioa 
vcfy  willing  to  grant  the  King,  and  that  this  was  a  J'f  ^^?^V* 
necelTary  Condition,    which  they  continually  \ti^n\Jt- fenttd  ts 
ted,  though  they  avoided  ufing  the  Word.

»628.  blifhed  the  Rights  of  the  People,  becaufe  he  (aw  that 
in  Cafe  he  rejcdled  it,  he  fliould  lofe  the  five  Subfidiesj 
the  Bill  not  being  yet  paflfed.  On  the  other  Hand, 
by  granting  the  Contents  of  the  Petition^  he  tied  up 
his  own  Hands  for  the  future,  and  confefled  withal 
that  the  Afts  of  Authority  he  had  till  then  exerciiledy 
were  contrary  to  Law.  Into  this  very  Strcight  al/b  it 
was  that  the  Commons  wanted  to  draw  him  by  the 
Petition  of  Right.  Wherefore  he  omitted  nothing  that 
was  in  his  Power  to  ward  off*  this  Blow.  As  he  had 
a  great  Party  in  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  he  managed  it 
fo,  that  they,  by  pretending  to  agree  with  the  Com-- 
fnons  upon  the  Subftancc  of  the  Petition^  moved  the 
praying  his  Majefty  to  make  the  following  Declara- 
tions.

But  the  Commons  fell  not  into  this  Snare,  plainly  ktf^idty 
perceiving  it  was  only  an  Artifice  to  elude  the  Peti^  fhe  Com- 
tiott  of  Rights  which  would  in  a  great  Meafure  become  "^^'* 
nccdlefs,  after  thcfe  Declarations.  The  Truth  is, 
there  was  a  great  deal  of  Difference,  as  we  (hall  fee 
prefently,  between  thefe  Declarations,  and  what  was 
required  in  the  Petition^  The  Declarations  were  all 
expreffed  in  general  Terms,  which  might  give  the 
King  room  to  cavil  upon  the  Performance  of  each 
Article,  as  he  had  been  feen  to  do  in  the  BuGnefs  of 
Ldans^  and  the  Imprifonment  of  thofe  that  refufed  to 
comply.  The  King  therein  did  not  pretend  to  afi: 
contrary  to  the  Laws  ;  he  rather  thought  himfelf  au- 
thorifed  by  the  Law,  and  the  Judges  of  the  Realm 
bad  countenanced  his  Pretenfions.  But  the  Petition  of 
Right  was  more  full  and  particular,  and  left  but  little

This  Meffage  occafioaed  great  Debates,  becaufe

This  R.emonftrance  which  was  delivered  by  the 
Speaker^  though  he  would  very  fain  have  becn»eac- 
cufcd,  made  no  great  Impreffion  upon  the  King:  but 
however  it  wrought  very  much  upon  the  Minds  of 
the  People.  All  the  Fadts  therein  alledged  were 
known  Truths,  and  no  Body  attempted  to  fay  any 
:i'hing  againft  them.  The  People  readily  believed 
the  King  and  his  Minifters  had  a  mixid  to  eftablifli  a 
dt'fpotick  Power,  becaufe  all  their  Proceedings  plain^ 
ly  Ihowed  it.    But  they  could  not  believe  that  the 

Parliament 
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Pfritament  had'  ^rpdfely  formed  a  Projefl:  to  rob  ^^^S* 
the  King  df  hfe  Prerogatives;  They  were  the  more 
confirmed  in  this  Opinion,  that  after  the  Diflblution 
of  this  very  ParKamcnt,  the  King,  in  the  Reafons  he 
gave  For  this  fame  Diflblution,  faid  not  a  Word  a- 
gairtft  the  Remonftrance. 

The  fame  Day  the  Remonftrance  was  prefcnted  to  ^^'^j!^  ^f 
the  King,  the  Cfmmom  fcnt  up  the  Subfidy-Bill  to  the  f,"JS;  «> 
Lords  for  their  Concurrence.    Soon  after   the  King^r^  tht 
acquaints  them  by  Meflage,  that  he  meant  to  end  the  tords. 
Seilion  on  the  26th  of  June:  Whereupop  the  Com-  tm  Q>m-' 
«w«i  fct  about  drawing  up  a  particular  Remonftrance  "^°^  ^'''' 
of  the  undue  caking  ol  Tonnage  and  Poundage  *.  This  ^^J^.  *  ^*^ 
was  an  ancient  Impoft  upon  Merchants  Goods  export-  ftrance  uf^ 
edrand  imported^  which  the  Parliament  ufually  grant-  <»«  Ton- 
ed to  the  Kings,  to  enable  them  to  guard  the  Seas  p^^^j^ge^ 
attl  proted  the  Trade.  This  Impoft  ha^.  for  a  long  ^^^^      * 
while  been  granted  to  every  King,   and  it  had  hap- 
pened fometimes,  that  after  the  Death  of  a  King  his 
Sbcceflbr  had  cotinued  to  levy  it,   till  fuch  Time  as 
t&e  Parliament  had  granted  it  by  an  Aft.     As  in  the 
Reign  of  Charles  I,   the  Court  was  much  fwayed  by 
Precedents  favourable  to  the  Prerogative-Royal,  and 
as  they  took  Advantage  of  fuch  Precedents  as  if  they 
had  been  fo  many  Laws,  it  happened  that  (ince  King 
James's  Death,  Charles  had  levied  Tonnage  and  Pouti- 
dage^  without  vouchfafing  to  deGre  an  A£t  of  Parlia- 
ment for  that  Purpofe,  under  colour  that  fome  of  his 
Predeceflbrs  had  done  the  like  for  fome  Time  till  an 
Aft  was  paflTcd.  This  is  what  the  Commons  found  fault 
with,  maincabg,  that  it   was    a  pure   Grant  of  the 
People,  and  confequently  the  King  had   not  Power 
to  levy  it  without  the  Confent  of  Parliament ;  and 
the  father,  that  the  Seas  had  never  been  well  guard- 

*  The  Commons  fell  iffimediatfilf  upon  the  Bill  of  Tonnsgt  and 
PpUBdsge,  bat  fiading  they  (hould  not  have  Time  to  accornplifli 
the  fame,  it  was  ordered  that^a  CommitUi  be  appointed  to  drav 
op  a  RemonfiraDce  of  the  undue  taking  of  r^nn^it  and  P9undai% 
without  Aa  of  Pailiamcot.

The  Speech  the  King  made  to  the  Parliament  be-  mtntpro* 
fore  the  Prorogation,  was  fo  dark,  that  it  was  hard  •'•!«*<'• 
to  conceive  upon  what  Grounds  be  complained  of  the  f^^^]nl\' 

I^emonftrance  sfttct. 
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at  firft  to  have  cooficUrcd  2^«itf^  ^W  ?4tf^^ 
Right  annexed  to  hi^  JPrerQga»tiVe;^Jf^6y;?Ll.^-0thcrwife 
rhcce  was  jjo  need  to  obfcrve,  thjit  both  Mou^y  when? 
they  were  preparing  the  Peiiiion  of  Righh  declared 
they  meant  not  to  incroach  upon  his /PreroKatlve. 
This  Argument  would  have  been  inviocible,  luppo-. 
fing  fuch  a  Principle,  and  the  reft  would  have  been 
very  fuperfiuous.    But  as  the  King  was  fenlible   he 
could  never  make  appear  that  this  Right  belonged 
to  him  independently  of  the  Parliament,  he  proceed- 
ed to  other  ^rguments^  the  Weakncfs  whereof  is  evi- 
dent. He  faid,  the  two  Houfes  did  not  intend  to  taker 
from  him  Tonnage  and  Poundage^  from  whence  he  iar! 
ferred,  that  fince  they  had  no  fuch  DeCgn  in  paxticii- 
lar,  they  could  not  with  Juftice  ask  him  to  give  if 
up«    But  firft,  though  the  Petition  of  Right  contained 
fome  particular  Articles,  thefe  Articles  did  not  ex-' 
elude  whatever  was  contained  in  the  general  Article 
built  upon  Statutes    of  old :    That  no  Tax^  Tallage^ 
Loan,  Benevolence^  or  other  Charge  ought  to  be  levied  by 
the  Kingy  without  the  Confent  of  Parliament.      Now 
Tonnage  and  Poundage  being  of  this  Nature,  it  necefia- 
rily  followed,  that  it  was  included  in  the  general  Ar^ 
tide,  or  elfe,  it  muft  have  been  proved  to  belong  to 
the  Crown,  independently  of  the  common  Confent  of 
the  Peopl6.     In  the  fccond  Place,  the  two  Houfes  had 
no  Defign  \o  debar  him  of  Tonnage  and  Poundage  in 
particular,  becauCe  they  intended  to  grant  it  by  an 
J£l.     He  could  not  then  conclude  from  thence,  that 
lie  had  a  Right  to  levy  it  without  their  Confent.  He 
"allcdged  as  another  Argument,  that  he  never  meant 
'to  grant  them  tliis  Article^  making  his  Anfwer  to  de- 
pend upon  his  Intention.     But  his. Anfwer,  Soit  droit 
fait  comme  il  eft  defiri^  roanifeftly  referred  to  the  Con- 
tents of  the  Petition^  and  not  to  the  King^s  Intention 
in  granting  it.    His  third  Argument  was  taken  from 
Tonnage  and  Poundage,  being  one  of  the  beft  Revenues 
of  the  Crown,  and  his  chief  Support,     This  Argu- 
ment was  very  good  to  demonftrate  to  the  Parlia- 
ment 
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ment  thc'Nciceffitjr  of  granting  him  this  Right,  and  1628. 
to  indace  hi]^  to  .'continue  the  Seffibn  till  the  A£i  was. 
paffcd  :  but  he  could  not  infer  from  thence,  that  he 
had  Power  to  go  on  to  levy  it  in  Spite  of  the  Par- 
liament, efpeeraily  as  he  might,  if  he  pleafed,  have 
it  in  a  legal  Way.  Moreover  he  continually  repeated 
that  his  Anfwer  depended  upon  his  Intention,  direftly 
contrary  to  the  clear  and  plain  Terms  of  the  Anfwer 
it  fclf,  which  could  have  Reference  only  to  the  Pe-  ^ 
titm.  In  fine,  in  taking  from  the  Houfes  either  joint 
or  fcparate,  the  Power  of  declaring  what  was,  or 
what  was  not  Law,  ht  afcribed  it  wholly  to  the 
Judges  under  him,  that  is  to  fay,  by  being  able  to 
make  or  unmake  the  Judges  as  he  pleafed,  he  was 
properly  in  Poffeflion  of  this  fame  Power  indepen- 
dently of  the  two  Houfes.  This  Meaning  of  his  ap- 
peared  but  too  plainly  afterwards. 

This  Seflion  was  worth  to  the  King  five  Subftdies^ 
which   were  a   very  confidcrable   Sum,    by  means 
whereof  the  Parliament  purchafed  the  King's  Anfwer 
to  the  Petition  of  Bight,  that  is,  the  Confirmation  of 
the  Laws,  which  till  then  had  paflcd  for  inconteftable. ' 
On  the  other  Hand,  the  King  thought  he  had  bought 
at  no  Icfs  dear  a  Rate,  the  five  Subfidies  by  his  Con- 
dcfccnfion  to  tie  up  his  Hands,  in  giving  his  Confent 
to  the  Petition  of  Kigbt,  contrary  to  his  own  Princi- 
ples, and  the  Projefts  he  had  formed  with  refpeft  to 
Government.     But  he   ftiowed   afterwards,  that  ia 
granting  the  Petition  of  Rights  he  had  done  nothing 
butamufcd  the Tarliamenr,  fince  he  never  regulated 
his  Condoft  by  what  was  contained  in  the  Petition.

As  the  Commons  Intent  was  to  make  the  People  be*  ^*'*  »^ 
liBve  Religion  was  in  £Hinger»  they  defircd  the  Con- ^'/J^'jJJJ 
curreoce  of  the  Lords  to  petition  to  the  King  for  a  ng  Kmg* 
Fafi^  which  they  obtained  with  fome  Difficulty.  The  gromi  i$. 
King  plainly  perceived  the  Drift  of  this  Petition  \  and 
diough  he  did  not  think  fit  ro  rejc6t  it,  yet  he  anfwe* 
red»  That  the  Cuftom  of  Fafting  every  Seflioif  was 
hot  lately  begun;   that  he  granted  it  however. for 
this  time,  tbot^h  he  did  not  fee  tbe  Neceflity  of  it : 
but  for  the  future  he  would  nat  grant  a  Faft  except 
on  extraordinary  Occafions.    Adding,  that  as  for  the 
Defence  of  the  Reformed  Churches  Abroad,  Fighting 
will  do  them  more  sood  than  Fafting. 
As  the  King  had  frequently  prefled  the  Commons  to 
\  upon  the  Qill  of  tonnage  and  Poundage^,  and  give 
the  Precedence  of  Matters  of  Rel^on,  they  thought 
themfelves  obliged  to  prefent  a  iSedaration  to  the 
Kii^  to  jufiify  their  Proceedings. 

This  Declaratioa,  which  was  a  Sort  of  Apolog^r,  J>uUrdth 
conaiolog  nothiD|(  of  any  Moment,  I  do  not  think  it  ^,^^^ 
neceflary  toiniert  it  at  length.    It  fuffices  to  fay,  the  utimtiBg 
Commons  defired  to  be  ezcufed  for  two  Reafons,  that

THfef 
firft  Rcafon  was,  htcwfc^zixtnoilRilif^ionh^^^ 
been  naoved  before  the  other,  the  conftzhi  Order  of 
the  flijj^  required  thjey  fliould  be  difpatcKcd"  fii^. 
The  fecond  was,  the  Weight  and  Importance  of  the 
Concerns  of  Religion.  They  conclucled  with  thank- 
ing the  King  for  his^  Promito  to  maintain  Relig;on» 
thereby  reproaching  him  tacitly  for  not  performing 
them. 

The  King  anfwered  this  Declaration  not  fully  and 
particular ly,  but  by  fome  (hort  Remarks.    He  told 
them.  He  thought  it  ftrdnge  they  Ihould  have  an  ill  Opi^ 
nionofbimwitbrefpeSt  to  Religion.    He  aflured  them, 
ibat  he  would  never fiop  bis  Ears  to  the  Complaints  that 
Jhould  be  Ir ought  to  bim  upon  that  SuhjeS^  provided  ibat, 
in  Form  and  Matter  the  Commons^  did  not  tran/^rejs 
their  Limits.    Concludipff  with  thcfe  Words:   Imujl 
ftill  be  ipjlant  with  you^  thai  you  proceed  with  Tonnage 
and  Poundage  with  Diligence  j  (  not  looking  to  be  denied

ntligiHu        After  thisi  the  Commons  continued  their  Debates 
abput  Matters  of  Religion,  and  particularly  about 
the  Prqclamation  before  fpoken  of,  to  prohibit  dif- 
outing  for  or  againft  Armnianifm.    Ic  was  alledgcd, 
that  u  was  a  Snare  to  entrap  the  Qrrbodox^  and  give 
the  Arminiar{s  more  Liberty,   and  that  Laud  and 
Montague  had  advife4  the   King  thereto.    It  was 
complained  alfo,  that  the  Enemies  to  Religion  had 
procured  a  Royal  Pardon  under  the  Great-Seal  for 
four  Ecclefiafticks,  the  moft  fufpcfled  of  any  in  Eng^ 
land^  namely,.  Monlamey  Cofins^  Sibtborp^  znA  Man- 
waringj  and  that  in  Contempt  of  the  Parliament  they 
were  even  promoted  to  Bifhopricks  or  other  good  Be- 
nefices. .  Iconfefs  I  cannot  conceive  how  it  is  poffible 
to  juftify  the  king's  Complaifance  fo^  thofc,  who  ad- 
vifai  him  to  proteft  fp  openly,  hay,  to  prefer  Men 
fo  odious  to  the  Farliia^eat^  fincc  he'  could  not  be 
■  i\  jgnotanit 
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fgooranrhoS^  miich  he  rendered  himfelf  fufpedfed  bjr  i^aS-p^ 
futjh  a  Conduit.  At  leaft  it  cannot  be  denied  that 
fceafForded  hrsEhemtes  a  Handle  againft  him.  But 
'tieGdes  that  it  was  the  Temper  of  the  King  and  Court 
to,  look  upon  the  Parllamei^ti  and  cfjpecialljr  the  C^/i- 
'ihonSf  with  extreme  Contempt,  the  King  could  deny 
n9thing  to  Dr.  i^«4  ^towas  his  prime  Counfellor 
in  Ecclefiaftical  AfFairsl  To  confirm  the  Sufpicions 
of  the  Commons  againft  Laud,  the  Printers  and  Book- 
/ellers  in  London  prcfenccd  to  them  feveral  Petitions^ 
Complaining  pf  the  Reftr^int  of  Books  written  againft 
Tcpery  and  Arminianifm^  Whilft  i  Licence  was  never 
reliifcd  to  fiich  as  were  comppfed  in  favour  of  Popiji 
or  Anninian  Doftrines.  They  even  inftanced  in 
certain  Boolks  againft  Popery^  which  we're  denied  to 
be  licenfcd.  They  affirmed,  this  was  all  done  by  the 
folc  Means  of  the  Bifhop  otLpndon  or  his  Cha^ai^s, 
to  whom  the  Examination  of  the  Books  was  com-; 
friitted. 

■  As  Dr.  i^«^,' afterwards  Archblfliop  of  C<j«/^r- Lead's 
hury,  made  a  very  great  Figure  in  England  during  ^^*''*^'''* 
the  firft  Fifteen  Years  of  this  Reign,  I  do  not  think 
it  improper  to  relate  here  part  of  what  is  ftid  for  and 
againft  him.  Not  that  I  pretend  fully  to  make  known 
his  Genius,  his  Charader,  His  Religion':  this  to  me 
fcems  imprafticable,  confidering  what  oppofite  Opi- 
nions there  are  concerning  him,  it  being  almoft  impof- 
fiblc  to  aflBrm  any  thing  of  him,  good  or  bad,  upon 
theTcftimony  of  fome,  but  what  is  contradiftcd  and 
rejcfled  as  falfp  by  others.'  This  is  the  common  Ef- 
fed  of  Parties.  '  .Hardly  can  any  thing  be  added  to 
the  Encomiums  which  thofe  who  profefs  what  they  call 
Hi^-Cburck^  that  is  the  rigid  Epifcopalians,  bcftow 
on  this  famous  Bi/hop. .  The  Lord  Clarendon^  in  his 
Hifiory,  pxprefles,  on  all  Occafions,  a  great  Eftcem 
for  Laud^  and  finds'  no  fault  irt  him,  but  a  Httle  too 
much  E^ernefs  to  bring  about  what  he  took  in  Hand. 
All  the  Reft  of  tlie  fame  Party  extol  him  to  the  Skies. 
They  fee  no  Imperfcftion  in  nim :  They  every  where

That  to  this  End  be  nufcde  even 
the  lead  Trifles,  fucha^  tl^e  Reformers  had in<>C4ncddle<i 
with,:  becaufe  they  feemed  to  them  tQ.  be  ijidi^etir^ 
to  be  looked  upon  as  eflential  to  Religjon^,    T^iey  in- 
ferred from  thence^  that  it  was  inapoffible  for  a  ^Jf^m 
of  hisSenfe,  to  be  attached  to  thinj^of  fpiktlc  Mo-* 
ment,   had  he  not  had  fome  ill  Uefign  auii)Il<)i|he 
Reibf  med  Religion.    That  he  wa$  a  ipoftal^nei^if  of 
the  Presbyterians  and  Puritans,  becauCe  froin  thedtdie 
met^  with  mod  Oppofition  jto  the  EKtcution  )(»fn'1iit 
Pro)e(fis.    For  my  pan,  I  own,  that  in  all  tbat.  kas 
been  faid  a^ainft  him^  I  have  found ,  no  convincing 
Proof  of  bis  having  had  any  Defign  to  re-eiUb[Hfli 
the  /f^^Titf/i-CatholicK  Religion  in  E^gland^  unlefswe 
confound,  as  many  did  in  thofe  Days,  Popery  with 
Higb'Cburcb^  through  a  pure  Spirit  of  Party.    Sue 
it  is  very  certain,  he  qfiortally  hated  die  Presbyterians;, 
and  would  have  utterJy  rooted  out  Puritanifm^  had  it 
been  in  his  Power.    As  to  Arminianifm^  there  is  all 
the  Likelihood  in  the  World  that  he  leaped  very  much 
that  Way,   Here  is  th^  Charafter  Archbifliop  Abbot, 
his  RFcdcdcflbr,  gasve  him  in  the  Narrative  which  jut 
drew  up  in  his  own  Vindicacion  in  the  Yw  i^jr.

before  the  Time  of  James  I,  I  believe  no  King  had 
ever  thought  of  adjourning  the  Parliament.  King 
Jamei  was  the  fir  ft  that  did  it.  The  Commons  com- 
plained of  it  as  a  Breach  of  their  Privileges  ;  but  not 
finding  the  Lords  inclined  to  difpute  this  Power  *rith 
the  King,  they  were  forced  to  gi^e  way*  though  they 
forefaw  the  ill  Confequences  thereof.  Thefe  Cottfe- 
qaences  fliowed  themlelves  in  the  prefent' Reign, 
Charles  I,  taking  Advantage  of  this  only  Precedent 
eftabliflied  by  the  King  his  Father,  Was  not  fatisfied 
with  hindering  thePirliamenc  from  adjourning  thcm- 
felves  at  Eajler^  as  has  been  fe^n  y  but  he  even  ad-

^or  granted  that  this  Power  was  fully  eftahliibed, 
without  giving  himfelf  any  further  Trouble  to  prove 
itr  refolved  to  punilh  the  Hou/e  of  Commons^  not  only 
by  the  Diflblution  of  the  Parliamept,  a  Punifbraeot 
which  froncerned  the  whole  Nation  rather  than  their 
Deputies  ;  but  alio  in  pitching  upon  fomc^  their 
inoft  aftive  and  fiirring  Members,  in  .order  to  have 
them  condemned  as  rebellious  and  feditious. 

To  that  purpofe  he  conunanded  the  Judges  of  the 
Realm  to  meet  and  give  their  Opinions  upon  the 
Queftions  he  had  to  propofe  to  them,  that  he  might 
be  guided  by  their  Determinations,  left  he  fbould  bo 
accufed  of  proceeding  too  arbitrarily.

^  rhofe  Schifms  and  Divlfiona,  which  have  fince  en- 

*  fued  in  the  Church,  we  did  for  Remedy  and  Redrels 
^  thereof,  and  for  the  Satisfadlion  of  the  Confciences 
^  of  our  good  People,  not  only  by  our  pubUck  Pro- 

*  clamation,  call    in  that    Book,   which  miniftred 

*  Matter  of  Offence  ;  but  to  prevent  the  like  Dan- 

*  ger  for  hereafter,  re-printed  the  Articles  of  Rc- 

<  )igion»  eftahUlhed  in  the  Time  of  Queen  Elixabetb 

<  of  famous  Memory  \  and  by  a  Declaration  before 

<  thofe  Articles,  we  did  tie  and  reftrain  all  Opinions 

<  to  the  Senfe  of  thofe  Articks,  that  nothing  might

^  wc  call  God  to  record,  befor-e  whom  we  ftand,

*  And  as  we  were  carefal  to  make  up  all-Breaches 

*  and  Rents  in  Religion  at  Home,  fo  did  we  by  our 

*  Proclamation  and  Commandment,  for  the  Execu- 

*  tion  of  Laws  againft  Priefts  and  Popifh  Recufants, 
*' fortify  all  Ways  and  approaches  againft  that  fo- 

*  reign  Enemy  ;  which  if  it  hath  not  fucceeded  ac- 

*  cording  to  our  Intention,  we  muft  lay  the  Fault 

*  Where  it  is,  iri  the  fubordinate  Officers  and  Mini- 

*  fifcrs  in  the  Country,  by  Whofe  Remifnefs,  Jefuits 

*  and  Priefts  cfcape  without  Apprehcnfion  ;  and  Re- 

*  cafants,  from  thofe  Conviftions  and  Penalties  which 
^  the  Law  and  our  Commandment  would  have   in- 

*  fliftcd  on  them.     For  wp  do  profefs.  That  as  it 

*  is  our  Duty,  fo  (hall  it  be  our  Care  to  command 
^  ^nd  dircft  well  ;  but  it  is  the  Part  of  others  to  per- 
•-form  the  minifterial  Office.     And  when  we  have 

*  done  our  Office,  we  fhall  account  our  Self,  and  all 

*  charitable  Men  will  accoont  us  Innocent,  both  to 
^  God  and  Men.    And  thofe  that  are  negligent,  we 

*  will  efteem  as  culpable  both  to  God  and  Us  ;  and 

*  therefore  will  expetS  that  hereafter  they  give  us  a

*  Next  to  the  Care  of  Religiofi,   and  of  our  Sub- 

*  jefts  Rights,  we  did  our  beft  for  the  Provident 
f  and  WelTordering  of  that  Aid  and  Supply,  which

<  ing   to  the  Candour   and  Sincerity  of  our  own 

*  '1  hought«>  that  Men  would  have  framed  thcmfelves 

*  for  the  afiedling  of  aright  Underftanding  between 

*  us  and  our  People.   But  fome  few  malevolent  Pcr- 

*  Tons,  like  Empericks  and  leud  Artifts,  did  ftrive

*  no  other  EfFeft  of  Moment  or  Importance,    yet

^  ceedings,  ip  fuchas  were  not  well-acquainted  with 

*  the  Sincerity  and  Clearnefs  of  them.    There  fbl- 

*  lowed  another  of  no  lefs  skill ;  for  although  our 
y  Proceeding  before  the  Parliament,    about  Matters 

*  of  Religion,  might  have  fatisfied  any  moderate 
y  Men,    of  our  zealous  Care  thereof,   (as  we  are 

*  fure  it  did  the  moft )  yet,   as  bad  Stomachs  turn 

*  the  beft  Things  into  their  own  Nature,  for  want  of 

*  good  Digeftion  \  fo  thefe  diftempered  Ferfons  have 
^  done  the  lik^.of  out  good  Intents,  by  a  bad  and 

*  fmifter  Interpretetioa :  For,  when  they  did  obferve 

*  that  manv  4K)fiefl:  and  religious  Minds  in  that 
^  Hpufe  did  complain  of  th^le  Dangers  that  did 
f  threaten  the  Church  ^  thffy  li^owife  (09k  the  fame 

-     ^  ^  •  Word 
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Word  in  theii*  Moutfi,  and  tke?r  efy  Hkcwife  was, 
Templum  Dominiy   Tethpltm  Dtmithu' si^  trac  j 

Care  of  the  Church  never  cairre^ into  their  Hearts  : 
And  what  the  one  did  out  of  Zcai  linrb  Rcligron, 
the  other  took  up  as  a  plaufiblc  Theme,  to  deprave 
our  Government,  as  if  we,  our  Clergy  and  Coun- 
cil, were  either  fcnfelcfs  or  careleft  of  ReFTgion. 
And  this  wicked  Praftice  hath  been,  to  make  us 
fccm  to  walk  before  our  People,  i%  if  we  halted 
before  God, 

*  Having,  by  thefe  Artifices,  made  a  jealous  Itn- 
prefTion  in  the  Hearts  of  many  ;  and  a  Day  being 
appointed  to  treat  of  the  Grant  of  Tonnage  ^rtd 
Poundage,  at  the  Time  pcrfixed,  all  e^iprds  great 
Willingnefs  to  grant  it.  But  a  new  Strain  is  found 
out,  that  it  could  not  be  done  without  great 'Pk?ril 
to  the  Right  of  the  Subjedl,  unlcFs  we  (houfd  dft- 
daim  any  Right  therein,  but  by  Grant  in  Paffra- 
m^t  ;  and  fhould  caufe  all  thofe  Goods  to'be  re- 
fto^ed,  which,  upon  Commandment  from  us,  or 
ou^  Council,  were  ftayed  by  our  Officers  until 
thofc  Duties  were  paid,  and  confequently  fhould 
put  our  felves  out  of  the  Pofleffion  of  the  Tonnage 
and  Poundage,  before  they  were  granted  ;  or  eHc, 
it  was  pretended,  [the  Subjeft  ftood  not  in  fit  Cafe 
to  grant  it.  A  Fancy  and  Cavil  raifed  of  purpofe 
to  tfouble  the  Bufincfs  ;  it  being  evident,  that  all 
the  Kings  before  hamed  did  receive  that  Duty,  and 
were  in  aftiial  Pofleffion  of  it,  before,  and  at  the 
very  Time  when  it  was  granted  to  thetti  by  Parlia- 
men.  And  although  we,  to  rcmbvc  all  Difficul- 
ties, did  from  our  own  Mouth,  iri  thofe  clear  and 
open  Terms,  that  might  have  fatisfied  any  mode- 
rate and  well-difpofed  MindS,  declare;  That  it  was 
our  Meaning,  by  the  Gift  of  oar  People,  to  enjoy 
it ;  and  that  we  did  not  challenge  i>  of  Right,  but 
look  \i  de  bene  ejlfi^  'fhcwing  thereby,  not  the  Right, 
but  the  Neceflity  by  Svhiih  W^  were  to  take  it, 
("wherein  wc  defcended,  for  thtir  Satistaftion,  fo  far 
beneath  our  Self,  a^  we  are  confident  never  any  of 

*  «  our 
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our  Prcdeoeflors  did  the  like,    nor  was  the  like     1629. 
ever  required  or  expelled  from  them.)    Yet  for  all 
thb,  the  Bill  of  Tonnage  and  Poundage  was  laid 
afide,  upon  preten<:e  they  muft  firft  clear  the  Right 
of  the  Subjca  therein  ;    under  colour  thereof,  they 
entertain  the  Complaints,  not  only  of  John  RolleSy 
a  Member  of  their  Houfe,   but  alfo  of  Richard' 
Chambers^    John  Fowksy   and  Bartholomew  Gilman, 
againft  the  Officers  of  our  Cufioms,  for  detaining 
their  Goods,  upon  refufal  to  pay  the  ordinary  Duty, 
accuftooied  to  be  paid  for  the  fame.    And  upon 
thefe  Complaints,  tney  fend  for  the  Officers  of  the 
Cuftoms,  eiforcing  them  to  attend  Day  after  Day, 
.  by  the  Space  of  a  Month  together ;    they  caufc 
theoi  to  produce  their  Letters- Patent   under  our 
Of^at-Seal,  axid  the  Warrants  made  by  our  Privy- 
Council,  for  levying  of  thofe  Duties.  Theyexamme 
the   Officers   upon    what    Queftions  they  pleafe, 
thereby  to  entrap  them  for  doing  our  Service  and 
Commandment.      In  thefe  and  other  their  Pro- 
ceedings, bccaufe  we  would  not  give  the  leaft  Shew 
of  Interruption,   we  endured  long  with  much  Pa- 
tience,  both  thefe  and  fundry  other  ftrange  and 
exorbitant    Incroachments  and  Ufurpations,    fuch 
as  were  never  before  attempted  in  that  Houfe. 
'  We  are  not  ignorant  how  much  that  Houfe  hath 
of  late  Years  endeavoured  to  extend  their  Privi- 
leges,  by  fetting  up  general  Committees  for  Reli- 
gpon^   for  Courts  of  Juftice,    for  Trade,   and  the 
like  ^  a  Courfe  never  heard  of  until  of  late :   So 
as,    where  in  former  Times  the  Knights  and  Bur- 
gefies  were  wont  to  communicate   to   the  Hopfe 
foch  Bufinefsas  they  brought  from  their  Countries  *» 
now  there  are  fo  many  Chairs  ereded,    to  make 
Enquiry  upon  a}l  forts  of  Men,  Ivhere  Complaints 
of  all  forts  are  entertained,  to  the  unfufferable  Dif- 
turbance  and  Scandal  of  Juftice  and  Government, 
which  having  beea  tolerated  a  while  by  our  Father 
and  our  SelC  hath  daily  grown.tp  more  and  more 
height  >  inibntuch  th^t  young  Lawyers  fitting  there,

*  they  went  about  to  create  a  new  Privilege,  (which 

*  we  will  never  admit )  That  a  Parliament-man  hath 

*  Privilege  for  his  Goods  againft  the  King  •,  the  Con- 

*  fequence  whereof  would  be,    That  he  may  not  be 

*  conftrained  to  pay  any  Duties  to  the  Kins,  during 

*  the  Time  of  Privilege  of  Parliament.    It  is  true, 

*  they  would  have  this  Cafe  to  be  between  the  Mer- 

*  chants,  and  our  Farmers  of  our  Cuftoms,  and  have 

*  fevered  them  from  our  Intereftand  Commandment, 

*  thereby  the  rather  to  make  them  liable  to  the  Cen- 

*  fure  and  Punifhment  of  that  Houfe.  But  on  the 
<  other  Side,  we  holding  it  both  unj aft  and  diQionou- 

*  rable,    to   withdraw  our   Self  from  our  Officers, 

*  in  any  Thing  they  did  by  our  Commandment,  or 

*  to  difavow  any  Thing  that  we  had  enjoined  to  be 

*  done ;  upon  Monday  the  23d  Day  of  February^  fent 
'  a  Meflage  unto  them  by  Secretary  C(/h^  thanking 
'  them  for  the  Refpeft  they  had  (hewed,  in  fevering 

*  the  Intereft  of  our  Farmers  from  our  own  Intereft 

*  and  Commandments.   Nevcrthclefs,  wc  were  bound 

*  in  Honour  to  acknowledge  a  Truth,   that,  what 

*was: 
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«  was  done  l?y  them,  was  done  by  our  cxprefs  Com-  1619^ 
'  mandmenf  an^  Dire^on  ;  and  if  for  doing  thereof 
^  our  Farmers  .Ihould  ruffer,  Ic  would  highly  con* 
'  cern  us  in  Honour.  Which  Meflftgc  was  no  fooner 
'  'delivered  unto  them,  but  in  a  tumultuous  and  dif- 
I'contented  manner  they  called.  Adjourn^  Adjourn ; 
'  and  thereupon,  without  any  Caufe  given  on  our 
'  Pare,  in  a  very  unfual  Manner,  adjourned  until  the 
'  JTednefday  following. 
*  On  which  Day,  by  the  uniform  Wifdom  of  our 

*  Privy-Council,  we  caufed  both  Houfes  to  be  ad- 
'  joutned  until  the  Second  Day  of  March  ;    hoping 

tb'at  in  the  mean  Time,  a  better  and  more  right  Un- 
derftandlng  might  be  begotten  between  us  and  the 

'  Members  of  that  Houfe,   whereby  the  Parliament 

^  lujght  come  to  an  happy  Iflue. 
^  But  underftanding  by  good  Advertifcment,  that 

^  their  Difcontent  did  not  in  that  Time  digeft  and 

=  pafs  away  j  we  refolved  to  make  a  fecond  Adjourn- 

*  ment  until  the  Tenth  of  March  -,  which  was  done, 
'  as  well  to  take  Time  to  our  Self,    to  think  of  fome 

*  Means  to  accommodate  thofe  Difficulties,  as  to 
^  give  them  Time  to  advife  better  ;  and  accordingly, 
'  we  gave  Commandment  for  a  fecond  Adjournment 
'  m  both  Houfes,  and  for  Ceflation  of  all  Bufinefs 
'  till  the  Day  appointed  j  which  was  very  dutifully 
'  obeyed  in  the  Higher-Houfe,  no  Man  contradift- 
'  ing  or  queftiooihg  it.  But  when  the  fame  Com- 
^  mandment  was  delivered  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons 
'  by  their  Speaker,  k  was  ftraightways  contradift- 
'  ed  ;  and  although,  the  Speaker  declared  unto  them, 
'  it  was  an  abfolute  Right  and  Power  in  us  to  ad- 

'  journ,  as  well  as  to  prorogue  or  diflblvc  ;  and  dc- 
'  clared  and  read  unto  them  divers  Precedents  of  that 
Houfe,  to  warrant  the  fame  ;    yet  our  Command- 
ment was  moft   conicmptuoufly   difobeyed  j    and 
fome  rifing  up  to  fpeak,  faid.  They  had  Bufinefs  to 
'  do  before  the  Houfe  (hould  be  adjourned.

«  Whilft  the  Duke  of  Buckingji^am  lived,   ht^m^ 
^  entituled  to  all  the  Diftempers  and  ill  Ev^ub  of 

*  former  Parliaments  i   and  therefore  OBUch  Eo4ea- 

*  vour  was  ufed  to  demoliih  him»  as  the  only  Wall 
'  of  Separation  between  us  and  our  Peopk.  B«c 
^  now  he  is  dead,  no  Alteration  was  found  amongft 

*  thofe  envenomed  Spirits,  which  troubled  tibfiOLthe 
^  bleffcd  Harmony  between  us  and  our  Sub|e£ls»  and 
^  continue  fiill  to  trouble  it.  For  npw  undeir:  the 
^  pretence  of  Publick  Care  of  the  Common-we^lcliv 

*  they  fugged   new  and  caufelefs  Fears,    whick  in 

*  their  own  Hearts  they  know  to  be  falfe  ;  and.de- 

*  vife  new  Engines  of  Mifchief,  fo  to  caft  a  blind- 
^  nefs  upon  the  good  Affe£tions  of  our  People,  chat 

*  they  may  not  fee  the  Truth  and  Largenefs  of  our

H  *  Wc  hive  thus  declared   the  manifold  Caufes  we 
'^htd  to  drlToJvc  this  Parliaroenc,  whereby  all  the 

*  World  may  fee  how  much  they  have  forgotten 
^  their  former  Engagements  at  the  Entry  into  the 
*"Wtr^  themfclves  being  Pcrfuadcrs  to  it  v  promifing 

*  to  make  ui  feared  by  our  Enemies*  and  efteemed 

*  hj  our  Friends.     And  how  they  turned  the  Nccef- 

*  luics'^rown  by  that  War,  to  enforce  us  to  yield  to 

*  Conditions  incompatible  with  Monarchy. 

•  AndiTow  that  our  People  may  difcern  that  thefe 

*'P^hMrocations  of  evil  Men  (  whofe  Punilhmcnts  wc 

'^^refcrve  to  a  due  Time )  have  not  changed  our  good 

'^  In«encior(s  to  our  Subjc(3:s,  we  do  here  profefs  to 

'afaineatri  tlie  true  Religion  and  Doftrine  eftabliih- 

*  td  in  the  Churcli  of  England^  without  admitting, 
^-X)k  conniving  at,  any  Back-fliding,  cither  to  Popery 
•orSchifm.    We  do  alfo  declare.    That  we   will

For  as  we  will 
not  command  any  Thing  unjuft  or  diflionpuraWe, 
but  fliaH  ufe  our  Authority  and  Prerogativ^i^Vor  the 
Good  of  our  People  -,  fo  we  will  exped,  that  out 
Miniftcrs  obey  us,  and  they  ihall  affure  themfelvc^ 
we  will  protect  them. 

'  As  for  our  Merchants,  we  let  them  know,  we 
fhall  always  endeavour  to  chcrifli  and  enlarge  the 
Trade  of  fuch  as  be  dutiful,  without  burthening 
them  beyond  what  is  fitting  :  But  the  Duty  of 
Five  in  the  Hundred,  for  Guarding  of  the  Seas,  and 
Defence  of  the  Realm,  to  which  we  hold  our  felves 
ttill  obliged,  ( and  which  Duty  hath  continued 
without  Interruption  fo  many  Succeflions  of  Ag«  ) 
we  hold  no  good  or  dutiful  Subgeft  will  deny  it, 
being  fo  ftecefiary  for  the  Good  of  the  whole  King- 
dom And  if  any  faftious  Merchant  will  affront 
us  in  a  Thing  fo  reafonable,  and  wherein  we  re- 
quire no  more,  nor  in  no  other  manner,  than  fo 
many  of  our  Predeceflbr^  have  done,  and  have  been 
dutifully  obeyed :  Lee  them  not  deceive  thcmfelves, 
but  beaffured,  that  wc  (hall  find  honourable  and 
juft  Means  to  fupport  our  Eftate,  vindicate  our 
Sovereignty,  andptefcrve  the  Authority  which  God 
hath  put  into  our  Hands.  *^      ,_  •    ,^, 

«  And  now  having  laid  down  the  Truth  and  Clear- 
nefsof  our  Proceedings,  all  wife  anddifcreet  Men 
may  eafily  judge  of  thofe  Rumours,  and  jealous 
Fears,  that  are  malicioufly  and  wickedly  bruited 
Abroad,  and  ma-y  difcern  by  Examination  of  their 
own  Hearts,  whether  (in  rtfpeft  of  the  free  Paf- 
faee  of  the  Gofpcl,  indifferent  and  equal  Admi- 
niltration  of  Juftice,  freedom  from  Opprcffion,  and 
the  great  Peace  and  Quietnefs  which  every  Man 
emoyeth  under  his  own  Vine  and  Fig-tree )  the  Hap- 
pinefs  of  this  Nation  can  be  parallelled  by  any  of 
our  Neighbour-Countries  •,  and  if  not,  then  to  ac- 
knowledge   their   own  Bleffedncfs,    and   for  the

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*  fame  be  thankful  to  God,  the  Author  of  all  Good-    i6»> 
*ncfs.  - 

iThis  Declaration  or  rather  Apology,  had  not  the  itMiMfkom 
Effedt  the  Kiflg  expefted.    It  was  hardly  poffiblefor  ^^«^>^- 
the  King  to  make  the  People  believe  that  a  Dozen  ''^'**'* 
Members  of  Parliament  had  formed  a  Projeft  to  fub* 
vert  the  Government,  to  introduce  Anarchy,  to  u- 
furp  the  Royal  Authoricy,  without  its  appearing  that 
themfelves  or  others  were  to  reap  the  leaft  Benefit 
irbm  it.    It  would. have  been  ftill  more  ftrange,  that 
granting  the  King  to  be  fo  juft  a  Prince,  and  fo  ten- 
der df  his  People  as  he  would  have  been  thought, 
theft  Men  fhouki  have  had  Credit  enough  to  bring 
over  the  Majority  of  the  Commons  to  their  Sentiments. 
On  the  other  Hand,  the  King  defended  himfcif  buc 
poorly  in  his  Declaration,  on  fome  Heads,  as  thofe 
of  RecufantSy  Tmfi^ie  and  Poundage^  and  in  general» 
on  the  Caufes  of  the  Diffolution  of  the  Parliament.* 
For  when  he  greacfy  aggravated  the  Commons  F^ulc 
in  not  obeying  the  Adjournment  immediately  ,   he 
not  only  fuppofed  his  Pdwef  Jriconteftable,  though  ic 
was  not  fo,  but  klfo  faid  not  one  Word  of  the  imme- 
diate CaUft  of*  their  Non-compliance.     And  that  was 
the  Speaker^s  refuQng,  by  his  exprefs  Command,  to 
put  the  Quezon,  'which  was  a  manifeft  Breach  of 
the  Freedom  of  Parliament.    Complaints  therefore 
and  Clamours  continued  more  th^n  ever,  notwith- 
ftanding  this  Apology.    It  waspublickly  laid.  That 
i?  Wis  the  King's  Intention  utterly  todcftroy  the  Pri- 
vileges of  Parliarnent,  and  the  Liberties  of  the  Peo- 
ple >  and  what  was  done  afterwards  againft  the  im- 
prifoded  Members,  helped,  not  to  undeceive  the  Na- 
tion.    It  was  added,  that  Trade  was  ruined,  and  Re- 
ligion in  danger,'  and  that  the  Kingdom  was  going 
to  fall  into  Slavery,  if  a  Aew  Parliament  did  not  ap- 
ply a  Remedy  to  thefc  Mifchiefs.    The  King  being 
informed  of  thefe  Rumours,  iffued  out  a  Proclama- 
tion to  this  Effed :

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THAT  notwithftanding ;  hfe'iUajeftf s  htt 
Declaration  for  fatisfying  o^fhe*  'Minds  and 
AtFeaions  of  hrs  laving  Subjefts,  fomc  ill-difporcd 
Perfons  do  fprcad  falfc  and  pernicious  Rumours  A- 
broad,  as  if  the  fcandalous  and  feditious  Prdpofi- 
tion  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  tgrnultuoufly ^ta- 
ken up  by  fomc  few,  after  that  by  his  MajcRy'a 
Royal  Authority  he  had  commanded  their  Ad-" 
journment,  had  been  the  Vote  of  the  whole  HoufCf 
whereas  the  contrary  is  the  Truth  i  which  Propo- 
fition  was  a  Thing  of  a  moft  wicked  and  dange- 
rous Confequence  to  the  good  Eftate  of  this  King- 
donn,  and  it  appeareth  to  be  fo  by  thofe  Jinpr^* 
fions  which  this  falfe  Rumour  hath  made  in  Men's 
Minds,  whereby,  outof  caufclefsF^ars,  theTi^di  , 
of  the  Kingdom  is  difturbed,  and  Merchants  dif*- 
couraged  to  continue  their  wonted  Traffick.  His 
Majefty  hath  thought  it  expedient,  not  only  tp  ma«* 
nifeft  the  Truth  thereof,  but  to  make  known  his 
Royal  Pleafure  ;  chat  thofe  who  raife  or  nourifh 
falfe  Reports,  (hall  be  feverely  puni/hed  ;  and  fuch 
as  chearfully  go  on.  with  their  Trades,  have  all 
good  Encouragement,  not  purpofing  to  over-charge 
his  Subjefts  by  any  new  Burthens  i  but  to  fatisfy 
himfelf  with  thofe  Duties  that  were  received  by  the 
King  his  Father  of  bleffed  Merpory,  which  his  now 
Majefty  neither  can,  nor  will  difbenfe  withal.  And 
tobereas  for  feveral  ill  Ends,  the  Calling  again  of  a 
Parliament  is  divulged  ;  howfoever  his  Majeftj 
hath  fhewed  by  his  freq^uent  Meeting  with  hts 
People,  his  Love  to  the  Ufe  of  Parliaments ;  yet 
the  late  Abufe  having  for  the  prefent  driven  his 
Majefty  unwillingly  out  of  that  Cpurfe :  He  (hall 
account  ic  Prefumpiion  for  any  to  prefcribe  any 
Time  to  his  Majefty  for  Parliaments ;  the  Calling 
Continuing,  and  DiITolving  of  which  is  always  in 
the  King's  own  Power*  And  his  Majefty  (hall  be 
more  inclined  to  meet  in  Parliament  again,  when 
his  People  (hall  fee  more  clearly  into  his  Intents

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«  and  Aftions;  when  fuch  as  have   bred  this  In-     *^^9- 
t  terrupfioniiJjiaU  jeceive  cl\eir  .^Qndign  Puiii(hi©cnc,

*  ^epQF^s    as' 4re  raifed  upon   this  OccaHon,   Ihall

/  AboujC  this  time  appeared  a  Writing,  entitled,  A^'^f^iH

pirtinefuy  of  farliaments.    It  is.  vef;y  probable,  if  this  jciji^. 
Writing  had  been  pr^ented  to  the  Kin^,  it  would  Rufli-  I. 
never  have  been  qiade  Publick. .  Accordingly  it  was  '^^^'»'«*» 
afterwards  declared  in  the  Star-Chamber  co  be  a  fedi-''  **' 
lious  JLibel.  ^  It  fcrves  however  to  (how,  that  Abun- 
dance, of  People  thought  the  King  was  taking  Mea-^ 
flares  CO  fluke  off  the  Yoke  of  Parliaments,  bnce  he 
eyUlently  pucjn  praiflice  fon^  of  the  Maxims  laid 
doWn  in  tHis  Writing.   There  was  alfo  no  Likelihood 
of'Jhis  intending  to  call^  another  Parliament,,  till  he 
fliduld  have  fourtd.  Means  of  having  the  Commons 
more  at  Cpmmgnd,  .as  be  had  plainly  hinted  in  his 
laft  Prodanvition. 

Rocbel  being  paken,  the  Kinp;  did.  not  think .  pro- ^^j][^ 
per  to  continue  any  longer  a  War  with  France^  which  Pise§ 
toxild  bring  him  ho  Advantage,  nor  ftrvc  him  for  wtk 
Pretence  to  ask' Money  of  the  Parliament,  fincc  be  n^JJ^* 
was  determined  not  to  call  one.     As  Frts^fice  had  no-  vol.II. 
thing  to  demand  of  him,  but,  with  regard  to  tjhe  p.  24. 
Queen's  Domefticks,  which  ^ya$  not  a  fu^cicn;  Mo- 
tive to  carry  on  the  War,  a.^eacg  ivas  quickly  con-^ 
duded  between  jhe  two  Crqwfl^i  by  the  Meaiauon . 
of  the   Repgblidt'-pf  Venice.    ][r!was  figned  the. 24th 
of  yipril^  about  a  .Month  after ,  the  ,Di(iolqtion  of  the 
Parliament.     France  had  fo  Httle  at  Heart  what  had 
padcd  concerpjn^  the  C^een's  Romcfticks,  that  they, 
were  faiisfied  w»th  caufingthls  Article  to  bcinfert-ed 
in  the  Treaty , pi  I^^ace  ':  .7T?e  Jrticles  and  Contrail  of 
the  Marriage  ofAbe^^een  ^/ pljcao-Britaxn  are  to  he 
eonfirmedfaifhfullj^^  ,-4nd  ai  for  tp/hid  ^een^s  Houfe* 
Md^  if  tber^  be  any.'H^irig  to  be  adae4  or  dimini/bed^  i^

faid  ^een.  This  Peace  was  fworn  in  the  Month  of 
September  following. 

Rtmark  on  The  King  had  now  freed  himfelf  from  the  Yoke  of 
thiRifhis  the  Parliament,  and  intended  not  to  fubmit  to  it 
*iints\f  ^g*^"'  Butwithal,  he  had  barred  himfelf  of  the  Sup- 
England.  P"cs  of  Money  which  the  Parliaments  were  wont  to 
grant  to  the  Kings,  not  only  on  urgent  and  extraor- 
dinary Occafions,  but  alfo  as  Marks  of  Aflre<5tion  and 
Zeal,  when  the  People  were  pleafcd  with  the  Go- 
vernment. One  may  venture  to  fay,  that  no  Prince 
in  Europe  equals  in  Riches  a  King  of  England^  who 
knows  how  to  make  himfelf  beloved  by  his  Subjeds. 
Not  only  his  ordinary  Revenues  are  more  than  fuf- 
licient  to  enable  him  to  keep  a  fplendid  and  magni- 
iicent  Court,  provided  they  are  managed  with  never 
fo  little  Care:  But  it  is  properly  the  Sovereign  a- 
lone  who  has  never  any  Occanon  to  heap  up  Money 
againft  what  may  happen.  He  finds  at  all  times  in 
his  Subjedts  Purfes,  and  by  their  free  Gift,  whatever 
is  neccflary  to  fupport  the  Honour  and  Glory  of  his 
State.  There  is  no  Potentate  in  Europe  that  can, 
like  him,  be  fure  of  never  wanting  Money.  But 
what  muft  he  do  to  gain  the  Love  of  his  People  ? 
Why,  a  Thing  the  moft  prafticable  and  eafy,  the 
molt  juft,  the  moft  adapted  to  the  Welfare  of 
his  Kingdom,  and  to  his  own  Intereft.  In  a  Word, 
he  muft  obfervc  the  Laws  which  himfelf  and  Predc- 
ceflTors  have  confcnted  to,  and  which  were  deemed  ne- 
ccflary for  King  and  People.  The  Pride  therefore 
and  infatiable  Avarice  of  Favourites  and  Miniftcrs 
are  the  only  Things  that  make  him  lofe  fometimes 
the  Advantages  he  may  naturally  draw  from  the  Con- 
ftitution  of  the  Government.  Thefe  Men,  impaiient 
of  feeing  any  Bounds  fet  to  their  unlawful  Ambition 
of  governing  with  an  abfolute  Sway,  fcek  all  poGiblc 
means  10  ihftill  into  their  Matter  a  Dcfire  to  fet  him- 
felf above  the  Laws,  and  to  .become  like  other  Pr in- 
cest 
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ces.  That  is,  they  do  all  that  lies  in  their  Power  to  »^*9- 
change  the  King's  true  and  folid  Happinefs  into  real 
Mifery.  For  fuppofing  a  King  of  England  fliould 
render  himfelf  abfolute,  he  would,  never  be  able  by 
Oppreffion  and  Violence  to  get  from  his  People  what 
he  may  draw  from  them  with  their  Confent,  by  fub- 
mitting  to  the  Laws  and  Conftitution  of  the  Govern- 
ment. We  have  feen  in  the  two  lace  Reigns  of  ff^tl- 
Ham  III,  and  Queen  Jnn,  and  we  daily  fee  in  that  of 
the  Prince  now  on  the  Throne,  fuch  undeniable 
Proofs  of  what  I  am  faying,  that  I  think  it  needlefs 
to  add  any  Thing  farther.  I  Ihall  only  obferve,  that 
the  Kings  of  England  who  were  moft  famous  and 
moft  cfte^emcd,  as  Edward  I,  Edward  III,  Henry  V, 
Henry  VIII,  and  EHzabeih^  conftantly  followed  the 
fame  Maxim,  and  found  fuch  Benefit  by  it,  that  they 
made  their  Reigns  Profperous  and  Happy.  Whereas 
James  I,  Charles  I,  Charles  II,  and  James  II,  who 
took  the  contrary  Courfe,  became  miferable,  and  did 
nothing  either  for  their  own  or  the  Nation's  Glory. 

Charles  I,  juft  as  the  King  his  Father,  was  very  fond  ^^"fi^  •/ 
of  Arbitrary  Power,  and  had  no  Favourites  or  Mini-  '^l^^^^^ 
fters,  but  what  were  of  the  fame  Principles.  His  ^,^/,. 
Privy-Council  fee  up  by  degrees  for  an  abfolute  Court, 
which  did  not  look  upon  itfelf  as  obliged  to  be  fub- 
jeft  to  the  Law.  The  Star-Chamber  was  another 
Court,  the  moft  Rigorous  that  ever  was,  the  Severity 
whereof  fell  chiefly  upon  thofe  who  pretended  to  dil- 
pute  the  Prerogative- Royal.  The  Higb-CommiJJion 
was  perfectly  of  a  Piece  with  the  Council  and  Star- 
Chamber^  and  under  Colour  of  putting  a  Stop  to 
Scbtfm^  opprefTed,  as  Puritans^  thofe  that  refufed  to 
fubmit  to  a  defpotick  Power.  In  fhort,  the  Judges 
of  the  Realm  being  €ill  chofen  by  the  Court,  and  de- 
voted to  the  King,  omitted  no  Opportunity  to  fup- 
port  the  Prerogative  Royal,  and  raife  it  as  high  as 
the  King  defired.  The  Parliament  only  could  cure 
thcfe  Dilorders  ;  but  the  King  was  determined  to  call 
no  more,  the  Maxims  of  the  Parliament  being  diame- 
trically oppofite  to  his.     He  thought  the  Parliament

Royal,  in  the  foregoing  Reigns^  and  rhe  Parliannenc 
could  nochelp  drtadiog  the  Confeqorocps.of  the  ge- 
neral Maxim,  which  the  King  was. endeavouring  10 
'   introduce  into  the  Government,  and-  the  rather  as 
•       they,  ffiw  plainly  ibcfc  Cooiequences  were  not  bare 
.    ,Specplations,  butwererput  in  Praftice.    ThisAppre- 
h^ui^n  induced  tl>eni  to  deny  the  King  fon^e  Things 
whicb/orxner  Parliaments  had  readily  granted  to  his 
Prcd<5cefli>rs^  becaufc  they  were  free  from  any  fuch 
Bears.:  B4ac.as  the  Nation  in  general  was  more  inclined 
to  be  :r*iAed,by  the  Parliament,  than  by  the  Court, 
t^iqfe'Difpu tea  bred  in  the  Minds  of  the  People  a  Dif- 
tafte  to  tbe  Court,  the  fatal  Effcfts  whereof  fell  but 
tpo  heavily  upon  the  King  afterwards, 
ufimng        liy  the  Piflblution  of  the  late  Parliament,  and  by 
f//*^*       his.  Refolution  never  to  call   another,   which   was 
^tnnis^   known  to  every  Body^  the  King  had  not   only  de- 
prived lumrclfof  the  extraordinary  Supplies  he  might 
have  expcdcd  from  tlie  Commons^  but  had  alfo  done 
himfclf  great  Prejudice  with  refpeft  to  his  Treafurc, 
The  five  Subftdies  granted  by  the  Parliament  did   not 
bring  in,  by  a  gcat  deal,  what  he  expefted.  As  every 
Man's  Quota  towards  a  Subftdy  is  fettled  by  Com- 
rniliioners  in  each  County,  and  by  Affiftants  belong- 
ing to  the  Towns  and  Villages,  in  proportion  to  his 
Pofleflions ;  they  all  pleaded  either  Poverty,  or  De* 
cay  of  Trade,  or  fame  fuch  Excufc,  to  beat  down 
the  Tax.     On  the  otlicr  Hand,  the  CommiQioners 
and.  Affiilants  not.  being  inclined  to  the  Court,  al- 
lowed Very  readily  thefe  £xcufes,  and  appeared  much 
more  apt  to  favour  their  Countrymen  than  the  King. 
ThistKfcafioneda  great. Diminution  of  the  ufual  Va- 
lue of  the  Suh/tdiej. .  Moreover  "Tonnage  and  Poundage 
were  hardly  paid  but  by  Force.   1  here  was  continual 
Occafiod    to  ufe  Violence,-   to    feizc     the  Eftedls, 
and  to  imprifon  the  Merchants,  in  order  to  oblige 
them  to. pay  what  the  Honje  of  Commons  had  declared 
]llcgaJl .  Befides,  ttey  >pradifed  a  Thoufand  Artifices 
10  ds:fr*.ud  the  King  of  a  Right,  which  ihey  thought 
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was  anjuftly  laid  upon  them.     To  cure  thefe  Incon-     >^z9- 
veniencies,  the  Council  was  forced  to  ifluc  out  very  ^^*7 . 
ftrift  Orders,  even  to  the  empowering  the  Officers  of  ^^^^,j^ 
the  Cuftoms  to  enter  into  any  Ship,  Veflel,  or  Houfe,  tk^  Cuir 
and  to  fearch  in  any  Trunk  or  Cheft,  and  break  any  ^"^^ 
Bulk  whatfoever,    in  default  of  the  payment  of  Cuf-  vol  if 
Soms.     But  befidcs  that  this  had  never  been  praAifed  p.  g,  p.' 
before,    another   Inconvenicncy  arofe  from   thence. 
Thefe  Officers,    under  Colour  of  Searching,  ufed  a 
great  many  Oppreffions  and  Rogueries,  which  made 
People  exclaim  the  more.     In  a  Word,  the  King  had 
not  half  the  Profit  from  Tcnnage  and  Poundage  that 
he  received  before  his  falling  out  with  the  Parliament, 
and  the  People  were  much  more  diffatisficd  than  ever. 
But  to  hinder  their  Difcontent  from  breaking  out  at  An^th^r 
length  into  Rebellion,  the  Council  gave  ftridt  Orders  '!*w7/f^ 
to  have  the  Militia  both  Horfe  and  Foot^  complcated,     1^4"^' 
armed,  and  inftruded  in  the  Exercife  of  Arms.    By 
that  they  intended  to  frighten  the  People,    and  keep 
them  in  Awe,   whilft  on  the  other  Hand,    they  amu- 
fed  them  by  ifTiling  out  Orders  for  the  rigorous  Exe- 
cution of  the  Laws  againft  Recufants.    But  thefe  Or- 
ders muft  needs  have  been  negle^ed,  fince  the  Peo- 
ple's Complaints  upon  this  Occafion  never  ceafed  du- 
ring the  whole  Courfe  of  this  Reign. 

Mean  while,  as  the  King  wanted  Money,  and  as  it  ??^^ 
was  cafy  to  forefee,  that  his  ordinary  Revenues  would  iicj^I!2i 
not  be  Sufficient  to  fupply  his  Expences,  the  Minifters  hri^  m 
found  no  better  way  to  increafe  the  King's  Revenuei  ^•••y  ^ 
than  by  granting  Monopolies.    That  is  to  fay,    the  ^  *^' 
King,  by  his  Letters-Patent^    formed  Companies^  to 
whom  alone  he  gave  the  Privilege  of  felline  certain 
Goods  or  Wares,    and  who  were  to  pay  him  for  it 
fuch  a  yearly  Revenue.     This  was  directly  contrary 
to  the  Rights  of  the  People,  and  very  deftrudive  to 
Trade  :    But  in  thofe  Days,  the  Good  of  the  Nation 
was  what  the  Court  had  lead  in  view.    This' Abufe 
went  fo  far,  that  in  a  manner  all  Sorts  of  Commodi- 
ties were  monopolized,  and  the  Sale  thereof  engro0ed 
by  fome  Company  \  even  to  old  Rags.  I  fhall  not  fpc« 

cify 
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t*»9'     cify  thefe  Monopolies  here,  becaufe,  befides  that  they 
were  not  all  fet  on  Foot  at  the  fame  Time,  I  may  per- 
haps have  Occaflbn  to  fpeak  of  them  elfewhere. 
1630.         After  the  King  had  undertaken  che  War  with  France^ 
Treaty  «•   the  Spanijh  Vf^LT  was  no  more  talked  of  than  if  there 
*'*^  *". ,  had  been  no  fiich  Thiiig,  though  in  all  the  Speeches 
Spi^nr*^    to  the  foregoing  Parliaments,  und  in  all  the  Meflages 
to  the  Commons^  he  had  endeavoured  to  make  believe 
liow  necefiary  this  War  was  for  the  Welfare  of  all 
Europe^  and  efpecially  of  England.     He  had  frequent- 
ly hinted  that  England  and  Ireland  were  in  fo  great 
Danger  of  being   invaded  by  the  Spaniards^    that  it 
was  not  poflible  to  be  too  fpecdy  in  applying  a  Re- 
medy to  fo  urgent  an  Evil.     And  yet  the  Spaniards 
never    made  any   Attempt  that  might  confirm  the 
Fears  the  King  would  have  infpired  the  Parliament 
with.     The  King  of  Spain^    contented  with  not  being 
attacked,    undertook  nothing  againft  England^  well- 
knowing  he  was  in  no  Danger   from  that  Quarter, 
However,    after  the  Peace  between  France  and  Eng- 
land was  concluded,  he  thought  proper  to  end  the 
War  with  England^  in  which  he  met  with  no  manner 
of  Difficulcy,  Charles  being  by  no  means  in  Condition 
cenclufion  to  carry  it  on.     So  a  Peace  between  the  two  Crowns, 
•/  '^'  '   after  fome  Negotiations,  was  concluded  in  NovembeTj

7hi Kings      Presbyierianifm   had  lately  gained    a  g^eat  deal  of 
jn/irH^fi'   Ground  in  England,    in  fpite  of  the  ftrong  Oppofi- 
l^Jh^ps  1-  <^'0"  o^  thcBlfhops,   and  particularly  Laud  Bifhopof 
fMtnfithi    London,  fworn  Enemy  to  the  Puritans,     This  Prelate 
Prcsbytc-  feldom  let  any  Opportunity  flip  to  (how  his  Hatred 
J:*"J*        to  them,  and  fuch  Opportunities  offered  pretty  ht- 
Vol.  II.    quently.     Befides  that  he  was  the  King's  moft  inti- 
p.  30.       mate  Counfellor  for  Ecclefiajtical  Matters  efpecially, 
he  had  almoft  the  fole  Direftion  of  che  HigbCommif' 
Jion^    after  the  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury  was  exclu- 
ded on  account  of  Sibthorp^s  Sermon.  He  managed  it 
fo  therefore,    in  order  to  prevent  the  growth  ofPref- 
byterianifm,  that  the  King  fent  certain  Inftruftions  to 
the  two  Archbilhops,*  with  a  Command  to  impart 

them 
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them  to  the  Bilhops  of  their  Provinces,  that  they  •63o# 
iright  fee  to  the  Execution  thereof.  The  chief  End 
of  thefe  laftruAions  was  to  hiader  any  Presbyterian 
Minifter  from  creeping  into  the  Church  of  England^ 
and  to  difcovcr  fuch  as  were  carelefs  Obferversof  the 
Rites  prefcribed  by  the  Canons.  Laud  himfelf  was 
the  Author  of  ihefe  Inftruftions  which  were  agreeable 
to  fome  Confidcrations  [for  the  better  fettling  of  the 
Church- Governmenc]  prefented  by  him  to  the  King 
fome  Tinve  before.  As  th€  PresbyUrians  were  not 
Ignorant  from  whence  the  Evil  fpfang,  they  enter- 
tained an  implacable  Enmity  againft  this  Prelate,  the 
EfTe&s  whereof  they  made  him  feel  afterwards  when 
they  found  an  Opportunity. 

This  Year  the  King  had  the  Satisfaftion  of  having  Binb^f 
a  Son  called  Charles^    of  whom  the  Queen  was  dch»  ^f*^ 
vered  on  the  29th  of  May.  ^^^^^' 

Gujiavus  Adolpbus  King  of  Sweden^  had  expreflfed  a  Ssittiasi* 
great  dcfire  to  relieve  Germany^   oppreffed    by   the  «»  with 
Emperour  ;  but  his  Wars  with  Poland  had  prevented  J.^^  ^*^*' 
him  from  putting  his  Defign  in  Execution.     Upon  ituft,.^^' 
this  Account  the  Kings  of  France  and  England  joined  Vol.  II. 
together  to  procure  a  Peace  between  thefe  twoCrowns,  P-  53- 
in  which  they  fuccecded  at  laft.     The  French  King's 
Aim  was  to  humble  the  Houfe  of  Aujiria  by  this  Di- 
vcrfion,  ancf  Charles  hoped  that  by  the  King  of  Swe- 
den*s  help,  he  fliould  be  able  to  recover  the  PalaiinaU 
for  his  Brother-in-law.     The  Peace  I  have  juft  menti* 
oned,  was  no  fooner  concluded,  but  the  King  of  5«v- 
den  prepared  to  enter  Germany  at  the  Head  of  a  pow- 
erful Army.     At  the  fame  Time  he  made  a  private 
Agreement  with  the  King  of  England^  whereby  Charles 
ingaged  to  furnifh  him  with  Six  Thoufand  Men,  in 
the  Marquefs  of  HamiUorfs  Name,  as  if  that  Lord  had 
raifcd  thefe  Troops  at  his  own  Charge.     Thefe  forts  ^^  j^; 
of  Articles  feldom  deceive  any  Body  :   But  however  Unds  him 
they  give  the  Princes  who  ufc  them,  the  AITurance  to  ^^o  Af«» 
fay  it  is  done  againft  their  Confent.    That  I  may  not  c^^j»!i 
return  to  this  Affair  in  another  Place,  I  fhall  fay  here  iftbihur.

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moris,  the  tjfe  wKereof  was '  utteriy*  forgotten.  The  '<5jo. 
"King  hirtifejif  ovtf looked  this  Non-CompJianqe,  vnch^ 
out  faking  itiiith  notice  of  ir>  perhaps  for  fear  it 
might  be  fome  Prejudice  to  bira  >vith  Regard  to  the 
SuppHes  he  was  ta  a$k  of  the  Parliamenf.  But  after 
the  Diflblutiori  of  the  third  Parliament,  he  did  not 
tKirik  himfcif  obliged  to  proceed  with  the  fame  Re* 
ftrve.  He  appointed  therefore  Commiffionci^  co 
compound  with  thofe  who  had  negleded  to  appear, 
a$  well  for  their  Contempt,  as  for  their  being  eiccufed 

from  receiving  the  Order  of  Knighthood.    The  Cdm-     ^ 

mifljoners  had  this  Inftruftion,  To  'take  no  lefs  iham^i^^ 
Urtbe  rate  of  tbricCy  and  half  as  much  as  the  Penftons  "  " 
cmpounding  tvere  found  rated  in  the  Subjidy.  Mt>}ti^  .  '  \  \ 
tudes  being  fummoned  upon  this  Occafion,  the  Com^ 
poficion  brought  the  King  in  above  a  Hundred  Thou^ 
land  Pounds.  This  was  looked  upon  afterwards  as 
a  grievous  Oppreffion,  and  the  Parliament  repealed 
the  Statute  it  was  grounded  upon. 

I  have  already  fpoken  of  Biihop  Laud^s  extraordi^  innovate 
n^ry  Zeal  for  the  Chwch  of  England.  This  CiHtrcbi  •^f  f»'^' 
at  the  Reformation,  thought  fit  to  retain  fome  Cere*  g^^^'^^^ 
monies^  not  as  abfolutely  neceflary,*  but  rather  as  in« 
diSerent,  and  which  confcquently  flie  believed  it  not 
proper  to  remove  from  the  Divine  Service,  Laud  was 
not  only  fcrupuloufly  wedded  to  thcfe  kind  of  Qere^ 
monies^  but  alfo  to  every  Thing  that'ferved  to  give  % 
pompous  Outfide  to  Religion,  and  leemed  more  in^ 
clined  to  increafe  the  Number  than  put  down*  any  of 
thofe  that  gave  moft  Offence  to  the  Puritans.  Ho 
gave  a  Proof  of  this  his  Inclination,  when  he  coftfe^ 
crated  St.  Catbarine-Creed'Cburcb,  which  had  been 
lately  repaired.  On  this  Occafion  he  ufed  fome  For^ 
maliti^s  which  he  might  have  let  alone,  as  being  too 
near  a-kin  to  what  is  praflifcd  in  tlie  Church  of  Rom^ 
on  the  like  Occafions.  The  manner  of  ConfecratioiP

If  Laud  had  taken  all  thcfe  Ceremonies^  as  well  in 
the  Confecration  of  the  Church,  as  the  Adminiftra- 
tion  of  the  Sacramenty  from  a  Ritual  of  the  Church 
of  England  made  fince  the  Reformation,  there  would 
have  been  nothing  to  bbjeft.  But  fome  Years  after, 
the  Houfe  of  Commoni  ^ccukA  him  in  form,  of  hav- 
ing  exadly  copied  the  Roman- Pontifical^  which  was 
found  in  his  Study.  He  denied  it,  alledging  two 
feemingly  very  frivolous  Reafons.  Firft,  that  the 
Pontifical  prefcribes  A/ket  to  be  thrown  about  by  the 
Bifhop  who  confecrutcs  the  Church,  whrreas  he  threw, 
up  Dujl  in  the  Air,  which  he  found  qn  the  Ground  *.

To  that  End,  he  eftablifted  at  Tork  a  Courc 
bf  Juftice,  under  the  fpecious  Pretence  of  eafing  hig 
poor  Subjcfls,  who  had  hot  wherewithal  to  go.  and 
profecute  their  Suits  in  the  Courts  of  IVeJlminfter.

Church,    This  was  the  firft  Step  towards  bringing  the 
Kirk  of  Scotland  to  the  defired  Point,    that  is,    to  a 
perfcft  Conformity  with  the  Church  of  England.    But 
the  tedious  Treaty  of  the  Prince  his  Son's  Marriage 
with  the  Spanifh  Infanta,  'and  the  Affairs  of  Bohemia 
and  the  Palatinate^    hindered  him  from  fully  execu- 
ting his  Projeft.     Charles  I,  had  this  Work  no  lefs  at 
Heart  than  the  Kihg  his  Father.     But  as  in  the  Be- 
ginning of  his  Reign  he  was  engaged  in  a  War  with 
Srain^  and  afterwards  with  France^  and  as  befides  his 
Difputes  with  his  Parliaments  fcarce  afforded  him  lei- 
fure  to  think  of  other  Matters,'  he  could  not  in  good 
earned  fet  about  this  Affair,  till  after  the  others  were 
ended.

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M"  Hence  may  be  fcen    how    very   careful  the  Bi- 

(hop  of  Wtncbefier  was  to  hinder  any  PresbytertM 
Minifters  from  getting  into  the  Church  of  England. 
But  although  the  Oath  injoined  by  this  Prelate,  was 
a  real  Outrage  upon  the  Laws,  the  Parliament  alone 
having  Power  to  prefcribe  fucb  Oaths>  no  Body  da- 
red to  attack  him  direflly.  The  PreshyUrians  were 
fure  to  meet  with  no  Encouragement  from  the  Court. 
On  the  contrary,  their  Diflike  of  a  Thing  Was  a  fuf- 
iicient  Reafon  with  the  Court  ftrenuoufly  to  fupport 
it.  I  Ihall  give  here  two  very  remarkable  Proofs  of 
what  I  have  faid.  The  Presbyterians  were  offended 
at  the  keeping  the  Feafts  of  the  Dedications  of 
Churches  [  commonly  called  JVakes^  ]  becaufe  they 
were  the  Occafion  of  Riot  and  I>ebauchery,  and 
becaufe  thefe  Days  feldom  pafied  without  fome  Dif*- 
orders.  In  Somerfetjhirey  where  they  abounded,  chc 
Lord  Chief- Juftice  Ricbardfon^  and  Baron  Denbam^  m 
their  Circuits  made  an  Order^  with  the  general  Con- 
fen  t  of  the  whole  Bencb^  that  thefe  Feajis  fhould  be 
(Ijpprefied  *•  But  the  Chief- Juftice  being  command- 
ed to  attend  the  Council-Board  was  feverely  repri- 
manded, and  injoined  to  revoke  the  Order  made  at 
the  Affizes.  A  tecond  Proof  of  what  I  advanced  was 
this. 

The  Presbyterians^  notwithftanding  the  late  King's 
Proclamation,  affeAing  ftill  to  forbid  their  Servants 
to  play,  to  go  to  Ale-houfes,  or  ufe  any  Recreations 
puolickly  on  Sundays  after  Divine-Service  %  the  King 
renewed  and  confirmed  the  Proclamation  the  King 
his  Father  had  publifhed  upon  that  account,  com* 
manding  that  the  People  (hould  not  be  troubled  or 
molefted  in  their  Recreations.  The  Court  was  afraid 
that  by  Degrees  a  Maxim  would  be  eftablifhed  which 
they  deemed  bad  and  prejudicial  to  their  Intercft, 
namely,  that  when  a  Cuftom  which  was  not  ill  in  it 
fcif,  occafioned  fome  Abufes,  it  (hould  be  abolilhed* 
This  Maxim  feeming  to  them  too  general^  becaufe  it

6|gpofed  it  to  the  urmoft  of  their  Power.

The  Preshyterians  had  taken  it  into  their  Heads  -^  i>*jJi» 
ttiat  a  ProjeA  )^as  formed  to  re-eftablifh  the  Roman-  '*^*'^  */ 
Rdigion  in  England.  This  Notion  in  general  ought  Popcry^ 
hot  to  feem  ftrange,  Cnce  it  is  certain,  that  after  the 
Reformation,  this  Projed  had  never  been  given  over. 
Bat  the  Authors  of  it  muft  be  carefully  diftinguiflicd. 
Had  the  Presbyterians  been  faiisfied  with  believing 
that  fomc  private  Roman-Catholicks  hzd  formed  fuch 
a?Ocfign,  one  may  venture  to  affirm,  they  would  not 
have  been  miftakcn :  But  they  went  much  farther. 
Thcy  imagined  that  the  King*s  Minifters,  the  Coun- 
dl,  Bilhops,  and  particularly  the  new  Archbirtiop  of 
Canferbury^  were  the  Authors  of  this  Projeft.  If  they 
dtdnotdiredbly  charge  the  King  with  it,  at  leaft  they 
#cre  perluaded  either  that  he  encouraged  it,  or  fuf- 
fcred  himfelf  to  be  carried  farther  than  he  defircd,  by 
Perfons  who  concealed  their  Defign  from  him.  The 
Catbolicks  themfclves  gave'  Occafion  for  thefe  Sufpici- 
ons,  in  Ihowing  pretty  openly  their  Hopes  of  feeing 
very  foon  a  Change  in  favour  of  their  Religion.  We 
iinain  a  Diary  which  L/j«^  kept  of  what  happened  to 
him  every  Day*  that  this  very  Year  1633  he  had  the 
Offer  of  a  Cardinals s  Cap^  if  he  would  help  to  reftore 
the  /?^«itf«- Religion.  For  my  part,  I  verily  believe, 
neitlier  the  King,  nor  the  Archbiftiop,  nor  the  Mini« 
fters  for  the  moft  Part,  ever  formed  fuch  a  Defign. 
At  leaft  in  all  that  has  been  faid  upon  this  Subjet5b,  I 
have  not  met  with  any  Proof  which  to  me  feemed,  I 
will  iK>t  fay  ftrong  enough  to  convince  me,  but  even 
to  have  the  leaft  Probability.  Neverthelefs  it  is  cer- 
Xain  this  Opinion  prevailed  more  and  more  among 
the  People,  and  the  Presbyterians  ufed  their  Endea- 
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1^33-     vours  to  gain  it  Credit.    I  do  not  know  whether  they 
believed  it  themfclves,  or  whether  they  only  thought 
it  would  be  for  their  Advantage  to  throw  this  Re- 
proach upon  the  Church  of  England,  that  they  might 
urengthen  their  Party,  in  which  they  fucceedcd  aj 
length,  even  beyond  their  ExpeSations,     But  fince 
this  Opinion  produced  in  time  furprifing  Effefts,  I 
cannot  forbear  (liowing  upon  what  it  was  grounded. 
Qrounii         i.  Whilft  James  I.  was  King  of  Scoilasa  only,  bc- 
/*'  *!?*!:  f^rc  ^he  Death  of  Queen  Elizabeth^  he  was  fufpeflcd 
ifiXn.to  favour  the   Pafijts*.  ^  Elizabeth  herfelf  was  not 
free  from  fuch  a  Sufpicion,  as  has  been  feen  b  the 
Hiftory  of  her  Reign.     After  James  had  mounted 
the  Throne  of  England,    he  always  expreflfed  great 
Tendernefs  for  the  Calbolicks.    This  he  fhowcd  on 
feveral   Occafions,    as  in   the  Gunpowder-Pbt :  By 
whatever  he  faid  in  favour  of  the  Catbalicks  in  all 
his  Speeches  to  the   Parliament,  by  the  Places  of 
Truft,  which  he  gave  indifferently  to  Papifts  andPra- 
tefiantSy  as  he  owned  himfclf  in  his  famous  ^pslogj  •, 
by  his  continual  Refufal  to  fee  the  Laws  put  in  Exe- 
cution ag^infl  Recufanls ;  andlaftly,  by  the  tittle  Zeal 
^nd  Affedtion  he  exprcffed  for  the  Protejiant  Religion 
in  the  two  Negotiations  with  Spain  and  France^  about 
the  Prince  his  Son's  Marriage.  I  fay  nothing  here  of  his 
Conferences  with  the  Archbiihop  of  Embrun^  bccauA 
they  were  not  known  in  his  Lite- time,   and  becaufe 
one  cannot  be  furc  all  is  true  in  the  Accounts  thereof. 
Thefe  Things  gave  fome  Caufe  to  fufpedt  that  King

*  It  would  have  been  thought  fbmcthing  more  than  Sufpicion, 
had  tbc7  known  of  his,fecrct  Treaty  with  the  King  of  Sfsm  in 
1596,  managed  by  ^-fo/^  OiUby  a  Scotch  Baron»  who  declared  to

The  Papers  relating  to  this  Affair  were  found  among  Sir  K^SfhWrn- 
wood' J,  which  the  Reader  may  fee  in  the  ColUSH^n  of  U^u-P^f^n 
Jattly  publiflicd  by  Edmnnd  Sawyer  Efcj;  Vol.1,  p.  1^

2.  Charleil^  when  Prince^  and  at  Madrid^  fent  a 
Letter  to  the  Poj^e,  <vhich  ririight  breed  a  Siirpicion 
againil  hirii.  'this  Suipicion  might  be  confirmed  by 
the  fecr6c  Article^  that  he  is  faid  to  have  figncd  on 
occaflon  of  his  Mairriage  with  the  Infanta.  ' 

3.  After  Charles  afcended  the  Throne,,  he,  always 
fiiowed  a  very  great  Condefcenfion  for  thd  Cdtbolicks^ 
fcvefal  whereof  weleraiftd  to  thp  higheft  Pofts.  Con- 
wj^  Secretary  of  State  was  sl  Papijl ;  fP'eJtorty  who" 
l?as  made  fear!  of  Portland  and  Ldrd-Treafurer;  was 
fo  too.  Indeed  the  Duke  of  Buckingham  proFcflcd 
the  Reformed  Religion  ;  buf  all  the  World  believed 
he  would  havCj  made  ho  DifBcuky  to  change  ic  for 
th^  kothan.  Befides^  his  Mother  and  his  Dutchcfs 
were  ^apifts.  We  have  fcen  heretofore  that  the  Par- 
liament prefcnred  to  the  King  a  Lift  of  a  great  manjr 
Reciijh>in,  to  whdrii  were  committed  the  Places  of 
Truftin  their  rcfpeftive  Counties.  In  (hdrt,  thougli 
tiic  King  had  pofitively  promifed  to  proceed  with 
Vigour  againff  the  RecujantSy  he  performed  not  it 
fcems  his  Promife,  fince  the  following  Parliaments 
were  frequently  obliged  to.  renew  their  Inftances  on 
that  account,  and  always  in  vain.  If  the  King  gave 
any  Orders  upon  that  Head,  they  were  never  execu- 
ted, and  eVery  Body  was  perfuaded  the  Court  con- 
ftiyed^r  theNegfeflof  thofe  who  were  charged  with 
the  Execution,  infomuch  that  it  was  a  perpetual 
Sonrce.  of  Complaints  during  this  whole  Reign. 

4.  The  King  had  ain  exceflSvc  Complaifance  for  his 
Queen;  and  the  Queen  was  not  only  a  Papijl^  but 
alfo  very  zealous  for  her  Religion.  This  gave  Occa- 
Iion  to  fear  that  (he  had  formed  the  Projeft  of  rc- 
cftablifliing  it  in  England^  znd'woMXd  in  the  End  bring 
the  King  tover  to  her  Opinions. 

5.  The  PresSyttrians,  who  were  looked  upon  as  the 
grcatcft  ^nemies  loPopsry^wcit  furioufly  opprcfled 
and  pcrrecutcd,    whilft    the  Armlnians   a'nd  PapiftsTy 
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»<^33-  were  fuffcred  to  live  unmolefted.  Hence  it  was  in- 
ferred, that  the  Court  proceeded  with  fo  much  Heat 
againft  that  Se£l^  only^^to  make  way  by  their  Dcftruc- 
tion- to  the  Reft  oration  of  Popery. 

6.  Arminiahifm  was  fo  openly  countenanced  by  the 
Court,  andfome  of  the  principal  Bifhops,  that  many 
were  of  Opinion  that  there  was  a  Dcfign  to  make  ufe 
of  it  as  a  Means  to  bring  about  the  more  eafily  a 
Change  of  Religion, 

7.  At  the  fame  Time  that  this  Notion  of  a  Defign 
to  reftore  Popery  fpread  it  felf  over  the  Kingdom^, 
the  Heads  of  the  Church  of  England  vftvt  more  and 
more  addifted  to  all  the  Rites  and  Ceremonies  which 
gave  the  m-oft  Offence  to  tender  Confciences.  KneeU 
ing  at  the  Sacrament^  IJ^earing  the  Surplice^  Confirma- 
tion^  Keeping  of  Saints-Bays^  Procejftons^  Bowing  to  the 
jiltar^  and  the  like,  which  offended  the  Presbyterians^ 
as  being  Relicks  of  Popery  ;  thefc  Things,  I  fay,  were 
preffed  by  the  Bifhops  with  the  fame  Eagernefs  as  if 
Religion  muft  have  fallen  with  them,  and  as  if  they 
were  abfolutely  neceffary  to  Salvation.  This  caufed 
many  to  fufpeft  that  the  Obfervance  of  all  thefe 
Points  was  preffed  with  Dcfign  to  pave  the  Way  for 
the  more  eafy  Reception  of  the  Popi/h  Tenets  nerc- 
after. 

8.  The  Heads  of  the  Church  of  England  were  not 
fatisfied  with  zealoufly  maintaining  the  Ceremonies 
and  Rites  ufcd  in  their  Church  after  the  Reformation^ 
h\xt  they  made  certain  Additions  to  them  from  Time 
to  Time,  which  could  not  bejuftified  by  the  Canons. 
This  occafioned  thefe  Things  to  be  confidered  as  In- 
novations tending  to  Popery.  What  LaudhzA  done 
in  confecracing  St.  Catharine-Creed  Church,  and  in 
adminiftring  the  Sacrivuenty  was  of  this  kind.  When 
feme  complained  of  thefe  Things,  the  Bifliops  that 
countenanced  them,  alledged  a  Statute^  which  ira- 
powered  Queen  Elizabeth  and  her  Succeffors,  in  cafe 
of  any  Abul'es  and  Indecencies  in  the  Divine  Wor- 
fhip,  to  prefcribe  fuch  Ceremonies    as   they  fliould 

ju  igc  proper  for  the  Glory  of  God,  and  the  Decency 

of 
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of  his  Worfhip,  Now  as  the  King  never  failed  to  '^3i' 
approve  of  what  was  injoined  by  the  Bilhops,  many 
fufpeftcd  that  the  King's  Authority  was  made  ufc  of 
to  fupport  thcfc  fcemingly  inconfiderable  Innovations, 
with  defign  to  take  Advantage  of  the  fame  Autho- 
rity to  juftify  Alterations  of  much  greater  Confc- 
quence. 

9.  Laftly,  The  Churches  little  Regard  to  tender 
Confciences,  and  her  obftinate  Stiffhefs  in  refufing  to 
relax  in  any  the  moft  infignificant  Point,  as  for  In- 
ftance,  th^  Surplice^  gave  occafion  to  believe  that  thefe 
Things  would  not  have  been  (o  zealoufly  adhered  to, 
had  there  not  been  fonie  more  hidden  Defigns  in 
Hand. 

Thefe  were  the  Grounds,  as  far  as  I  have  been  able 
to  obfervc,  on  which  was  built  the  Notion  the  Peo- 
ple had  that  there  was  a  Defign  to  bring  in  Popery. 
However  thefe  are  only  bare  Prefum prions,  from 
whence  it  cannot  be  juftly  inferred,  that  this  Opinion 
was  well-grounded,  as  may  have  been  obferved  in 
what  I  have  faid  above.  But  on  the  other  Hand,  ic 
muft  be  confeflcd,  that  the  principal  Bifhops,  who 
were  not  ignorant  of  the  Confequences  which  would 
be  drawn  from  their  Conduct,  were  extremely  care- 
Icfs  in  clearing  themfelves,  or  in  taking  fome  Mea^ 
fures  to  remove,  or  at  lead  to  weaken  thefe  Sufpi- 
cions.  They  looked  upon  the  Presbyterians  with  the 
utmoft  Contempt,  as  a  Sett  of  ftubborn,  obftinate 
People,  who  ought  to  be  humbled,  inftead  of  having 
the  ieaft  Compliance  fliown  them.  But  it  was  not 
with  regard  to  Religion  only  that  the  De(lru(Stion  of 
the  Puritans  was  thought  neceflary.  They  were  con- 
fidered  alfo  as  Perfons,  who  by  the  Principles  of  their 
Religion,  were  biaffed  to  oppofe  all  Authority  in 
the  State^  as  well  as  in  the  Cburcb^  and  confequently 
they  could  not  be  kept  too  low.  This  bred  between 
the  two  Parties  an  implacable  Enmity,  which  is  not 
yet  cxtinguifhed.  The  Presbperiam^  who  were  un- 
der Oppreilion  at  the  Time  I  am  fpeaking  of,  had

}§}S^  their  Turn  afterwards,  and  oppreffedk  nay,  utterly 
deftroyed  the  Church  of  England.  In  the  violent 
Motions  caufed  by  thi$  Enmity,  the  Bi(hop$  fuSercd 
firft.  Ldtid  loft  his  Head  on  the  Scaffold*  The  Mo- 
nnrchy  was  overthrown,  and  in  the  F^ll'the  King  bim- 
fcJf  came'  to  a  tragical  End.  The  Church  of  £ijg- 
/^wrfdifappcared  for  fbme  Time,  and  was  as  it  wcrq 
B'urie'tfift  the  Ruins  of  the  State.  And  ci{' was  not 
Without  a  'Wonderful  Providence  ihzixk^. Mswircby 
arid  Church  were  in  the  End.  rcftortd  co  their  former 
•  'Splendor.'  "  -  .  ''  ' 

•The  King,  as  I  faid  before,  intfcnded  to  introduce 
the  Rues  of  theGhiurch  of  Etigland  into  the  Kirk  of 
.>  'otlavd.  This  Projcft  was  formed  by  the  King  hi» 
Father,  who  had  even  ordered  that  Divine  Service 
fhbuld  be  cele1:^ated  ^in  his  Royaf  Ckiapel  at  JS^- 
hurgh^  in  the  ftme  Manner  as  in  his  Ch^jpeKat  fVbite" 
hntL  But  whether  this  Order  was  tiegfeaed^  or  whc- 
ther  the  5^«?/j  would  not  freque^r  the  Chapel  after- 
wards, C/i^^/ifi  thought  proper  not' only  to  rqicw  it, 
blit  to  add  fevcral  Things'  to  it,  to  hinder  the'  Chapel 
from- being  deferred  for  the  future.  So  on  the  &th  of

Bcfides  thefe  Articles,  the  King  wrote  a  Letter  to 
the  Dean,  wherein  he  ordered  him  to  certify  to  the 
Lords  of  the  Privy-Council^  if  any  of  thofc  appointed 
to  cpniolunicatc    in  his  Chapel-Royal,   peiformcdh

of  Scotland,  but  alfo  all  thofe  who  were  in  ptrblick 
Employments,  and  Court-Places,  were  ready  before- 
hand to  conform  to  the  Church  of  England,  other- 
wife  they  would  not  haveljeen  employed  or  kept  id 
their  Pofts.    It  was  with  them  that  the  King  intend- 
ed xo- begin,  to  the  End,  as  he  faid  himfelf,  they 
might  fervc  for  Example  to  the  Reft.     We  (ball  fee 
prefently  what  happened  when  the  King  would"havc 
dbliged  the  whole  Scotch  Nation  to  the  farfec  Com- 
pliance. 
7^e  pld'        Whilft  the  King  was  fceking  Means  to  engage  the 
Commu-   ^^^^^  ^^  conform  themfclves  to  the  Church  of  Exg- 
nion  Ta-   ^^^^>  Pains  were  taking  on  the  contrary  to  alienate 
He  Altdr^  from  her  the  Presbyterians  in  England,  by  afTe&iog 
viftinst.  fuch  Ufages  and  Cuftoms  as  were  moft  apt  to  offend 
chu^]^.^^  them.     At  that  time  the  Heads  of  the  Church  of 
Ru(h.Vol.  England^  inftcad  of  undeceiving  thofe  who  falfely  ima^ 
11.  p.  207.  gincd  fhe  was  leaning  to  Popery,  feemto  have  taken 
all  pofliblc  Care  to  confirm  them  in  their  Sufpicions, 
by  induftrioufly  conforming  to  the  Church  of  Rome 
in  Matters  of  little  Moment,  and  without  any  Ne- 
ccffity,  as  if  it  was  done  merely  on  purpofe  to  brave 
them*     In  the  Month  oiOilober  1633,  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  St.  Paut^j  at  London,  as  Ordinaries  of  St. 
Gre^orfs  Church,  which  Rood  clofe  to  the  Wall  of  the 
Cathedral^    removed  the  Communion'Table  from   the 
Middle  of  the  Chancel,  where  it  had  long  ftood,  to 
the   Upper-end,    placing  it  there  Mtarwife.      Fof 
which  they  alledged  two  Reafons.    The  firft,  that  id 
the  King*s  Chapel  and  all  Cathedrals,  the  Communi* 
on-Tables  were  placed  in  that  manner,  and  therefore 
it  was  fit  other  Churches  Ifaould  conform  to  the  fame 
Cuftom.     The  fecond,  that  when  the  Tables  ftood 
in  the  Middle  of  the  Chancel,  fevcral  fcandalous  In- 
decencies were  committed,    People  leaning  thereon

This  lafl:  Rcafon,   added  to  the  great  Care  that  was 
taken  about  Kneeling  at  the  Sacrament,   caufed  tnaay 
to  believe  that  the  llriving  to  inipire  fuch  an  extra- 
ordinary Refped  for  the  Communion-Table,   and  the 
giving.it  always  the  Name  of  JUar^  was  not  without 
De(ign«     Aiid  therefore  fome  of  the  Parifliioners  of 
St.  Gregory*s  complained  of  this  Removal  by  Appeal 
to  the  Couri  of  the  Arches  •.     But  the  Council  hav- 
ing notice  of  it,  prevented  the  Sentence  by  ordering 
the  Dean  of  the  Arches  to  conBrm  by  his  Authority 
what  had  been  done  in  St.  Gregorys  Church.     A  few 
Days  after,  the  King  being  prefenc  in  Council,    cau- 
fed this  Aflair  to  be  debated,  and  approving  the  A6i 
of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  St.  Pauls^   he  gave  Com- 
Biandmenr,  that  if  thofe  Parilhioners  did  proceed  in 
their  Appeal,  the  Dean  of  the  Arches  [who  was  then 
attending  at  the  hearing  of  the  Caufe]   (hould  caft 
them,  and  confirm  what  was  done.     This  Sentence 
given  by  the  King's  Sovereign  Authority^   without 
ftaying   for  the  Judgement  of  the  Court,  to  whofe 
Cognizance  this  Matter  properly  belonged,    was  a 
Source  of  Oppreflions  to  many  Minifters  and  Congre- 
gations,    who  were  no^  willing  to  comply    with  it. 
There  was  fcarce  a  Church  in  Englandy  except  the

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fee  am  the  Pillory,  h%vc  his  Ears  cut  oiF,  imprifoned  «634. 
iluring  Life,  ai^  fm^d  five  Thoufand  Pounds.  The 
Publiftier .  [  Michael  Sparkes]  who  was  alfd  the  Printer 
of  i;be  Book,  was  6ned  five  Hundred  Pounds,  and 
(Mr.  Buckner  (he  Chaplain]  who  licenfcd  ic^  fifty 
Poun4s. 

This  Sentence  ftremed  too  fevere  to  abundance  of  H^^mg  F^ 
dirmtcrcftcd  Perfons.     It  mortified  the  Presbyimans  '^  *//^ 
efpifcFalky,   mbft  of  whom  were  of  the  fame  P^inci-  ^p^^ 
pies  with  Prynn.    They  could  not  help  perceiving  in  STpor' 
Che  Severity  exercifed  upon  thj?  Author,  a  malicious  tans* 
Pefign  tqdifgrace  their  SeH^  and  opprefs  them  on  aU 
Occaiions  thac  fhoujd  offer.    The  T^uth  is,^  tke  Pres^ 
bjUrian-VsLVty^  though  very  numerous,  as  plainly  ap- 
peared a&erwards,    laboured  then  under  Oppreffioh. 
They  bad  againft  theai,  the  King,  the  Minifters,  the 
CourTciU    the  Siar-Cbambir^   the  High-Gommiffien^  the 
principal  Heads  of  the  Church  of  England^  the  Armim- 
oHiy  the  Papifis^  the  Lord-JLieutenantsojf  the  Counties, 
the  Judges  of  the  Realm,  and  all  the  Mftgiftrates  in 
general.     Notwithftanding  all  this,   they  daily  gained 
Sround.     This  would  feem  incrqdible,   if  it  was  not 
confidered,    that  the  Court  themfelves  were  the  chief 
Caufe  of  their  Increafe.     The  Court  looked  upon  as 
Puritans  all  who  did  not  fhow  Submiflion  enough  to 
the  King,  or  would  not  allow  Extent  enough  to  the 
Prerogative-Royal ;  and  by  opprefling  them  as.fuch, 
pr  by  refufing  them  all  kinds  of  Employments,    in- 
gaged  them   unavoidably  to  go  over  to  tt^  Presby^ 
Urtdns.    As  the  King's  Pretenfions  with  Regard  to 
Government  were  not  approved  by  the  Majority  of 
the  Nation,  it  happened  by  Degrees,    that  almoft  all 
England  became  Presbyterian^  ac<:ording  to  the  Senfe 
the  Court  put  upon  that  Term.  For  belWcs,  it  is  cer- 
tain there  were  in  the  Presbyterian-Patty^  •  Multitudes 
who  were  very  wcU-afFeded  to  the  Church  of  Eng^^ 
knd'i  but  who  could  not  ^llo^  of  the*  Kbg's  Prin- 
ciples froncerning  Qovernmentf  So  this  Party,  though 
pontinqaU^  oppreif^l,    grew^  <laily  more  ni|merous» 
VMpng  V^ith  Jfnpaiiencc  fqv  a.  Parliament^    where 
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«^34-  they  were  almoft  fore  of  finding  Protcftors.  Bat  at 
the  Time  I  am  fpeaktng  of,  there  was  no  likelihood 
of  the  King's  intending  to  call  a  Parlian^enc.  As  no- 
thing  forced  him  to  it,  he  took  care  not  to  expofc 
himlelf  to.  the  ill  Humours  of  a  Houfe  of  Commons^ 
and  run  the  Risk  of  feeing  revived  the  Complainc 
ivhich  had  conftrained  him  to  diflfolve  the  three  fore- 
going Parlian>ents. 
HM^Ai^       It  \%  very  true,  tharm  governing  without  a  Parlia- 

r  /#/  $»  ment,  the  King  debarred  himfelf  of  the  extraordinary 
Supplies  which  the  Kings  ufually  received  from  thence : 
But  he  would  not  have  it,.,  that  the  only  way  to  have 
extraordinary  Supplies  was  to  apply  to  the  Houfcof 
Commons.  He  had  told  the  Parliament  in  plain  Terms, 
by  the  Lord-Keeper,  and  frequently  hinted  himfelf, 
that  be  knew  how  to  find  Money  without  the  Help 
q\  Parliaments.  And  yet,  the  Petition  of  Right  ha- 
ving intervened  fince  that  Time,  and  the  King  having 
bound  himfelf,  by  his  Anfwer,  not  to  raifc  any  Tax 
without  the  Confent  of  both  Houfes^  he  feemcd  to 
be  deprived,  by  his  Anfwer,  of  all  Methods  which 
he. thought  he  might  have  ufed  before  the  Petition 
was  prefented  to  him.  But  Expedients  to  evade  the 
moft  folcmn  Promifes  are  feldom  wanting,  when  we 
b;^ve  the  Power  in  our.  Hands,  On  thcfe  Occafions 
ch(^re  are  Miniftersand  CounfcUors  enough  to  be  had, 
who  give  their  Matters  to  underftand,  that  Promifes 
ijiade  by  Sovereigns  bind  them  no  farther  than  they 
think  proper.  iV^y,  Attorney-General,  who  was  one 
of  thcfe  hardy  Counfellors,  had,  the  laft  Year,  fur- 
niflicd  the  King  with  a  way  to  raife  an  extraordinary 
Supply  of  Money  without  the  Concurrence  of  the  Par- 
liament. Which  was,  to  impofe  a  Tax  upon  the 
People,  under  colour  of  keeping  up  a  certain  Num- 
ber of  Ships  to  guard  the  Seas.  But  this  bold  Coun- 
fcllor  died  before  he  had  fcen  the  Effeft  of  his  Ad- 
vice>  after  having  however  engaged  his  Mafter  in  a 
Bufinefs  which  made  him  for  ever  lofe  his  People's 
Confidence,  and  was  one  of  the  principal  Caufcs  of 
his  Ruin.

naval  Forces  being  united,  it  was  ablblutcly  neceflfary 
that  England  fliould  have  a  ftrong  Fleet  to  preferve 
her  Dominion  of  the  Sea,  otherwile  fhe  might  be  in- 
fulted,  and  her  Trade  difturbed.     This  Tax  being 
impofcd  by  virtue  of  the  Prerogative  Royal,  feveral 
private  Perfons  refufed  to   pay  the  Sums  they  were 
rated  at.

if  is  no  hard  Matter  to  perceive  that  the  ArtlHce  of  R0mMrk$m 
die  Quefiion  propo(ed  to  the  Judges,  lay  in  the  Slip-  ^^w  M4$- 
pofiiion  of  feme  imminent  Danger  the  Kingdom  might  ''''* 
be  in,  fcrr  Inftance^  k  fudden  and  unexpe£b6d  Invafi- 
on^  wtfichmoft certainly  was  not  the  Cafe  then..  And 
yet  upon  the  bare  Poffibility  of  fuch  an  extraordinary 
Cafe,  the  King  eftablifhed  a  Principle  which  put  it  in 
his  Power  to  impofe  not  only  Ship- Money ^  but  any 
other  Tax  he  fhotild  pleafe  for  the  future.  The  Judges 
Prevaricatidn  coi^fted  in  that  feigning  not  to  fee  the 
Artifice  of  theQueftion,  they  allowed  without  Exa- 
mination the  KlAg^s  SuppoGtion,  and  decided  the  pre- 
fent  Cafe  upon  the  Foundation  of  an  extraordinary 
and  unforefeen  Exigency  which  was  not  impoflible. 
Two  of  the  Judges  however,  namely.  Button  and 
Crooke^  were  not  <rf  the  fame  Opinion :  but  they  were 
prevailed  with  t6  fign  like  the  Reft,  by  the  Confide- 
ration,  that  it  was  the  Opinion  of  the  Body.

quently  their  Execution  was  limited  by  Ncceflity, 
and  in  thefe  Cafes  of  NecefTity  the  King  has  an  ab* 
folate  Power  to  iaipofe  Taxes  for  the  Defence  of  the 
Realm  ;  and  this  they  made  good  by  fundry  Prece- 
dents in  former  Reigns.  They  added,  as  the  People 
were  not  called  to  the  King's  Council  to  give  their 
Opinion,  whether  there  was  a  NecefTuy  or  no^,  to 
impofe  Taxes  for  the  Safe-guard  of  the  Kingdon^^  ic 
followed  that  the  King,  by  the  Advice  of  his  Couih

The  Council  for  Mr.  Hamhden  owned  the  King  was 
{i^id  of  the  State,  and  that  it  was  incumbent  on  him 
to  defend  it  \  but  withal  they  maintained  that  the 
Law  had  provided  the  Means  to  put  the  Kingdom  in 
a  State  of  Safety,  by  invefting  the  Perfon  of  his  Ma- 
jefty with  feveral  Privileges  which  were  intended  for 
that  Purpofc.  For  Inftance,  the  Right  of  being  af- 
fiftcd  by  the  PoITeObrs  of  the  Fees  of  the  Crown,  of 
arming  the  Cinque-Ports,  Fines,  Confifcations,  7un* 
nagi  and  Poundage^  and  other  CufitmSy  which  he  waa 
aftually  in  Poffeffion  of,  and  which  he  had  himfelf 
declared  to  be  defigned  for  the  guarding  of  the  Seas. 
LaAly,  fuppofing  and  allowing  all  thefe  Means  to  be 
exhaufted,  the  King  had  another  infallible  Way,  which 
was  to  call  a  Parliament*  and  demand  a  Supply  for 
all  extraordinary  Occafions. 

But  the  King's  Council  chiefly  infifted  upon  the 
Poflibility  of  fuch  fudden  and  unforefeen  Cafes  as 
would  not  afford  Time  to  call  a  Parliament.  This 
was  the  main  Point  their  Arguments  turned  upon,  and 
the  fole  Foundation  of  the  Advantages  they  pretend* 
ed  to  draw  from  the  Precedents  they  alledged  of  for- 
mer Reigns.

At  leafl:^  we  find,,  t^t 
Ihortly  after  the  Bifhoprick  of  Cdlbwfs  becoming 
vacant  by  the  Death  of  Robert  Earl  of  Marcb^  the 
King's  Uncle,  the  General  Affcmbly  prayed  his  Ma- 
jefty  to  give  that  See  to  a  Clergyman. 
Id.  p.i<5z.  Atlaft,  in  1592,  the  Parliament  repealed  and  ao- 
nulled  not  only  the  Afts  of  1584  above-mentioned^ 
bur  all  fuch  likewife  as  were  contrary  to  the  Difci- 
pline  then  cftablilhed  :  Approving^  r^^?/>^»^>  andcon^ 
firmifjg  the  ylJfemhlieSy  Presbyteries  and  Synods^  with 
thi  Difcipline  and  JurifdiSion  of  the  Kirk^  as  mofi  jufi 
and  godly^  notwithjianding  whalfoever  Statutes^  AQs^ 
Canons^  Civil  or  Municipal  Laws  made  in  the  contrast]. 
Further^  thes  abrogated  all  A5fSj  granting  Commiffion  to 
BifloopSy  and  other  Judges  confiitute  in  Ecclefiajiicd 
Caufes  \  and  ordained  Prefentation  ta  Benefices  to  he  di* 
relied  to  Presbyteries ,  with  Power  to  give  Collalioa 
thereupon. 

This  A3  v/siS  confirmed  in  1593,  and  the  Power 
of  Presbyteries  folemnly  acknowledged  by  the  Par- 
liament in  1594,  A£f  129. 

Was  not  this  fuflicient  to  abolilh  Epifcopacy  en- 
tirely ?  By  the  Aft  of  1587,  the  Bifliops  were  dif- 
poffeffed  of  their  Lands  5  and  bjr  that  of  1502  they 
loft  all  manner  of  Jurifdiftion.  iFor  how  COTld  the 
Power  of  the  Presbyteries  and  GeneraUAJfemblies  be 
confiftent  with  the  kpifcopal  Jurifdiftion  ?  And  yet» 
there  were  Perfons  who  ftill  had  the  Name  of  Bifhopi 
by  reafon  of  their  holding  Caftles  formerly  belonging 
to  ihtSees:  For  it  does  not  appear  upon  what. other 
Account  they  borejhe.  Name  of  Bifnopd.  Nay,  it 
is  very  likely,  tha^feV6fa^of  thefe  forts  of  Sees  were 
in  Lay-Hands.  At  leaft,  the  Abbeys  and  Priories 
were  certainly  fo.       '      ' 

But  things  remained  notions  upon  the  fame  Foot 
Whether  the  General- Affcmbli^s  ufurped  too  much- 
Authority;  aft«  'thiy^^Tefc  freclfft-bm  the  Bilhops,' 
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pr  ^for  fome,  other  Reafonfi,   the  King  formed  new     ^^36. 
^fcyefts,  and  i-efi^ilved  tore  the  Bifliops,-,  At 

'ftiat/time,  ^as  on  many  oiljjej  Occafions,  the  Coiurc 
"lia'd  fo  great  at)  Influence  over  the  Parliament^  tbfic 
'^Imoft  every  thing  was  cnaftcd  there  that  was  d)8- 
^red, 

J  The  King  therefore  ordered  it  fo,  in  1597*  that  U.  p. 
iBe'  PriviUge  of  a  Voice  in  Parliament  was  granted  to 
the  %vbole  Kirk  \  and  under  that  Name  to  Bijbops  and 
Abbots  J  even  ds  in  times  of  Papijlry.  As  to  the  Offict 
\in4  Spiritual  Government  of  Bijhops^  the  Parliament 
remitted  them  to  the  King  and  the  AJfembly^  intending 
not  to  derogate  from  the  Provincial  and  General  Affem^ 
blieSy  and  other  wbatfoever  Presbyteries  and  SeJtonSy  nor 
from  the  Difcipline  ejiablijhed  in  the  Kirk. 

This  A£f  (hows*  the  Bifhops  had  loft  their  Right 
of  Seat  in  Parliament,  fince  there  was  occaflon  to 
give  it  them  again.  By  virtue  of  this  Aft,  they  re- 
nirried  their  Places  in  Parliament,  and  even  Sir  Ro^ 
hert  Spotfwood  a  Layman  took  his  Seat  there,  as 
Abbot  of  NeW'Ahbey.  The  King  defired  nothing 
farther  at  that  time  than  to  introduce  the  Bilhops  and 
Abbots  again  into  the  Parliament-  But  he  did  not 
ftop  there,  as  will  be  feen  prcfcotly. 

Mean  while,  as  the  Gencral-Affembly  ftill  conti- 
nued to  oppofe  ftrcnuoufly  the  Promotion  of  Church- 
men to  Pofts  of  Authority  in  the  State,  and  as  the 
People  feemed  more  inclined  to  follow  the  Determi- 
nations of  the  General-Aflcmbly  than  thofe  of  the 
Parliament,  there  was  Danger  that  this  DlflTention 
might  in  the  End  raife  Difturbances  in  the  Kingdom. 
Tb  prevent  which,  the  King  caufed  the  General- Af- 
fcmbly,  held  at  Montrofs^  in  the  Year  1600,  to  be 
prefled  fo  earneftJy  to  confcnt  to  what  the  Parlia- 
ment  of  1597  had  granted  the  Bifhops,  that  they 
found  themfclves  obliged  either  to  comply,  or  to 
break  entirely  with  him.  They  approved  this  Aft 
therefore,  but  upon  certain  Conditions,  the  Sub- 
ftance  whereof  was,  that  the  Bifhops  (hould  aft  in 
Parliament  only  a$  Commtllioncrs  or  Deputies  of  the

in  their  Benefices. 

They  (hall  not  fuffer  their  Qenefices  to  go  to  de» 
cay,  or  difpofe  of  any  thing  belongipg  thereto,  with- 
out the  Confent  of  the  King  and  the  General* Aflfcm- 
bly,  and  ihall  allow  that  Inhibitions  be  direffced  to 
them  for  that  purpofe. 

They  (hall  exercife  the  Functions  of  Paftors^  in 
their  own  Congregatbns,  and  be  fubjed  to  the  Cen* 
Aire  of  their  own  Presbyteries  ^nd  the  Geoeral-Aifeni- 
biy,  like  the  reft  of  the  Minifters  that  are  not  como^- 
(ioned. 

In  the  Adminiftration  of  Difcipline,  and  in  every 
Thing  relating  to  the  Government  of  the  Kirky  they 
ihall  ufurp  no  Power  or  Jurifdifiion  beyond  what 
is  adjudged  to  Other  Miniftersi  on  pain  of  forfeiting

biy,  in  agreeing  out  of  Cotnplaifarice  to  the  King^ 
Am:  cfie  ItfliqM  ifat>uld  fit  in  Farltaraent^  Tfae  Bi* 
Aop8  laid  bold  of  what  was  ibr  tbdr  Adraiiuige, 
nxmAy^  die  AfftmUy^a  Confent  to  the  Prirllege  that 
waf  granted  them :  but  nerer  perfonned  any  erf"  the 
Conditions.  The  Court  was  tbeh  propitious  to  them, 
Mr  tt  was  ftUI  naore  fo,  after  the  King's  Accefiion  to 
the  Crown  of  England. 

As  Jbon  aa  Jtmes  I,  became  King,  of  Zngkni^  he 
ibrtaed,  as  I  fatd»  the  Projcft  of  eftablifliing  in  the 
Kirk  of  ScftlUndf  the  Difc^Iine  and  Hierarchy  of  th6 
Cfturch  of  England.  To  bring  this  Delign  about^ 
there  was  a  Neceflity  of  reftoring  the  Bilhops  to  all 
tfae  ftigh^  thcv  bad  e^oyed  before  the  Reformation^ 
nod  accordiogi Y  he  refolved  to  begin  with  that.  His 
Powv  in  the  Parliament  was  very  great  during  th6 
JaA  Years  of  hisb^ing  in  Sc9iland:  But  it  was  nothing; 
in  comparifon  of  what  it  was  when  he  fat  on  the 
Throne  of  EaigUnd.  It  fuflkes  to  fay»  that  this  In- 
flueoct  was  in  propotrtkm  to  the  Means  ht  had  of 
deaMl«  to  \m  Scotch  Subjects  Kkidncfles  and  Faroura 
which  he  had  not  b^en  $kAt  10  beftow  on  thetn  in 
their  Coutitry*  We  have  feen*  ih  the  Hiftory  of  his 
Reign»  hoi^  he  fhowercd  hit  BMAtka  upon  them* 
Which  die  Ef^lifo  could  not  fobttt  to  complain  of. 
It  is  not  then  very  ftranee  that  tbe  Members  of  the 
Parliament  of  ScotUmd  ifioald  b^  a(  bis  Devotion* 
He  made  ufc  of  his  Credit  in  the  Year  1606,  and  ob- 
tained die  following  hSt  of  Parliament :

Thus  far  however  it  concerned  only  the  Tempora- 
lities y  there  not  being  in  the  J^  one  word  from 
whence  it  might  be  inferred  that  the  Parliament  re- 
ftored the  Bifhopis  to  thdc  Spiritual  Funftions,  or 
antient  Jarifdiaioiiv  The  General  Affembly  pre-, 
tended  indeed  that  the  King  and  Parliament  could 
make  no  Alterations  in  dw  Spiritualf,  without  the 
JOrPi  Confent:  but  they  had  no  Power  to  hinder 
the  King  and  Parliameoe  from  giving  the  Lands  of 
the  Crown  to  whom  ^y  pleafed,  and  from  ad- 
mitting Into  the  Parliament  fuch  as  they  thought 
proper.  But  the  King  did  not  inccnd  to  ftop 
thwe.

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In  1609  the  King,  under  colour  of  having  iht  Ail    7^3^* 
of  1606  corifirmcd^  obtained. of  the  Parliament  ano-  ^^J^f 
rhcr  -^5,   which  in  confirming  the  other  adde4  .i^  '  . 
Claofe  to  it,  whereby  the  Bifbops  were  reftored  to  ajl 
Tiiesf  former  Jic/iJiAofif/y,  Privileges  and  Jurifdiilions,  By 
vircoe  of  this  laft  AS  it  was  that  the  Bifhops  took 
Pbfleflion  of  the  GovernmeM  of  the  Kirk^  in  (pitc 
pi'  the   Conditions  of  the  Montrofs-AJfemblj^  which 
they  made  little  account  of,  and  which  chey  fupp^fed 
to  be  annulled  by  this  A^.    But  the  General  Ailem- 
bly  protefted  in  form  againft  this  A£l,  afHrming^thj^ 
Parliament  had  not  Power  without  the  Kirk^sQoxiitni^ 
to  reftore  a  Spiritual  OOice  that  had  been  abolilhed. 
They  protefted  alfo  againft  the  Promotion  of  Church- 
men to  Civil  Pofts,  as  pernicious  to  Religion*    Their 
jProteftation  was  rejedcd  :  but  however,  it  was  print- 
ed and  difperfed  over  all  the  Kingdom. 

The  General  Aflcmbly*s  Oppofition  had  a  great 
EflPeft  upon  the  People,  who  did  not  care  for  the  Bi-» 
fhops,  and  for  Fifty  Years  had  been  ufed  to  the  Pre/?. 
hjterian  Government*  They  complained,  the  Parlia- 
ment had  fuffered  thcmfelves  to  be  corrupted,  to  im- 
pofe  upon  them  an  Epifcopal  Government,  winch  was 
odious  to  the  whole  Nation,  not  only  without  con-» 
fulting  the  Kirk,  but  even  againft  her  Will.  This 
Oppofition  made  the  King  fenfible  that  notwithftand- 
ing  the  Authority  of  the  Parliament,  he  ihould  find 
it  very  difficult  to  bring  the  Vcoi^Xt  of  Scotland  102^ 
Compliance,  as  long  as  the  General  AflTcmbly  was  a^* 
^Siinft  the  Reftoration  of  the  Bifhops.  He  refolved 
therefore  to  caufe  a  General.  AflTcmWy  to.be  held  at 
GlafgoKD  in  161O)  where  he  tookicare  to  gaiaa  Ma-f 
jority  of  Votes  before-haad,  ^nd  oC  which  the  Bilhopft 
were  the  chief  Managers.  TJMt.Affenobly  thus  dif., 
pofed,  agreed  that  the  Bifliops  fhould  refumcall  their 
Spiritual  Fundions,  and:  the  Government  of  the.

chat  icwas  not  potfible  to  chafe  any  for  Depijptiis  td 
ther  Aflfembt^ '  Genera),    but   fuch  as  they  thoej^he 
Jjropcf .     However  this  be,  the  Fi^  Articles  having 
b^n  approved  of,  the  King,  who  by  long  Experi^nc^ 
v^as  ^^ii^eN»6uehfy  ati{ualnt<!d  with  the  Temper  aod 
Chafader  xift\itSi$ts^  thoo^Kt  it  necelTary  before  all 
tbingK  t:&  corb  thd  !Pctulancy  and  Boldnef^  of  the  Mi- 
itiftfcfft^  for  fear  they  ftould  raife  Uifturbanees  inthe 
Kmgdom.    The  People  held  them  in  great  Venera^ 
iwm,  i^hich  was  eveo^ncreafed  after  the  Reftoration 
<rf  the  Bifhops,  becabfe  thefe  laft  were  more  careful 
f6  maintain  their  Grandeur  and   Power,  than  gaia 
the  Ldve  of  their  Flocks.    To  cbmpafs  his  Ends,  the 
King  fctujpin^-fc/Ai^ia  Higb-Commiffion^t^  Hke  that 
in  Mf^lana^  but  which  till  then  was  unheardtof  in 
Scotland.    As  the  SeoU  had  never  given  their  King 
the  Title  of  Supreme  Head  of  the  Churchy  as  was  done 
in  Englandy  there  had  been  no  otcafion  to  eftablifh  a 
Hi^CommiJ/iM  in  Scotland  to  c«rdfe  the  Supremacy 
in  the  King's  Name.    But  James  I,  who  was  very  apt 
to  ftretch  his  Prerogative,  readily  belied  he  had  no 
itk  R%ht  to  eitercUe  the  ^fpl^r^iry  in  Scotland  tluw 
in  England^  though  till  nom  he  had  never  thought  of 
any  fucb  thing.    Be  that  as  if  wiH,  by  means  of  thi$

fjCt  the  EniUfi>  Liturgy  and  Canons  to  be  received*  ia 
catUndy  which  done,  there  would  be  no  manner  of 
Difference  between  the  Churches  of  the  two  Kiag^ 
don?;^. . .  This  was  as  eafy  to  be  brought  about^  u 
wbaphad  been  done  already.    So  the  King   having 
convened  a  General-Affembly  at  Aberdeen^  canfed  it 
to  be  rcprefcnted  to  them,  that  Divine  Serviie  wtt 
performed  in  the  Kirk  of  Scotland  after  an  indectot 
Manner,  every  Minifter  having  Liberty  to  compofe 
publick  Prayers,    and  ufe   what   ExprcHions  fh^ 
thpught  fit,  which  thing  was  liable  to  great  Inconve- 
nioncies :  That  it  would  be  proper  therefore  to  draw 
iip  a  Liturgy  to  be  ufed  in  every  Church  in  Scotland^ 
to  the  End  the  People  might  every   where  pray  to 
God  with  one  Heart  and  one  Mouth,     It  mult  be  ob- 
ferved,  that  it  was  not  moved  to  receive  the  Englifo 
Liturgy^  but  only  to  compofe  oneonpurpofe  for  the 
Kirk  of  Scotland.    Whereupon  feveral  Members  of 
the  Affcmbly  believed  that  they  might  withoutdanger 
«gtce,  that  a.  Common- Prayer^Book  Ihould  be  ufed; 
and  the  rather*  as  the  Reformed  Churches  of  Geneva^ 
SwU^lp^nd^  France  and  Germany  had  their  Liturgy, 
though  yqrv  different  from  that  of  the  Englifh.     This 
Motion  biping.  approved,    the  AflcmWy   appoiiittd 
Commiifidners  to  compofe  the  new  liturgy^  and  wc 
njay  well  believe  this  was  done  according  to  theKitig's 
DcfirCr    Thefe  Commiffioners,  the  major  Part^of 
whom  wore  Bilhpps,  after  having  {pent  a  ironndcra- 
bk  Time  about  this  Liturgy^  only  copied  that  which 
was  feilorth  in  England  la  the  Rcijgn  <jf  EdwmiHl^ 
aiid  jfcnt  it  to  .the  ICihg  for  his  Approbation,

,        Cb^ries  I,  was  no  lefs  eager  than  the  King  his  Fai- 
jlbtjT,  to  cftabliih  the  Difcipline  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
J     imd'm  ScotUnd.    But  the  Circumflrances  of  his  Affairs 
in  the  Beginning  of  his  Reign,  did  not  allow  him  to 
.fet  about  the  finilhing  this  Matter  with  all  the  Dif- 
patch  he  dcfired.    His  Wars  vixth  Spain^  and  after- 
wards Niinth  France^  bis  Projeds  with  regard  to  his 
prerogative^  his  continual  Quarrels  with  the  Parlia- 
tticots  kept  him  fully  employed.    Befides,  it  was  not 
proper  in  thefe  Junctures  to  rouze.the  ^^0/i,  who  in- 
deed feemed  to  be  quiet  and  fubmiflive,  but  after  all 
were  very  difcontented  as  the  King  well  knew.    He 
ftaied  therefore  .  till  he  had  made  a  Peace  with  France 
and  Sfain^  and  till  he  had  rendered  himfelf  abfolute,

Xhis  Refolutioni  never  tQ  call  any  more,  and  by 
3liihing  his  Prerogative  Qoncerning  Taxes,  with- 
out the  Concurrence  o.f  the  i^arliamenc.  Then  it  yhA 
-that  he  fcrioufly  bent  his  Thoughts  to  compleat 
the  Reduction  of  the  Kxrk  of  Scotland  to  a  per feft 
Conformity. with  the  Church  i}f  England.  He  had  not

This  was  fo  grofe  a  Blunder,^  that  one  muftnteod^  he  p.Yo^!

Canons,  was  that  the  jifii  of  the  General  Afibmblies 
nqt  being  printed,  but  contained  in  many  large  Mann- 
fcript  Volumes,  remained  unknown  to  the  People. 
For  this  Reafon  the  King  imagined  they  would  be  o* 
bilged  to  him  for  his  Care  in  extra£Hng  the  moift  ma- 
terial and  principal  Things,  in  a  Kttfe  Book  which 
might  be  in  every  Body-s  Hands.    Ic  feems  fometimes

LiOfdt  of  SeffiOA,  or  Judges  of  the  Realm,  and  the  ciaf  i. 
MagMrates  of  Edinhurgb,    repairing  to  St.    GiUi's  p.  m' 
Chorch,  the  Cathedral  of  the  City,  when  the  Desn  R«<^- 
b^ah  CO  dpen  the  Book  to  read  the  Liturgy^  the  p  ^.gg' 
fhckner  Sort  of  People  who  were  in  the  Church,  with  '^-  ^    • 
clapping  of  Hands,  Execrations  and  Outcries,  raifed 
lb  hideous  a  NoJ<e,   that  there  was   no  bearing  a 
^Word.     Whereupon  the  Bifhop  of  Edinburgh^    who 
was  to  preach,  fteppinginto  the  Pulpicwith  Thoughts 
to  appcalfc  the  People,  was  received  with  the  fame 
Clamours  and  Imprecations,  and  if  a  Stool,  thrown 
at  his  Head,  had  not  been  diverted  by  the  Hand  of  a 
15tander-by,   would  have  been  in  danger  of  being 
knocked  down.

Bifiiop  of  Edinburgh  ran  fome  risk  both  in  the  Church 
and  whilft  he  was  going  Home.     This  firft  Tumult

any  real  Satiaiadion,  hcing  ftill  very  unwilhng  to  give 
over  Iris  ft-ojedl.

the  Aid  he  Ihould  extort  by  Force  In  virtue  of  his 
Prerogative.    And  therefore  their  Friends  in  England 
had  advifed  them   to  mind  two  Things  efpecially. 
Firft,  to  clear  themfelvcs  as  plainly  as  poffible  from 
the  Crime  of  Rebellion,  which  the  King  laid  to  their 
Charge.    Secondly,  to  avoid  every  thing  that  might 
excite  the  Englijh  to  engage  in  the  War,  for  fear  of 
giving  the  King  a  Handle  to  fay,  they  were  waging 
an  ofFenfive   War.    They  punctually  followed  ihefe 
two  Advices  ;  the  former,  by  difperfing  in  England^ 
with  the  Help  of  their  Emiffarics,  a  great  Number 
of  Papers,  wherein  they  fet  forth  with  all  poffibte 
Clearnefs  the  Caufcs  of  their  Difcontents,  and  the 
King's  Intentions.    They  forgot  not  to  intimate  that 
it  concerned  England  no  lefs  than  Scotland  to  withftand 
the  arbitrary   Power  the  King  was  grafping  at,  as 
well  in  Ecclefiaftical  as  Civil  Affairs.     They  followed 
the  fccond  Advice,  by  obeying  with  entire  Submif-"' 
Hon  a  Proclamation  publiflied  by  the  King  in  Scot^ 
landy  to  forbid  the  ocotcb  Army  to  approach  within 
Ten  Miles  of  the  Borders  of  England.    By  this  Obe- 
dience they  evidently  fhowed,  the  War  was  not  offen- 
five  on  their  Side.    It  is  not  unlikely,  that  fpme  of 
their  Friends  had  counfelled  the  King  to  iffueout  this 
Proclamation,  on  purpofe  to  afford  them  an  Oppor- 
tunity to  give  this  Proof  of  it. 

But  this  was  not  the  only  Benefit  the  Scots  reaped 
from  the  Counfcls  given  the  King  by  their  fecrec 
Friends.  He  was  made  to  believe  that  their  Obedi- 
ence to  his  Proclamation  was  the  EfFeft  of  their  Fear  ; 
and  thereby  he  was  induced  to  fend  another  Procla-

King  meant  fuch  as  had  been  enaftcd  fincc  that  Time- 
The  Condition  was  no  left  rquivocal,  for  the  Obedi- 
ence promifcd  by  thtScots^  related  to  the  Obfervancc 
of  the  antient  Laws  •,  but  the  King  intended  fuch  4 
Obedience  as  was  built  upon  the  late  Laws.  BiMfll 
Parties  muft  have  equally  perceived  the  double- mean 
ing  which  was  vifible  in  what  was  to  be  the  Founda* 
tionof  the  Peace,  fincc  neither  of  the  Parties  could 
be  ignorant  of  t?he  Occafion  of  the  Breach.  But  how 
ever,  both  Sides  made  as  if  they  did  not  perceive  Jt^ 
that  they  might  get  out  of  the  Straits  they  had  thrown 
themfelves  into  by  taking  vip  Arms.  The  Scots  had 
been  in  hopes,  that  confidcring  the  Difcontencs  which 
reigned  in  Englandy  the  King  would  not  be  able  to 
raile  an  Army  to  reduce  tht  m  to  Obedience,  But 
contrary  to  their  Expedation,  they  btheld  him  near 
their  Borders,  at  the  Head  of  1  wcnty  Thoufand  Men, 
whilft  they  had  not  above  Iwelvi^  1  hourmd,  without 
reckoning  the  Fleet  which  interrupted  their  Trade- 
It  was  their  Bufinefs  therefore  to  endeavour  by  al| 
-  means  to  avoid  deciding  the  Quarrel  by  Arms.  The 
lofs  of  a  Battle  would  have  certainly  reduced  them 
to  a  State  of  Servitude.  Belides,  their  Friends  in 
England  diflwaded  them  from  running  any  Hazard, 
and  made  them  hope  that  in  a  little  Time  they  fhould 
put  it  out  of  the  King's  Power  to  hurt  them.  For 
thefe  Reafons  they  were  contented  with  the  general 
Demand  of  their  Religion  and  Libetties,  in  order  to 
gain  Time,  well-knowing  that  when  Matters  came  to 
be  difcuflTed,  they  fhould  find  Means  to  include  all 
their  Pretenfions  in  this  general  Demand.  The  King 
on  his  Side  was  under  no  lei's  Perplexities.  Though 
he  had  an  Army  fupcriour  in  Number  of  Troops,  he 
was  apprchenfive  of  Treacheries,  or  at  leaft  that  his

That  the  Dulie  hath  been  in  great  part  the  Caufc 
of  the  Ruin  and  Misfortune  of  the  Prince  Paktm 
and  Ins  Eflates,  inafmuch  as  thofe  Affairs  had  tdt 
tion  unco  this  Kingdom. 

XL 

That  the  Duke  of  Buckingham  hath  in  his  ReladoQ 
to  both  Houfes  of  Parliament,  wronged  the  Earlii 
Brijiol  in  point  'of  his  Honour,  by  many  (inifter  Ai 
perfions  which  he  hath  laid  upon  him,  and  in  poii^ 
of  his  Liberty  by  many  undue  Courfes,  through  hi 
Power  and  J?raftic€s.

tb  feparatc  rike^ufinelTes,  tvA  dWinguifh  the  Times. 
And  beginning  with  the  Pidatmate  firft,  to  give 
an  account  of  his  Ambaflage  to  the  Eniperour,  and 
lb  to  make  as  brief  a  Dedtiftion  as  he  coirid  of  the 
Whole  Carriage  m  that  Bufinefs,  from  the  Bcgi^^ling 
*f  his  Employment,  to  the  Time  he  left  it,  in  hS 
Attibafla^e  to  the  Emperour,  he  propounded  all 
ffti^ngs  faithfully  accorcfing  to  his  Inftruftions,  and 
llie  Anfwers  which  he  returned  to  his  late  Majefty  of

Which  Letters  were  icconded  \frith  others  ab^ut 
the  fame  time,  both  from  the  King  of  Bahcmia  and 
Council  of  Heidelbnrgby  to  the  fame  Effcft,  and  Jhov^ 
tnach  Satisfaftion  his  late  Majefty  received  in  that 
behalf,  and  toucMng  that  Bufinef^,  will  plainly  ap< 
peir  federal  Ways,  and  particularly  by  his  Speech  in 
Jrarliament.  And  the  faid  Earl  likewifc  appealcth 
to  both  Houfcsof  Parliament,  to  whom,  by  his  Jatc 
Majefty's  Order,  he  gave  a  juft  and  true  Account  of 
that  Employment,  with  what  true  Zeal  he  proceeded  ;

As  foon  a»  he  cafne  Jnto  England^  he  difcovercd 
unto  Ills  Majcfty  and  the  I-ords  of  the  Council,  in 
what  great  vant  he  had  left  the  Forces  in  the  Pala^ 
finau^  and  follicittd  the  prcfent  fending  away  of  Mo- 
ney ;  thereupon  Thirty  Thoufand  Founds  was  bor^ 
rowfd  of  Sir  Ptter  Vanlore^  Sir  Baptiji  Hicks^  and  Sir 
fFilliam  Cortm\  and  prefcntlv  fent  xinto  the  Pala^ 
rate;  bcfidcs  the  Ten  Thouland  Pounds  which  he 
lent,  for  which  he  paid  the  Intereft  out  of  his  Purfe 
for  fix  Months,  having  alfo  given,  not  long  before. 
Five  Hundred  Pounds,  by  way  of  Benevolence,  to 
the  iService  of  the  faid  Palatinate, 

^ow  in  the  Inrerioj,  betwixt  his  Return  from  the 
EngUJb  Coafts,  which  was  in  November  1621,  and  his 
going  into  Spain  in  May  162a,  he  firft  gave  his 
Account,  as  aforefaid,  of  his  Ambaffage  10  both 
Houfes  of  Parliament,  and  moved  them  cfFcftuaJly, 
as  was  poffible,  for  the  fupplying  of  his  Majefty, 
and  that  the  Money  might  wholly  be  employed  for 
the  Succour  of  the  Palatinate. 

The  Parliament  being  diffolved,  he  follicitcd  with 
great  Care  and  Induftry  the  fettling  of  fome  Courfc 
tor  the  fupplying  of  the  Palatinate^  and  his  Majefty 
was  perfuadcd  to  maintain  Eight  Thoufand  Foot, 
and  Sixteen  Hundred  Horfe,  under  his  own  Stand- 
ard, and  at  his  own  Purfe,  in  the  Palatinate^  to  fefta- 
blifh  a  certain  Courfe  for  due  Payment  of  the  faid 
Army :  The  Lord  Cbicbejier  was,  upon  the  laid 
EarPs  Motion,  fent  for  out  of  Ireland^  and  the  faid 
Eari,  by  his  Majefty's  Command,  took  order  for 
his  Difpatch.  In  this  Efl ate  the  faid  Earl  left  his 
Affairs  at  his  departure  towards  Spain  in  May  i6z2, 
nothing  doubting  but  that  all  things  would  have  cf- 
fcftuaily  and- conftantly  been  purlued,  according  to

And  having  thus  giv€n  your  Lord(bip^  an  accoanc 
of  his  Proceedings  touching  the  P^latinaU^  he  mll^ 
by  your  Lordlhips  good  Favours^'  proteeed  co  tfaeo- 
tbcr  Part  of  that  Charge  concerning  the  Marriage.  - 

And  firft,   touching  his  Hopes   and  AiruraiK>e9, 
that  he  is  charged  to  havt  given  to  his  late^Majefty^ 
and  his  M inifters  of  State  here  in  England^    of  tihe 
Spaniards  real  Proceedings  in  the  did  Match,  Wben, 
he  faid,  he  knew  he  never  meant  \i  :-    He  faith,  he 
sever  gave  any  Hopes  of  their  real  Proceedings  btK 
fuch^  and  the  very  fame  that  were  ftfft  given  cd%iflfi»^ 
Dvithout  adding  or  diminifhing }  neither  could  he  have 
done  otherwife,  either  with  Honefty  or -Safety.     And 
he  further  faith.  That  the  Hopes  he  gave  were>  riot 
upon  any  Intelligence  ;>  but  as  well  Jn   tha£  of  the 
Match,   as  the  other  of  the  Palatinate^    hii  Adver- 
tifements  were  grounded  upon  all  the  Afluranccs  both 
of  Word  and  Writing,    that  could  poffibly   pafe  be- 
tween Chriftians,  as  will  be  made  eyidently  appear  by 
his  Difpatch  of  9  September  162J5   which  he  humbly 
delires  may  be  read,    if  the  length  of  it  may  not  dif- 
pleafe.     The  Subftance  being  to  (hew  all  the  Engage- 
ments and  Promifes  of  the  King  of  Spain j    that  he 
really  intended  the  Match.     And  the  Gaufes  why^^ 
Conde  Olivares  pretended  to  the  Duke  of  Buckingbdmy 
that  the  Match  was  not  formerly  meant,    was  odIv 
thereby  to  free  himfclf  from  treating  any  longer  with 
the  faid  Earl,    to  the  end  that  he  might  treat    for 
larger  Conditions,  in  point  of  Religion  with  the  faid 
Duke  :  The  faid  Conde  Olivares  taking  Advantage  of 
having  the  Perfon  of  his  Majefty,  then  Prince,  in  his 
Hands.     And  with  this  Difpatch  the  faid   Earl  ac- 
quainted his  Majefty  that  now  is,   in  Sfain^  before  he 
fencit.  .... 

And  by  this  DKpatch  the  Earl  doubted  noti  but 
that  it  will  appear  to  this  Honourable  Court,  that 
whilft  the  treating  of  this  Bufme(s  was  in.  Hand,  be 

pro- 
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proceeded  in  that,  not  onjy. with  Care  and  IntJuftry, 
out  with  feme  meafurc  of  Vigilancy.  And  for 
clearing  an  Objeftion  that  hath  been  allcdged,  that 
,lbe  Match  was  never  meant  before  the  Duke's  coining 
into  Spain^  nor  after  •,  the  Earl  craveth  leave  to  fee 
down  fome  few  Reafons  of  many,  which  caufed  him 
to  believe  that  the  faid  Match  was,  and  hath  been 
jeally  meant,  and  that  it  was  fo  conceived  by  both 
their  Majcfties,  and  the  King  of  Sfain^  and  their 
Miniftcrs  on  both  fides. 

For  I  ft,  The  Duke  of  Buckingham  certified  hit 
late  Majefty^  that  the  Bufinefs  of  the  Marriage  wa$ 
l^ifought  to  a  happy  Conclulion  ;  whereupon  his  lace 
NIajefty  was  pleafed  to  give  Order  to  the  Duke  and 
^arl  to  proceed  in  the  Bufinefs  \  which  his  faid  Ma* 
jefty  would  not  have  treated  till  the  faid  Marriage  was 
concluded,  as  will  appear  by  a  Letter  of  his  faid 
Jate  M^jelly  jointly  to  the  Duke  of  Buckingham  and 
the  faid  Earl,  of  the  23  July  1625. 

adly,  It  will  appear  by  Letters  of  the  faid  Lord 
Conway  to  the  Duke  of  Buckingham^  bearing  date 
September  4,  1623.  That  the  faid  Duke  had  good 
y\fluiance  of  the  Conclufion  of  the  faid  Match  ;  and 
upon  this  Confidence  were  all  Things  put  in  due  Exe- 
cution \ti  England^  as  had  been  capitulated  \  and  the 
l^td  Conway  and  others  faithfully  agreed  and  fettled 
all  ^he  Points  of  Immunity  and  Liberty  for  the  Ro* 
man  Catholicks,  and  for  the  Ufe  of  their  Religion^ 
as  was  fet  dow^  in  (heir  Declaration,  Augtift  9,  1 623. 
hereafter  mentioned  in  the  Anfwer  to  the  Fifth  Arti- 
cle  of  this  Charge* 

3dly,  The  very  Day  his  now  Majefty  and  the  Duke 
cf  Buckingham  departed  from  the  Efcurial  in  $pa:f$ 
towards  England^  the  laid  Duke  folemnly  fwore  to  the 
Treaty  of  the  faid  Marria^,  and  the  furtherance  of 
it  all  that  fhould  be  in  his  rower,  Ujpon  the  Holy  E- 
vangelifls,  in  the  {^rcfen^e  of  the  laid  Earl  and  Sir 
ff^aUer  4fi9n.

tainly  the  Earl  hath  not  been  (lightly  idfeceiVfcd  5^ 'neP^ 
ther  can  it  be,  as  he  conceiveth,*  ^ny  fault  ftiliWh^ 
fince  not  only  his  late  Majefty,  but  alfo'  his  Majefty 
that  how  is,  and  the  Duke  of  BucJCxngham^  ^P% 
therj  both  upon  the  Place,  did  corifidently  bcffeve;' 
and  that  upon  other  Grounds  than  Mif  information^'' 
Siiggeftions  and  Perfuafions  of  the  faid  Earl,  that  tlip; 
Marriiige  was  really  intended  :  And  to  that  EflWti* 
bbtlv'his  late  Majefty  of  blcflcd '  Meiridry,  an^  K^ 
moft  excellent  Majefty  that  now  is,  after  his  return 
into  England^  wrote  unto  him,  the  faid  Earl,  ftvdfal  ' 
Letters,  atTuring  him,  that  their  Intdnife  and  Pleafdrc/ 
were  to  have  the  faid  Match  proceeded  irt,  ^nd  there- 
upon the  Proxies  of  his  Majefty,  then  Prince,  were' 
again  mroUed  and  fent  unto  the*  faid  Earf.  So  tKtft 
the'ftM  Earl  having  fo  many  and  lb 'gfeiit  Caofes  to  - 
be  affUred,  that  the  Match  was  reaify  intended  on

161 2,  and 
were  then  fent  away  in  Poft  out  of  England  to  the  laid 
Earl  by  Mr.  Simon  Digby^  who  arrived  with  them  at 
Madriiin  Spainy  abpuc  the  25th  of  the  fame  Month. 
Bui  the  Earrs  Qire  was  fuch,    to  have  no  time  fpent 
in  the  fettling  of  the  Temporal  Articles,  that  before 
he  woiild  condcfcend  fo  much  as  de  bene  effe  unto  the 
Atticles  of  Religion,  that  chey  ihould  be  ftnt.back^ 
to  ,iJ;^w,  he  procured  the  King  of  Spain  to  Promife,  . 
Tlut,  within  the  Time  limited  for  procuring  the  Def-  , 
pan/pries^  which  was  by  March  or  ^pril  following  at 
chc/urtheft,  all  Temporal  Articles  (hould  be  fettled 
and  agreed,   to  the  end  i)\2itxho  Infanta  might  be  de- 
livered at  the  Spring,    as  by  the  King  of  Spain  his 
Aniwer  in  writing  was  declared  to  be  the  King's  Jn* 
tchtion  ;    and  accordingly  Sir  ff^aher  Jfton  and  the 
laid  Earl  did  not  deal   in  generaU  but  did  moft  io-  . 
duftrioufly  labour    to   fettle   all  in  pardcular,  viz.  . 
That  the  Portion  Ihould  be  two  Millions,   it  appear- 
ing; that  it  was  fo  agreed  by  the  late  King  of  Spain^-^ 
That  thfc  Difpenfation  coming,  the  Defponforre:  Ihould

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be  wkhirt  forty  Days  after  5  and  that  Don  Duarte  d} 
Portugal  (hould  be  the  Man  tharfhould  attend  the 
Infanta  in  the  Journey.  And  all  other  Particulars 
acce0ary  for  the  Conclufion  of  the  faid  Treaties, 
were,  by  Sir  Walter  AJion  and  the  faid  Earl,  and  the 
Spantjh  ConrnnifTioners,  drawn  u^  into  Heads^  in 
writing,  and  after  many  Debates*  niey  ivere  confelted 
with  that  King  ;  and  2  Martij  \6%^  Jiilo  vet.  the  Con- 
ie  Gondomar^  and  the  Secretary  Don  Andreas  de  Pradd^ 
were  appointed  to  come  Home  to  the  Houft  of  the 
faid  Earl,  to  fignify  unto  Sir  Walter  Jfton  and  him- 
fclf,  as  they  did.  That  the  King  of  Spain  had  deelai' 
red  his  Rcfolution  in  all  the  Particulars,  and  given 
them  order  to  come  to  a  fpeedy  Conclafion  with  them 
in  all  Things :  And  that  King's  Anfwer  to  that  Con* 
cIuHon,  the  Earl  faw,  and  read,  all  written  with  the 
King  of  SpainU  own  Hand. 

On  the  feventh  Day  of  the  faid  Month  of  March 
1623,  the  King's  Majefty,  then  Prince,  and  the 
Diikt  of  Buckingham^  arrived  at  Madrid  %  and  the 
Spaniards  took  new.  Laws,  and  the  Negotiation  was 
put  into  a  new  form.  So  that  whereas  it  is  objeded 
agaihft  the  Earl,  that  he  entertained  and  Gontinoed 
the  Treaties  fo  long  upon  Generalities,  he  conceives 
it  is  r\cK  meant  upon  the  Spiritual  Articles  ;  for  they 
were  fuch  as  were  fent  from  Rome  into  England^  from. 
thence  they  caAie  to  the  Earl :  And  for  the  Tempo- 
.ral  Articles,  they  were  not  to  be  fettled  and  treated 
till  the  Articles  of  Religion  were  concluded.  He 
conceiveth  it  cannot  be  alledged  with  any  Colour, 
that  his  Majefty  was  entertained  with  Generalities, 
fmce  the  time  that  the  faid  Articles  of  Religion  were 
brought  unto  the  faid  Earl  by  Mr.  Simon  Digby^  be- 
ing about  the  25th  of  January,  there  were  but  fix 
Weeks  until  March  7  following,  when  his  Majefty, 
then  Prince,  arrived  in  Madrid  •,  and  in  the  interim, 
air  the  above-mentioned  Particulars  were  fettled  : 
And  the  time  that  hath  been  fpent  in  this  Treaty, 
hath  not  been  through  his,  the  faid  Earl's,  Default, 
in  continuing  upon  .Generalities,  without  prcffing  to 
4  Particulars, 
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Particulars,  but  hath  been  caufcd,  as  well  by  DifE- 
::.u] ties  which  the.Bufinefs  brought  with  it,  as  alfo 
with  exterior  Accidents,  viz.  The  Wars  of  Bohemia^ 
:he,  Death  of  two  Popes,  and  the  late  King  of  Spain, 
vichout  the  leafl:  fault  of  the  faid  Earl,  as  is  acknow^ 
jedged  By  the  late  King  of  bleiied  Memory,  in  the 
faid  Earl  his  Inftrudlions,  ^yrthe  i^ih  of  March  162 1. 

Neither  could  any  Dejay  therein  be  attributed  co 
bun  the  faid  Earl  ^  for  he  was  employed  in  thofe  times 
into  Germany  and  Flanders^  and  Sir  H^ilUfimAfton  and 
S\v  Francis  CoHinffOHy  for  the  fpace  of  three  or  four 
Yairs,  were  refident  in  Spain  v  from  whence  the 
bopcs^  they  gave  were  upon  all  the  difcreet  Grounds 
that  Minifters  can  expedt  from  a  State  :  But  the  Earl 
re-aifumed  his  Bulinefs  fix  Months  before  his  Majef- 
ty^s  coming  into  Spain  ;  and  he  was  fo  defirous  ca 
fee  his  Majefty,  th^n  Prince,  bellowed,  that  he  pref- 
fed  nothing  fo  much,  both  to  the  King  and  Prince^ 
as  that  the  Prince  might  lofe  no  more  time,  and  ra- 
ther to  break  the  ^4atch  with  Spain^  than  fufFer  any^ 
further  Delays  ;  as  it  will  appear  by  his  Difpatthes 
from  his  firft  arrival  at  the  Court  of  Spain^  until  his 
Majefty,  then  Prince,  his  coming.  For  in  his  Letters  . 
of  June  20,  162a,  being  the  firft  he  wrote  after  his  , 
firfl  Audience,  be  was  fo  defirous  that  no  time  might 
be  loft,  that  in  them  he  craved  leave  of  his  Majefty^ 
that  in  Cafe  he  fliould  find  any  Delays  in  Spain^  he 
might  without  expeding  any  Order,  take  his  leave» 
and  come  home, 

llpon  the  return  of  Sir  Francis  Cottington^  in  Sep^ 
temher  following,  he  wrote  both  to  the  King,  ^n{l  his 
Majefty  then  Prince.    To  the  King,  as  foUoweth  r 

I  Jhall  prefume  to  add  to  that  which  Mr.  Cottington 
fh'all  deliver  unto  your  Majefty  by  IVord  of  Mouthy  of  ibe 
prefent  Efiate  of  tbeMatcb^  what  I  conceive  to  be  ibc

That  having  received  ktm 
his  faid  late  Majefty  his  Refolution  in  point  of  Reli* 
gion,  and  a  limited  Time  according  to  his  Defire^ 
he  ^al  fb  precife  and  pundtual  therdn,  that  alrhougii 
the  making  or  breaking  of  the  Marriage  depended

CO  the  Propofitions,  de  bene  ejfe^  fent  by  Mr,  Porter^ 
December  lo.  1622,  to  the  End  the  Articlesmight  bt 
immediately  fent  to  Rome^  without  lofing  fo  much 
time  as  to  hear  firft  from  England:  And  humbly

Th^  Se- 
cond, that  the  A(Fair  about  which  he  confulted  the 
Parliament,  namely,  whether  l>e  Ihauld  brjcak  the 
Treaties  with  Spain^  was  yet  Res  Integra^  though 
thefe  fame  Treaties  had  been  entirely  bfol(.eii  rpp 
Months  befor^.  But  Charles  the  Firft*s  Prejudice  f  • 
gainft  the  Earl  of  Brifigl  is  fo  furpriz^ng^  that  after 
having  ktn  the  Earl*s  Defence,  oncjc^n  hardly  be? 
Heve,  a  Prince,  fo  judicious  in  other  Refpefb,  coul^ 
be  induced  to  diftate  to  his  Attorney-Qeneral  an  Ac* 
cufation  fo  full  of  Calumnies  againft  a  Lord,  whom 
certainly  he  could  not  think  guilty,  liace  no  Body 
knew  more  of  the  Matter  than  himielf  This  is  a^ 
Charafter  which  by  no  means  redounds  to  his  Ho^ 
nour.  He  would  have  been  more  excufeble^  if  he 
had  only  fet  the  Duke  of  Buckingham  to  work,  whofe 
Reputation  ought  not  to  have  been  more  dear  to  bim 
than  his  own.  In  fhort^  we  fee  in  the  Earl  of  Br^s 
4  Anfwcr, 
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Anfwer,  a  clear  and  full  Explanation  of  all  chat  paf- 
fed  in  Spain.  In  the  Negotiation  of  the  two  Treaties
